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“There is a special feeling about Notre 
Dame,” Holtz once said. “It’s like feeling God.” 

Devine had a different sensation when he 
came aboard. “It was like you suddenly found 
yourself in King Arthur’s chair and found out 
those people really lived,” he said. 

Parseghian was blown away by his first 
day. “I remember driving down Notre Dame 
Avenue, toward the Golden Dome, when I 
first came in and it hit me that I was the head 
coach now,” he said. “Chills went up my back. 
I went to a basketball game where I was intro- 
duced to the students and I was cheered for 
15 minutes. There was a pep rally in January 
and about 3,000 people showed up, The spirit 
was just amazing. I felt it immediately.” 

It’s only appropriate that the College 
Football Hall of Fame move to South Bend. 
The Notre Dame campus is a shrine, with 
Touchdown Jesus and the Golden Dome. The 
Hall will only add depth to the scenery. 

ESPN commentator Lee Corso, a former 
college coach, said Notre Dame has no peer in 
the football community. “When they have an 
experienced head coach in there, their football 
is the best,” he said. “No one’s better. Notre 
Dame is the epitome of college football.” 


THE POPULARITY ++++++es0+ 
Even under poor Gerry Faust, Notre 
Dame football was huge. From coast-to-coast, 

the “subway alumni” gave the program a 
tremendous national fan base. But since Holtz 
began rebuilding the Irish in 1986, the popu- 
larity has soared to new heights, 

After going 5-6 in his first season, Holtz 
has rung up 8-4, 12-0, 12-1, 9-3, 10-3, 10-1-1, 
and 11-1 records and has gone 5-2 in bowl 
games. His 1988 national title brought the 
program all the way back. 

Larry Michael, sports director at the 
Mutual Radio Network, quantified the enthu- 
siasm Holtz restored. “We have 325 stations 
carrying Notre Dame,” Michael said. “There is 
no other college coach that has his own 
national call-in show.” 

In Faust’s disappointing 30-28-1 tenure, 
Michael said, “The number of stations 
dropped down below 200, it was down to 
about 175. As the program got stronger, it 
picked back up. What we have now is more 
than 300 quality stations. 

“When you think of college football, you 
think of Notre Dame. It’s the only one of its 
kind. There is nothing else like it.” 

Indeed, NBC-TV struck a five-year deal 
with Notre Dame (starting in 1991) to televise 
Irish home games. Obviously, this was the 
first time in modern college history that an 
individual school signed its own network deal. 
Before college football telecasts were deregu- 
lated — creating noon to midnight coverage 
— four of the five highest-rated college foot- 
ball games of all time involved the Irish. 


“If Notre Dame didn’t exist,” sports com- 
mentator Beano Cook once observed, “the 
NCAA's television contract would be worth 
millions less.” 

Notre Dame Stadium holds only 59,075 
fans, so it is woefully inadequate to meet 
ticket demand. Expansion plans have been 
kicked around since 1991, but unless the 
stadium was doubled in size the public 
won't be satisfied. 

“It’s amazing to see how important it is 
that people get tickets,” said Bill Scholl, the 
school’s director of ticketing and marketing, 

Because of ticket demand, the school 
won't sell new season-ticket packages. Those 
who have had season tickets get to renew 
them as long as they are still alive. 
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No matter how many 
Starters Notre Dame loses, 
the Irish always seem to 
have plenty of seasoned 
players. Under Holtz, the 
Irish develop depth while 
preparing their starting 
lineup for games. Their 
talent base never seems 
to get wobbly. 
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“When they die, they will transfer back to 
the school,” he said. “The only person you can 
transfer a ticket to is a surviving spouse.” 

Occasionally Scholl gets a letter inform- 
ing him of the death of a ticket holder. Then 
he will get an address change notice allegedly 
from that same ticket holder, 

“We get letters from dead people all the 
time,” he said. 

Season tickets returned go into a lottery 
pool for contributors to the school. On game 
days, thousands of non-ticket holders will 
gather outside the stadium, sniff for tickets, 
and then tailgate if they can’t get them. 

“At Gate 14, hundreds of people line up, 
almost to halftime, hoping that tickets get 
turned in by the visiting team or whatever,” 
Scholl said. 

For the epic victory over Florida State, a 
mob of 20,000 gathered outside the stadium. 


Fans went into the Athletic and Convocation 
Center to watch it on a big screen. Across the 
nation the game drew the highest rating since 
deregulation. 

“Wherever we go in the country, we have 
supporters,” former Irish linebacker Ned Bol- 
car once observed. “I think it’s the people who 
are so special, who make up the Notre Dame 
family, who causes there to be a mystique. It’s 
not the buildings, it’s not the Golden Dome or 
any of that stuff.” 


CONSTANT RENEWAL ++++++¢+ 

The Irish lose 14 starters off last season's 
team, yet a spring football writer's poll placed 
them second in the nation. Why? Because the 
top players keep rolling in. 

A recruiting visit to Notre Dame can mes- 
merize most teenage athletes. Prep quarter- 
back star Ryan Clement of Denver expressed 
his awe of the Irish tradition in a recruiting 
diary he penned for the Rocky Mountain 
News. He described game day: 

“The school lives and dies for the football 
team. Football is a religious experience there. 
Game day was incredible. It was hard to 
believe the people I saw — Spike Lee, Roger 
Clemens, John Kruk, and Paul Hornung were 
among them.” 

Alas, Clement chose not to sign with the 
Irish because phenom Ron Powlus was 
already there. Powlus lost his freshman sea- 
son to a pair of broken shoulders, As a sopho- 
more, great things will be expected of him. 

He stands 6-4, he weighs a solid 210 
pounds, and he led his high school team in 
Berwick, Pa., to a 15-0 record by throwing 35 
touchdown passes. While participating in 
drills as a freshman, he impressed his new 
teammates with his maturity and ability to 
pick up the Irish offense. 

Also, it appears he has Joe Montana skills. 
Had he not been injured last season, he may 
have started as a freshman. 

“He’s not fast or quick,” Holtz said. “It's 
just that he does everything well.” 

The rich keep getting richer. 


PLAYER DEVELOPMENT* + + +++ 

No matter how many starters Notre 
Dame loses, the Irish always seem to have 
plenty of seasoned players. Under Holtz, the 
Irish develop depth while preparing their 
starting lineup for games, Their talent base 
never seems to get wobbly. 

“During the course of the week, an aver- 
age practice, Coach Holtz strives for perfec- 
tion in everything we do,” said ex-Irish 
flanker Lake Dawson. “He always talks about 
what is important, doing all the little things 
the right way. 

“College doesn’t demand quite as much as 
the NFL does, but I'm sure that going to Notre 
Dame and being coached under Lou Holtz is 
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going to help me and probably has 
helped a lot of other athletes that have 
gone through.” 

Holtz hopes that is the case. “Our 
athletes, besides having ability and intelli- 
gence, will really have a very good work 
ethic,” he said. 

Most Irish players develop plenty of 
patience as well. 

“At Notre Dame, there’s quite a bit 
of talent and you kind of have to wait in 
line,” Dawson said. “I think Reggie 
Brooks is an example of that. You have 
a guy that’s playing defensive back my 
freshman year and then all of sudden 
going into his senior year, he rushes 
very well — he was ranked nationally 
—and now he did an excellent job his 
first year in the NFL.” 

Competition breeds excellence for 
the Irish, Holtz allocates his playing 
time with great care. 

“Todd Lyght, Tom Carter, Reggie Brooks, 
Jerome Bettis — I go against these people 
each and every day for months,” Dawson said. 
“So as far as working against top-quality ath- 
letes, I've had that opportunity.” 

Corso lauded Holtz’s ability to get the 
most out of his players. “You look at Notre 
Dame and study them and you see they some- 
times don’t get the greatest athletes in Amer- 
ica, in terms of pure athleticism, speed, and 
agility,” he said. 

But good results, under Holtz, have been 
consistent. “He does it the right way,” Corso 
said, “Wherever he’s been, he’s had the ability 
to keep things in their proper perspective. If 
you're successful but you don’t do it the right 
way, you only hurt your football program.” 


CRADLE OF COACHES* + + +++ + 

Because of all this success, fledgling pro- 
grams routinely comb the Irish coaching staff 
to find new head coaches. Offensive coordina- 
tor Skip Holtz went to Connecticut over the 
winter and defensive coordinator Rick Minter 
was lured by Cincinnati. 

In earlier seasons, Barry Alvarez (Wiscon- 
sin), Ron Cooper (Eastern Michigan), Peter 
Vaas (Holy Cross), Pete Cordelli (Kent), Jim 
Strong (UNLV), and John Palermo (Austin 
Peay) have left the Irish for head jobs. Numer- 
ous others have gone to National Football 
League teams as assistant coaches. 

“People say we can’t keep coaches,” Lou 
Holtz said. “That’s not true. We have an oblig- 
ation if a guy does a good job for us to help 
him advance. We lose them to the pros, where 
the salary scales are much higher. There are 
some schools that never lose assistant 
coaches because they never allow other 
schools to talk to them.” 

Why do athletic directors keep knocking 
at the Irish door? 


“Tt’s the pinnacle,” Skip Holtz said. “It’s 
Notre Dame. It’s the top. Working at Notre 
Dame is different than working anywhere 
else. That’s where people go to find coaches. 
They know what it takes to run a big-time 
football program. They know how to do 
things in a big-time way, and do them right.” 

Assistant coaches can wait decades to get 
their shot at a head coaching job. But that 
hasn’t been the case with Irish assistants. 

“You kind of get spoiled,” Skip Holtz said. 
“You think head coaching jobs are easy to get. 
Every year, it seems like guys are going. One 
or two guys a year are able to get a head job.” 

The challenge of head coaching is com- 
pelling, but it’s tough to say good-bye to the 
Golden Dome. 

“The hardest thing I’ve ever done was 
leave Notre Dame,” Skip Holtz said. “But head 
coaching jobs don’t come around every year. 
You're not always going to have that opportu- 
nity. Connecticut is not Notre Dame, but at 
the same time we get a chance to build a pro- 
gram based on the same intrinsic values. 

“Notre Dame is a special place. It’s a dif- 
ferent place. I don’t honestly think there is 
another school in the country like it.” 

Because of that, Lou Holtz doesn’t have 
trouble attracting quality replacements. And 
the turnover brings fresh ideas. 

“We like to think we improve our pro- 
gram with each new coach who comes in,” he 
said. “The players coming in, they should 
expect the best coaching and the best teach- 
ing in the country.” 


Fp SIDE OF SUCCESS +++++¢ 
Naturally, a program as huge and pros- 
perous as Notre Dame becomes an easy target 
for critics. 
Dan Yaeger co-authored a highly negative 
book, Under the Tarnished Dome: How Notre 


Dame Betrayed Ideals For Football 
Glory. That book, plus subsequent news- 
paper stories, found a fair number of 
jaded ex-Irish players and recruits and 
told their stories. 

There were allegations that Holtz 
winked at illicit bodybuilding. “He made 
a clear priority on strength, letting play- 
ers know it was OK if steroids were 
abused,” Yaeger said. 

Holtz was also accused of turning his 
back on injured players and trying to run 
them off. “He didn’t give a whit about his 
players off the field,” Yaeger said. 

After Scott Bentley signed to play at 
Florida State instead of Notre Dame, he 
claimed Holtz berated him and chastised 
him for disappointing his father. 

“Tt made me cry, it made Scott cry,” 
Bob Bentley said. “I’m not going to for- 
give him. Scott has to live with that the 
rest of his life. For him to say Scott let 
me down because of my closeness to Notre 
Dame is a despicable tactic.” 

Ex-Irishman Chet Lecheta claimed Holtz 
spit on him and blasted those who suggested 
critics were fabricating stories. “It’s not like 
we've been calling each other,” he said. 
“Think about it. It would take an unbelievable 
amount of planning to concoct something 
like this.” 

But Holtz defused the controversy 
within a few weeks by simply refusing to dis- 
cuss the book or negative articles publicly. 
Earlier, he had made his feelings on criti- 
cism clear. 

“Notre Dame is judged by different stan- 
dards than other schools by the media and the 
public,” Holtz said. “I didn’t realize it, but I 
wouldn’t want it any other way. There is a 
higher standard for Notre Dame and we 
should take that as a compliment.” 


THE FUTURE? + eeoeeerereoroeooe 

Holtz takes his Notre Dame tenure one 
year at a time. He chuckled when reminded 
how the interest an NFL expansion team 
showed in him over the winter caused quite a 
ruckus back in South Bend. 

“I try to look at the situation each and 
every year,” he said. “If I ever left Notre 
Dame, I have several relatives who would 
disown me. You have to look at your health 
and if you have the enthusiasm to run it the 
right way, and I still do. I feel very comfort- 
able at Notre Dame. I wouldn't stay here 
coaching if I didn’t.” 

Though Holtz brought Notre Dame back 
to its accustomed glory, he always notes how 
the institution is far greater than its coach. 

“Every other program I've been in, the 
coach feels like it’s his team,” he said. “At 
Notre Dame, you don’t feel that way. You’re 
the custodian. You’re just taking care of it."

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veryone saw it coming, It’s just that 

no one did anything about it. Quite 

frankly, there was nothing anyone 
could do. What had been done was done. 
There was no turning back. 

Oh sure. The Southwest Conference 
hired highly-touted Steve Hatchell to be its 
commissioner last year. He was the Boy 
Wonder. He would cure all of the confer- 
ence’s ills. As it turns out, Hatchell will go 
down in history as the last commissioner of 
the SWC. 

The SWC is dead. 

It becomes the first major conference 
to vanish as the face of college football 
drastically changes. 

When Texas Tech, Texas AGM, Texas, 
and Baylor join the Big Eight and SMU, 
Rice, and TCU jump into the waiting arms 
of the Western Athletic Conference in 1996, 
football-SWC style will become a footnote 
in history. An answer in Trivial Pursuit. 
Can you name the last eight members of 
the SWC? 

But what happened? How could a con- 
ference that for 79 seasons produced such 
legends as Doak Walker, Bobby Layne, Dar- 
rell Royal, and Earl Campbell wither up 
and vanish? How could Texans, who boast 
of the best high school football in America, 
watch as the state’s league vanished? 

For those who followed SWC football 
with their minds, not their hearts, the 
answers to who, what, when, where, and 
why the SWC died weren't difficult, just 
painful. After all, we are talking about the 
state’s livelihood. 


Who Hilled the WO? 


Simple. The fans. For a state that 
prides itself in supporting football, they've 
had a tough time finding the SWC turn- 
stiles in recent years. 

Texas averaged 64,440 fans last year to 
lead the SWC. Those aren’t Big Ten num- 
bers, but they are Big Eight numbers. 
Houston, meanwhile, averaged 19,449, 
which are shopping mall figures. The 
league averaged approximately 39,000 in 
1991 and only 35,000 last year. 

Texas AGM coach R.C. Slocum, who 
has been in the conference 21 seasons, 
said having eight major schools in one 
state fighting for the same fans has been 
a problem. 

“You just don’t have to go that far to 
see a game,” Slocum said. 

In the SEC and Big Eight, no more 
than two conference schools are in each 
state. Texas simply cannot support eight 
schools. Texas and A&M were the lone 
schools to average more than 35,000 fans 
per home contest last year. 


The Big Eight didn’t extend invitations 
to SMU, Houston, Rice, and TCU, in part, 
because of these distressing facts: 

Y Of SMU’s all-time top 10 home 
crowds, only two have come after 1965. 

Y Houston, despite its flashy run-and- 
shoot offense and sitting in the nation’s 
fourth-largest city, has 
averaged less than 2 
25,000 fans per home P 
game six of the last 10 
seasons. 

V Rice has averaged 
more than 20,000 fans 
per home game only 
four times in the past 
decade and only one of 
Rice’s largest 10 home 
crowds has been in the 
last 30 years. 

Y TCU has averaged 
less than 30,000 fans per 
home game for six 
straight seasons. 

The lack of fans has 
been reflected in spend- 
ing and facilities. For 
example, Texas’s athletic 
budget ($19.5 million) is 
triple that of TCU ($6.5 
million). Texas, AGM, 
and Baylor have contin- 
ued to upgrade athletic 
facilities. The others 
haven't been as quick to 
spend money. SMU, for 
example, plays its home 
games at quaint, but out- 
dated, Ownby Stadium, 
which seats 23,783. 


What Uilled the 
SWE and When 
Did It Die? 


The official obituar- 
ies started appearing in 
the papers as regents one- 
by-one at Baylor, Texas Tech, Texas, and 
Texas A&M accepted invitations from the 
Big Eight in March. 

But the SWC had already died a slow 
death. Five forms of cancer to strike the 
conference were: 

. The rising popularity of professional 
sports in Houston and Dallas. Before falling 
in love with Tom Landry and Bum Phillips, 
fans in Dallas and Houston were faithful 
followers of Rice, TCU, and SMU. Those 
three schools were major players for the 
SWC in the 1940s and 1950s. Rice won the 
title in 1946, ’49, 53, and ’57. TCU won it 


in 1944, ’51, ’55, 58, and ’59. SMU won in 
1940, ’47, and ’48. 

“The interest in college sports in the 
state of Texas, the fan base, and the tradi- 
tion of the Southwest Conference made it 
one of the greatest conferences in the coun- 
try,” Arkansas athletic director Frank

Broyles said. “It was a wonderful experience 
for Arkansas to participate at that time. 

“The perception (back then) was that 
the Southwest Conference could compete 
with anyone in the country. They had the 
financial base and the fan base. SMU, Rice, 
and TCU were the leaders. They had bigger 
stadiums than Texas or A&M. 

“Then, the pros came, That cut down 
on the newspaper space and the time on 
television reports. It cut the pie into 
smaller slices.” 

Since 1960, when Texans discovered 
professional football, the trio of private 
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schools have won only four titles — all by 
SMU. And, three of them came just before 
SMU was placed on NCAA probation for a 
wide range of infractions. 

Houston, which became a league mem- 
ber for the 1976 season, has had success on 
the field (four titles), but can’t draw fans. 
Former Cougar athletic director Rudy 
Davalos, now at New Mexico, said the 
Cougars were only the sixth team in the 
Houston market behind the three profes- 


sional teams, Texas, and Texas A&M. In 
recent years, the biggest home games for 
Houston, Rice, SMU, and TCU have been 
the Aggies and Longhorns. 

2. Having eight schools competing for 
the same players in one state took its toll in 
the 1980s with vicious scandals scrutinized 
by the media for almost a decade. The 
crunching blow was SMU’s death penalty in 
1986, SMU has never fully recovered. 

“All those NCAA things really adversely 
affected the conference,” Slocum said. 

3. Arkansas’ decision to leave for the 
Southeastern Conference in 1990 rocked 
the foundation of the SWC. It left the SWC 
a one-state conference and created a sense 
of uncertainty that never truly subsided. 

Some thought Texas and Texas AGM 
would follow Arkansas’ lead, gutting the 
SWC. State legislatures rallied to keep 
Texas and A&M put. In a joint statement, 
the presidents at UT and A&M issued state- 
ments of conditions that had to be 
improved if the two mega powers were to 
remain the backbone of the SWC. Most 
thought it was a temporary stay of execu- 
tion for the conference. 

“We really didn’t know what was going 
to happen to the Southwest Conference,” 
Broyles said. “We didn’t know what A&M 
and Texas were going to do. When we got 
the chance, we went.” 


Who could blame the Razorbacks or 
the SEC? 

Coveting the Aggies, the SEC made 
constant overtures. “We'd love to have 
them,” said one SEC AD just two months 
before the Big Eight offer. “We think they'd 
be perfect.” 

The Pac-10 and Big Ten also were men- 
tioned as possible destinations of Texas, 
because of its strong commitment to acad- 
emics. The SEC was ruled out, because UT 
wanted to align itself with a strong 
academic conference. Late in the 
game, it was revealed that A&M 
even explored the possibility of 
heading west, also not wanting to 
align itself with the SEC. 

4, The University of Texas, the 
powerful cowbell of the SWC, 
slipped into mediocrity. Texas is 
62-50-1 in the last 10 seasons with 
just one Cotton Bowl berth. The 
Longhorns’ bow! wins were against 
Pittsburgh and Air Force, both in 
the Bluebonnet Bowl, a post-season 
game that no longer exists. Despite 
A&M's success under Jackie Sher- 
rill, and now Slocum, several peo- 
ple in the nation still judge the 
SWC by the way Texas plays. 

Slocum says all that Arkansas- 
Texas and glory days talk is mis- 
leading. He said the conference wasn’t that 
great to start with. When Arkansas and 
Texas were national powers, the rest were 
SWC also-rans for the most part. The facts 
back him up. 

From 1960 until 1976, the Razorbacks 
and Longhorns finished in the Associated 
Press final Top 10 poll 17 times; the rest of 
the conference just twice. In the last 11 
seasons, the conference has had just six 
Top 10 finishes. By comparison, the Big 
Eight has had 13, the Big Ten has 17, and 
the SEC 22. 

5. Television. Television. Television. 
Did anyone say television? The magic box 
killed the conference at every turn. First 
the courts ruled that each conference was 
free to negotiate its own deals in 1984, giv- 
ing the impetus for conferences to add 
stronger teams — i.e., the Big Ten adding 
Penn State — which adds up to more TV 
bucks. The SEC countered with the addi- 
tion of Arkansas and South Carolina and 
even the basketball-powerful Atlantic Coast 
Conference had the insight to add Florida 
State. The SWC did nothing. 

Also, the power of television put the 
successful programs of Notre Dame, 
Florida State, Miami, and UCLA in the 
home of every high school hero from Lub- 
bock to Victoria. Blue-chippers started leay- 
ing the state with regularity, a practice that 


continues today. Twenty-five players on the 
Austin American-Statesman’s Fabulous 55 
signed with out-of-state schools this year. 

Slocum said schools outside the con- 
ference used the NCAA probes at TCU, 
SMU, A&M, and Houston to raid the state’s 
talent. TCU, SMU, and Houston obviously 
haven't recovered. The trio signed just two 
of the Statesman’s Fab 55. 


Where Did the SWC Die? 


One day in a hotel room in Kansas 
City, someone from the Big Eight sug- 
gested that the conference gain the spoils 
from the SWC’s demise. 

This meeting could have taken place in 
Birmingham, Ala., or Seattle, Wash. Let’s 
face it, you have to give the Big Eight credit 
for having the initiative. 

Maybe he had a degree in finance and 
understood bank failings where the highest 
bidder is awarded the failed bank, adding 
only the assets to his portfolio. What a deal. 
The rich get richer and the poor wither up. 

Baylor, Texas, A&M, and Tech are bub- 
bling about the prospects in the Big Eight, 
whether it be football, basketball, baseball, 
or softball. 

Rice, TCU, and SMU are excited about 
joining Nevada-Las Vegas, Tulsa, and San 
Jose State in the expanding WAC. The addi- 
tions, announced in late April, give the 
WAC 16 teams and makes it the largest 
conference in the country. 

The Houston Cougars are the only 
SWC team without a conference affiliation 
in 1996 and unless someone like the SEC 
comes calling, the Cougars could face a 
lonely existence as an independent. 


Why Did the SWU Die? 


e new 12-member Big Eight signed 
a $100 million television package with ABC 
Sports and Liberty Sports, Inc. The five- 
year deal is the richest in college football 
history. 

Missouri, thought to be interested in 
the Big Ten, and Colorado, with an eye 
toward the Pac-10, will be happy to stay 
put. Teams like Iowa State and Kansas 
State, hardly football powers, will benefit 
from the merger and TV money. They'll 
survive in the changing face of big-time 
athletics. The same goes for Vanderbilt in 
the SEC and Northwestern in the Big Ten. 

Rice, TCU, and SMU — great academic 
institutions — couldn't sell themselves to 
the Big Eight, but are looking forward to a 
thriving relationship in the WAC. 

Meanwhile, the Houston Cougars are 
left holding the SWC bag and asking, 
“Where did everybody go?”

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LiFTED Hopes WiTH WHEATLEY'S RETURN

The hiatus could 
be very brief. 
Michigan had its 
string of five straight 
Big Ten champi- 
onships broken last 
year. But the Wolverines finished an 8-4 
season with four straight convincing wins, 
and many are picking them to return to the 
conference throne this season. 

They blanked No. 5 Ohio State, 28-0, 
before dominating North Carolina State, 
42-7, in the Hall of Fame Bowl. Michigan 
outscored its last four opponents, 153-24. 

Strong-armed quarterback Todd Collins 
is back for his senior year, and so is tailback 
Tyrone Wheatley, who surprised everyone 
by spurning the National Football League. 

All of which has the Wolverines stick- 
ing out their chests again, feeling good 
about themselves and 1994. 

“We might be looking at the national 
championship next year,” said sophomore 
center Rod Payne, who likely will replace 
Marc Milia. 

Such premature title talk got Michigan 
in trouble last season. 

“This time,” Payne said, “it won't just be 
talk. That’s the level our team should play 
at. The bottom line being the word should. 
A lot of teams are supposed to, and don’t. 

“What we need are guys as dedicated to 
the off-season conditioning as they were in 
the last four games. We have to use (last) 
season as an example of what not to do. We 
had a lack of serious preparation until the 
end and just expected to win because we 
were Michigan.” 

The Wolverines struggled to replace 
five offensive line starters, three of whom

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started as NFL rookies: center Steve 
Everitt, Cleveland Browns; tight end Tony 
McGee, Cincinnati Bengals; and guard Joe 
Cocozzo, San Diego Chargers. 

But by season’s end, the young line 
was plowing and the defense stiffened. 
Michigan finished No. 19 in the CNN/USA 
Today poll and No. 21 in the Associated 
Press poll. 

“We should contend for the national 
championship,” said linebacker Jarrett 
Irons, the leading tackler last season with

“These kids on our line now, when 
they’re seniors, I expect to be just as good 
as those guys,” offensive line coach Les 
Miles said, referring to the Everitt- 
Cocozzo-McGee group. 

That’s a heavy prediction. 

Runyan and Marinaro were second- 
team All-Big Ten in 1993 and are the 
biggest reasons Miles is so confident. Mari- 
naro is expected back at full strength after 
arthroscopic surgery to repair a torn poste- 
rior cruciate ligament in his right knee. He 
won the Hugh Rader Award last year as the 
team’s top offensive lineman. 

Runyan, versatile enough to play guard, 
tackle, and tight end, is considered by Miles 
to be the most talented offensive lineman to 
play at Michigan in years. Payne, guard Zach 
Adami, and tackle/guard Thomas Guynes 
also have all-conference potential. 

There’s no gaping hole to plug at a par- 
ticular position group this year, although 
tight end and place-kicking/punting could 
be troublesome. 

Half of the eight departing seniors have 
experienced backups waiting in the wings: 
Payne for Milia. Split end Amani Toomer for 
Derrick Alexander. Strong safety Deollo 
Anderson for Shonte Peoples. Cornerback 
Deon Johnson for Alfie Burch. Junior cor- 
nerback Ty Law, a potential All-American, is 
Moeller’s greatest defensive asset. 

“I want to have the greatest defense in 
the country next year,” Moeller said, “but 
losing Buster Stanley will be the big thing.”

Cartwright, the former Ball State offensive 
coordinator, replaces Cam 
Cameron, now with the Washing- 
ton Redskins, is critical. 

“Cam was paramount to teach- 
ing me the game of football,” 
Collins said. “He's been my mentor. 
I’m not sad, but I am disappointed. 
He recruited me and was our main 
offensive coordinator. Cam had a lot 
to do with developing our offense 
and suggesting plays.”

They projected he would be one of 
the first five selections in the draft 
and sign a contract worth millions 
of dollars. Wheatley had run for 
3,034 yards and scored 40 touch- 
downs in three seasons at Michi- 
gan — blending speed, power, 
balance, and daring into a nearly 
unstoppable package. 

San Diego State tailback Mar- 
shall Faulk, with whom Wheatley 
was regularly compared, had 
announced he was leaving school 
one year early for the NFL. And 
when Wheatley walked into a press 
conference at Schembechler Hall 
in Ann Arbor on Jan. 10 — the

eplacing defensive tackle Buster Stanley was one of Michigan coach Gary 

Moeller’s primary concerns for the 1994 season. Stanley had eight sacks last 

year, double the total of any other Wolverine. 

Moeller fretted about the potential lack of a pass rush entering spring prac- 
tice. But he was all smiles after watching three sks and numerous ad passes 
in the spring intrasquad game. Tackles Trent Zenkewicz and Damon Denson 
appeor ready to team with middle guard Jason Horn and outside linebacker Matt 
Dyson to supply a quality pass rush. The defense dominated in a 10-6 White vic- 
tory over the Blues. 

The offensive line didn’t have the depth to match up with the defensive front 
in the intrasquad scrimmage. It would have been more interesting to watch the 
firststring offense and Satenie play, but the entire two-deep roster is divided 
evenly for the annual game. 

Dyson had two sacks and is a proven Panes But Zenkewicz, a junior 
from Cleveland St. Ignatius, is the significant new contributor to the defensive line. 

"Trent has had a great spring,”” Moeller said. “He busted his butt and played 
hard; he’s matured. You know, some kids just show up here expecting to be great, 
but it takes time. Trent is now playing like he should; he might not be a great 
player yet, but he is very good. 

"Zenkewicz, 6-6, 267 pounds, was a USA Today All-American and one of 
the top players on the Detroit Free Press Best of the Midwest team. He redshirted 
in 1991 following speculation he would play immediately. He showed signs of 
promise with five sacks in 1992, but nerve damage in his back limited Zenkewicz 
to one sack in four games last season. 

“There was a lot of doubt about me because | had been so highly-touted,”’ 
Zenkewicz said. “But | had some injuries and some fair seasons, and it was time | 
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started playing up to my capability.” 

Jason Carr 2 emerged as Michigan's backup quarterback after spring prac- 
ices. But whether he succeeds senior Todd Collins in 1995 remains to be seen. 
Freshmen Scot Loeffler and Brian Griese are still in the hunt for that role. 

"Todd has had a very good spring and has worked hard,” Moeller said. 
“The others all lack experience, but they all kicked it up a notch and some may 
have pushed too hard to impress us.”” 

Carr, 6-1, 199 pounds, led Redford (Mich.) Catholic Central to the Class AA 
championship as a senior, and completed three of four passes for 51 yards as a 
sophomore in 1993. Griese and Loeffler redshirted last season and have four 
years of eligibility remaining. 

“Jason has improved a lot,’ Moeller said. "He's throwing the ball better, as 
are the others. But his concentration and focus are so good. Loeffler is a very 
smart quarterback with good toughness, and Griese can throw the ball very well. 
But Brian is not as consistent in decisions as the others.'’ 

Loeffler (6-3, 195) and Griese (6-3, 209) were more highly recruited than Carr, 
but currently lack the practice experience to be judged evenly with him. 

Michigan will likely be without sophomore offensive guard Joe Marinaro until 
at least midseason. Marinaro had been expected to return by August after arthro- 
scopic surgery to repair a posterior cruciate ligament in his right knee was per- 
formed on April 4. 

“But Joe ended up needing major surgery," Moeller said. “Doctors found the 
lateral collateral ligament had tore away from the bone, and they had to staple 
that down, too.”’ 

Marinaro won the Hugh Rader Award as Michigan’s top offensive lineman in 
1993, and Moeller said his loss is significant.

ley leaving early ever since he rushed for 235 yards and three 
touchdowns against Washington in the Rose Bowl to cap his 
sophomore season.

Webber, a 
member of the Golden State Warriors, said he would always won- 
der if he could’ve won the NCAA championship and longed to be a 
college kid again. 

Wheatley decided to cash in the college opportunity, rather 
than checks. 

“A lot of people brought up the subject of money and playing 
out your dream in the NFL,” he said, “but there are a lot of things 
in the world besides money. 

“The NFL will be there next year, but there are some things — 
like the Heisman Trophy and the national championship — that 
won't be there next year if I leave.” 

The fact that the money could be better next year didn’t escape 
Wheatley. The top three picks in the 1993 draft signed contracts 
worth $2.4, $1.9 and $1.6 million, while the next three choices — 
the area Wheatley figured to be taken at in 1994 — all averaged $1.2 
million. He could easily recoup the money not earned this season by 
going in the top two spots in 1995. 

“If double my stats, I'll be a for-sure No. 1 pick,” Wheatley 
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said. “Why not leave college as one of the greatest backs of all 
time, and go into the NFL and be one of the greatest backs? The 
NFL will be there next year, and I think the money will be greater 
next year.” 

Wheatley also didn’t want to have to return to college for his 
degree. He is a science major, and wants to become a physical ther- 
apist after playing a half dozen years in the NFL. The challenge of 
closing his career in the Rose Bowl and perhaps becoming the 
school’s top all-time rusher — he needs 1,360 yards to pass leader 
Jamie Morris — also were appealing. 

Wheatley (6-1, 225 pounds) rushed for 1,129 yards in 1993, 
despite missing two games, parts of two others, and playing with 
injuries most of last season. 

He plans to take out another NCAA injury insurance policy, 
which provides $1.8 million in coverage for a $10,000 premium 
payable when he signs a pro contract. 

“You have insurance policies,” he said, “but in order to play a 
sport like this, you can’t think about that. If 1 thought about blow- 
ing out a knee, I wouldn’t have chosen football. I’d have run track.” 

The biggest injury to hit Michigan last year took down inside 
linebacker Steve Morrison, a preseason Butkus Award nominee. He 
missed seven games after breaking his foot in a conditioning drill 
and was never 100 percent. In the off-season, bone from his hip was 
grafted onto the fifth metatarsal and inserted with a large screw. 

“I've got to believe the good Lord will look over Steve Morrison 
and give him a year of injury-free football,” Moeller said. “But Steve is 
very upbeat right now because the healing process has gone so well.” 

The Wolverines feel good about 1994, and hope to return to 
the familiar haunts of the Rose Bowl. If they beat Boston College, 
Colorado, and Notre Dame along the way, the game in Pasadena 
could be for the national title Michigan craves.

PressurRE ON BUCKEYES COACH NEVER DIMINISHES

Success at Ohio 
State University usually 
means the unwavering 
support of alumni and 


the job security of a Supreme Court justice. 

For Ohio State coach John Cooper, how- 
ever, a co-Big Ten championship in 1993 and 
the Buckeyes’ first bowl victory under his direc- 
tion did little to chase away the nagging ques- 
tions that have dogged Cooper since he took 
over the program. 

It has now been a full decade since OSU last 
appeared in the Rose Bowl, and the Buckeyes 
haven't beaten Michigan since Cooper's arrival 
in 1988, 

Next to those failures, a 10-1-1 season in 
1993 and a 28-21 victory over Brigham Young in 
the Holiday Bowl got lost, particularly given the 
path OSU followed to both achievements. 

Eight straight wins to start the season had 
the Buckeyes in clear control of the Big Ten race 
and in range of a national championship at No. 3 
in the wire service polls entering the month of 
November. 

A tie at Wisconsin took care of OSU's hopes 
for No. 1, and needing a victory at Michigan to 
clinch its first Rose Bowl berth since the 1984 
season, the Buckeyes instead suffered a 28-0 loss. 

Then, in the Holiday Bowl, BYU had four 
cracks at a tying touchdown pass from the Ohio 
State 6-yard line in the final seconds, only to 
twice drop the football and hand Cooper his first 
bowl win in five tries with the Buckeyes. 

Such disappointing finishes inspire some 
teams to greatness the following year, but Ohio 
State returns so few starters on both offense 
and defense that Cooper can’t count on the end 
of 1993 supplying motivation for 1994. 

Nor can he count on the same support he 
received throughout his first six seasons from 
the man that hired him, athletic director Jim 
Jones. 

Jones’ decision to take early retirement pre- 
cipitated a shake-up in athletic administration at 
OSU, perhaps part of a bargain between the 
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school and the NCAA for violations in the 
school’s basketball program. 

After toying with the prospect of naming an 
ex-football player as its athletic director, Ohio 
State decided against both Rex Kern and Archie 
Griffin and opted for the expertise of Maryland’s 
Andy Geiger. 

One of the most respected members of his 
field, Geiger was appointed April 29 and as his 
first act promoted Griffin, an assistant AD, to 
associate athletic director and gave him control 
of the football program and 17 other sports. 

“1 don’t think it makes a difference in how I 
go about my job, but I am concerned about it,”

Cooper said of working with a new AD. “T've 
been a head coach for 17 years and I have two 
years to go on my contract. 

“If I don’t get a contract extension, it’s 
almost like they're saying, ‘We're going to hire 
an athletic director and this guy is going to 
come in here and you're going to have to prove 
whether you can coach or not,’ That’s not a 
comfortable position for me to be in.” 

With an 18-4-2 record over the past two sea- 
sons, and coming off the best season at OSU 
since an 11-1 record under Earle Bruce in 1978, 
Cooper is clearly miffed the university has failed 
to reward him like it has other coaches. 

Basketball coach Randy Ayers is signed 
through 1999 after receiving a five-year exten- 
sion with three years left on his original contract. 

Women’s basketball coach Nancy Darsch 
recently signed a five-year deal. 

Given the loss in personnel from last year, 
it’s easy to understand why Cooper craves some 
contract breathing room. 

Take away the Buckeyes’ leading rusher, 
four of five starters on the offensive line, a first- 
team All-American at defensive tackle, the 
school’s career sack leader, its fullback, tight 
end, and three starters in the secondary. 

Don't forget the career leader in field 
goals, the long snapper, and the holder. They're 
gone, too. 

Not all of the losses stem from graduation, 
and Cooper didn’t have some of his hoped-for 
replacements in the spring because of academic 
ineligibility or simply because several players 
quit the team. 

“We lost some great players who are going 
to be very hard to replace,” said Cooper, who is 
45-22-3 at OSU. “But we think we've recruited 
some quality young players. 

“The discouraging thing is that not all of 
them are following the tremendous work ethic

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that players like Steve Tovar, Robert Smith, and 
Roger Harper set here the last few years. 

“Tt carried over last year to some of our 
players, but those guys are all gone now. Some 
of our younger players realize how hard they 
have to work, but some of our young kids don’t 
and they've fallen by the wayside.” 

Most of the attrition occurred where OSU 
can least afford it — on the offensive line. 

Losing four starters to graduation opened 
plenty of opportunities for playing time, but in 
order to fill those holes the Buckeyes had to 
move tight end Eric Moss to tackle and install 
him as an immediate starter. 

OSU is also counting heavily on one or two 
of its incoming freshmen to fill out its two-deep 
roster on the line, which will be anchored by All- 
American tackle Korey Stringer and sophomore 
guard Juan Porter. 

“Experience-wise, we've only got two guys we 
can count on in Korey and Juan,” offensive coor- 
dinator Joe Hollis said. “I'm concerned, but not 
worried. We have good players, they're just young 
and unproven. Hopefully, we'll have a Korey 
Stringer in that group of freshmen coming in.” 

OSU also hopes junior tailback Eddie 
George can supply much of the same production 


as the departed Raymont Harris, whose 1,344 
rushing yards ranked as the sixth-best season in 
school history. 

George is the only scholarship tailback the 
Buckeyes had available in the spring, although 
four incoming freshmen are slotted. 

“Eddie has prepared himself mentally and 
physically to do the job,” Hollis said of the 6-3, 
230-pounder. “You can look at him and tell he’s 
prepared himself physically. He can run all day 
and he’s as strong as an ox. It's his turn at bat. 
Now we'll see what he can do.” 

Two years ago, George took OSU by storm 
as its designated touchdown scorer in short- 
yardage situations. But a pair of costly fumbles 
in a mid-season loss to Illinois dramatically 
reduced his carries the remainder of that season 
and last year, 

“He’s travelled a pretty bumpy road since 
he’s been here,” Hollis said. “For not being a 
starter, Eddie has received a lot of attention. 
Some of it’s been good and some of it’s been 
bad.” 

If George can make half the impression in 
his first season as a starter that flanker Joey Gal- 
loway made last year, the Buckeyes may end 
their Rose Bow! drought at a decade. 
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Galloway gave OSU a game-breaking threat 
at wide receiver, catching 47 passes for 946 yards 
and 11 touchdowns, while also rushing for two 
touchdowns. 

Those numbers floored even Cooper and his 
coaches, despite their preseason expectations for 
a big year from Galloway on the heels of knee 
surgery that sidelined him for all but one game 
in 1992, 

“Joey was our only home-run hitter last year 
and we need to get more big plays out of him this 
year,” Cooper said. “He caught 47 passes and ran 
it two or three times a game last year. We have to 
put the ball in his hands a lot more this year, 
because he can make things happen.” 

Cooper would like to see more of the nine- 
catch, 186-yard, three-touchdown game Gal- 
loway had against Michigan State. 

That’s why coaches spent time during the 
off-season scouring old Nebraska game films to 
hopefully steal some ideas the Cornhuskers used 
to maximize Heisman Trophy winner Johnny 
Rodgers’ talents in 1972. 

“We looked at a highlight tape they had to 
see what we can apply to our offense with Joey,” 
Hollis said. “Defenses haven’t changed that 
much over the years, and sometimes if you take

SPRING UPDATE 


ew athletic director Andy Geiger was appointed the day before Ohio 
State's spring game and thus gained a firsthand look at the importance fans 
place on football at his new job. 

“| got a sense of it from all the people who showed up on a very rainy day just 
to watch a spring game,” said Geiger, whose previous jobs at Brown, Pennsylvania, 
and Stanford haven't exposed him to a football hotbed like Ohio State. “The wel 
come | got was very, very friendly. 

“| heard no negatives from anyone in the crowd. People were telling me they 
were glad to see me. That made me feel good, because | was cautioned about being 
an outsider here and that would be something | would need to work my way through.” 

Archie Griffin, who won the Heisman Trophy at OSU in 1974 and 1975, and 
Rex Kern, the quarterback of OSU's 1968 national championship team, were inter- 
viewed for the job that eventually went to Geiger. 

“\'m pretty good at meeting people and putting them at ease,” Geiger said of 
the “outsider” issue. “I'll be able to convince them I'm not going to ruin the place. All 
| want to do is make it the best it can be.” 

Ohio State didn't find a backup quarterback in the spring; it found a body 
double. Starter Bob Hoying’s younger brother, Tom, edged tellow redshirt freshmen 
Stanley Jackson and Mark Zban for the job, although Pat rotation is still subject to 
change in the fall. Following in his 6-4, 224-pound brother's footsteps shouldn't be a 
problem for Tom Hoying, a 6-4, 220-pounder. 

After Bob won the state football championship and started for back-to-back 
state championship teams in basketball his junior and senior seasons at St. Henry 
(OH.) High School, Tom went 22-3 as the starting quarterback the next two years 
and twice won all-league in basketball. 

“When | signed to play here, | know a lot of people thought the only reason | 
was able to come was because Bob was already here,” Tom said. “That just gave 
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me more incentive. It pushed me to prove I’m not just riding his coattails." 

OSU coach John Cooper saw the proof in the spring. 

“Bob has played two years, so he has a better grasp of the offense than Tom, 
but (Tom) knows who to get the ball to,” Cooper sold. “He made a lot of improve 
ment this spring. He’s probably improved as much as anybody out here.” 

One area that didn't develop to Cooper's liking was OSU's offensive line, as 
evidenced by a spring game devoid of scoring. 

Dividing the squad evenly for the annual Scarlet and Gray game produced 
poor execution on both sides, as the teams combined for just one play of more than 
20 yards and less than three yards per rush in the Gray's 140 victory. 

Anthony Gwinn’s 87-yard interception return for a touchdown was the highlight. 
The only other touchdown came when backup tailback Demetrious Stanley scored, 
three plays after a Lou Willard fumble at the Scarlet 22-yard line. 

“| was more pleased with our overall spring than | was the spring game,” 
Cooper said. 

No one knows how two summer rock concerts in Ohio Stadium will impact 
what became a very problematic playing surface last season. 

Rain on four consecutive Saturdays, on which either Ohio State or another 
game was being staged, turned the three-year-old natural turf into a muddy mess that 
required extensive resodding in November. 

While everything appeared fine for the spring game, a Pink Floyd show in May 
and a Billy JoelElton John concert in August pose potential risks because fans will be 
seated on plywood covering the grass. 

“We have met with some of the foremost experts on turf and grass to review 
how our field has performed,” OSU associate athletic director Paul Krebs said. “We 
have been on a program of heavy maintenance, restoration and seeding, so the 
field should be playable this coming season without any problems.” 
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stuff that’s laid dormant awhile and then you 
bring it back, it can be effective.” 

Galloway had the sixth-best single season 
total of catches in OSU history, the third-best 
reception yardage total and tied Cris Carter's 
school record for touchdown catches. 

That success made him take a hard look at 
entering the NFL draft one year early, but he 
ultimately chose to return for his senior season. 

“T felt I was in a good situation,” Galloway 
said. “Either way, I would come out on top, but 
I'd like to play in the Rose Bowl and get a second 
Big Ten championship ring. There are also some 
personal things I still wanted to accomplish, like 
making All-American and making All-Big Ten 
again.” 

Galloway should get plenty of opportunities 
to fatten his statistics, for OSU plans to employ 
him on counters, reverses, toss sweeps, and 
option pitches, in addition to increasing his 
catches with a bevy of short passes. 

“T like the idea of having the ball, no matter 
where I get it,” Galloway said. “I know I'll be 
moving around a lot. That will make the 
defenses shift to cover me, or at least they will 
have to think about covering me, and that could 
open up things for some other people.” 

Don’t be surprised if the beneficiaries 
are tight ends D.J. Jones, Bob Houser, and 
Rickey Dudley. 

OSU has employed plenty of double-tight 
formations over the years, always with a run- 
first philosophy. 

But with Jones and Houser being excep- 
tional blockers, that could free one or the other 
to catch more passes than the Buckeyes have 
traditionally given their tight end. 

Dudley’s potential impact is intriguing, 
given his size and speed. The 6-7, 235-pound 
junior co-captained the Ohio State basketball 
team last year before deciding to try football for 
the first time since being voted Texas 4A Player 
of the Year his senior season. 

He could give Ohio State a deep threat from 
the inside to go with Galloway and split end 
Chris Sanders outside. 

“Last year, when we needed a big play to 
win the game, we definitely looked for Joey,” 
quarterback Bob Hoying said. “This year, I think 
we'll have more guys to go to, if only because 
defenses will be concentrating so much on Joey, 
other things will open up.” 

Hoying’s job as a sophomore last year was 
simply not to get the Buckeyes beaten, but this 
year he must shoulder more responsibility for 
getting the team a victory. 

“This is my first year coming in as an expe- 
rienced quarterback,” said Hoying, who com- 
pleted 54 percent of his passes and threw for 
eight touchdowns while sharing time with 
senior Bret Powers. “I’ma clear No. 1 this year, 
and I have to admit it’s fun to be in that role. 
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Now I can go out there relaxed, and I 
think that will help my game. 

“Everything that happened to me 
last year, splitting things up with Bret, 
should make me a better player down 
the road.” 

Still, Hoying knows he will have 
much less time to find a receiver this 
year because of the losses on the line. 

“We're going to have great wide 
receivers, so we'll simply have to find a 
way to get them the ball,” he said. 
“We've worked on a lot of quick stuff, 
little two- or three-step drops and five- 
yard hitches, because we know we’re 
not going to have as much time to 
make our reads as we had last year, 

“Until our linemen get their feet 
under them, we'll have to use the 
underneath stuff and some other 
things like that to move the football.” 

The offensive line’s inexperience 
is the major reason Ohio State agreed 
to open Aug. 29 in the Disneyland 
Pigskin Classic against Fresno State. 

That early start will allow the 
Buckeyes to start practice in early 
August. 

Had it stuck with a Sept. 10 game 
at Washington as the opener, OSU

would have begun its workouts in late 
August, one week after most teams who start the 
season Sept. 3. 

“You're always concerned about making the 
season too long, but we need the work,” Cooper 
said, “We can use that extra time to develop our 
young players. Plus, we're really reporting only 
about three or four days before we did last sea- 
son, so it’s not that big a sacrifice.” 

Whether the early start pays off should be 
evident by the Buckeyes’ rematch with Washing- 
ton, which last year caused little problems for 
Hoying with its blitzing defense. 

The Washington trip should also show how 
much OSU will miss All-American defensive 
tackle Dan “Big Daddy” Wilkinson, who unlike 
Galloway, found the lure of the NFL too lucra- 
tive to pass up. 

Wilkinson terrorized the Huskies and every 


other opponent on the OSU schedule last season, 


recording 13 tackles for a loss despite double- 
and triple-teaming. 

His exit leaves a large hole, as does the 
departure of three-year starter Jason Simmons 
and his school-record 53.5 career tackles for a 
loss and record 25.5 quarterback sacks. 

OSU also suffered a sizeable emotional loss 
just prior to the Holiday Bowl when freshman 
defensive end Jayson Gwinn, Simmons’ backup, 
died in an automobile accident. 

With Wilkinson and Simmons gone, the 
Buckeyes’ defensive focus will shift to a talented 


corps of linebackers, led by juniors Lorenzo 
Styles and Craig Powell. 

Styles made the departure of three-time 
leading tackler Steve Tovar an afterthought. His 
117 stops led the team and established Styles as 
not only an All-American candidate, but a 
Butkus Award contender as well. 

Powell is equally spectacular on the outside, 
where he uses his speed to obliterate the wide 
rush and also to inflict some severe blind-side 
damage on the quarterback. 

His four sacks were second only to Sim- 
mons last year, and OSU may need Powell to 
double that total this season to offset its losses in 
the secondary. 

Cornerback Marlon Kerner will be the only 
returning starter thanks to the graduation of 
free safety Chico Nelson and cornerback Tim 
Walton, plus junior strong safety Walter Taylor’s 
decision not to rejoin the team after off-season 
hernia surgery. 

Ohio State’s special teams also took a hit 
with the graduation of Tim Williams, the only 
player in school history to hold down the kick- 
ing job four consecutive years. 

“That was a lot bigger loss than people real- 
ize,” Cooper said. “When you lose the number of 
players we've lost, you might be facing a lot of 
close games. Special teams often make the dif- 
ference in those kinds of games, so that’s an area 
we really need to work on.” 4

With upstart Wisconsin and former power Ohio State finally end- 
ing Michigan’s five-year rule at the top of the Big Ten standings in 
1993, trying to figure out who will win the championship in 1994 is 
more difficult than ever. 

And predicting the order of finish is next to impossible. 

The defending co-champions enter the new season from different 
perspectives — the Badgers with 15 returning starters, including nine 
on offense, while the Buckeyes have only nine starters back, the fewest 
in the league. 

That brings us to Michigan. If the Wolverines hadn’t been weak- 
ened by injuries last season, their string of titles might still be intact. 

And they seem poised to try to reclaim their spot at the top, with 
eight offensive and six defensive starters returning. 

Michigan took a giant step in that direction when tailback Tyrone 
Wheatley decided to return for his senior season and not turn pro. 
Wheatley was hampered by injuries last year, but still managed to rush 
for 1,129 yards and 13 TDs in 10 games. 

This year, Wheatley could become Michigan’s all-time career 
leader in rushing, all-purpose yardage, and scoring. But the Wolverines 
have a lot of other weapons besides Wheatley, namely quarterback Todd 
Collins, an outstanding group of wide receivers, and an offensive line 
that coaches think may live up to Michigan’s strong tradition. 

In 93, Collins trailed only Darrell Bevell in Big Ten passing effi- 
ciency (65 percent), setting Michigan records for pass attempts (296) and 
completions (189). He threw for 16 TDs and only seven interceptions. 

All-American receiver Derrick Alexander may be gone, but Walter 
Smith, Amani Toomer, and Mercury Hayes are as good a threesome as 
there is in the league. 

The defense is somewhat of a question mark, but if some key play- 
ers can remain healthy it should be more than good enough. 
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1. MICHIGAN — Injuries shouldn't keep the 
Wolverines from the top two years in a row. 
2. PENN STATE — A contender again, but Paterno 
must wait at least another year for a title. 
3. ILLINOIS — Illini finished strong in ‘93 and they're 
all returning in ‘94. 
4. OHIO STATE — There may be too many holes to 
fill for the Buckeyes to contend. 
5. WISCONSIN — If the Badgers can deal with 
success, they could be just as strong. 
6. MICHIGAN STATE — Even without the Stunt 4-3, 
the Spartans are a serious threat. 
7. IOWA — It's hard to imagine Fry's team suffering 
through a third straight down year. 
8. PURDUE — Boilermakers have too many good 
young players to go winless in the league again. 
9. INDIANA — If Hoosiers have defensive replace- 
ments, they may be better than expected. 
10. MINNESOTA — Once again, the Gophers will 
have to outscore opponents to win. 
11. NORTHWESTERN — Wildcats are improved, but 


it may not show up in the standings. 
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Tackle Trent Zenkewicz and linebackers Steve Morrison and Matt 
Dyson all were slowed by injuries last season. But when healthy, they 
are among the league’s best, as is linebacker Jarrett Irons. 

Cornerback Ty Law is one of the best in the country. 

Penn State, in its second season of Big Ten football after finishing 
third (6-2) in 93, has the same problems as the other contenders. The 
Nittany Lions are experienced on offense, but have only three starters 
back on defense. 

Coach Joe Paterno will build around Heisman Trophy candidate 
Bobby Engram at wide receiver (48-873-13), first-team All-Big Ten 
guard Jeff Hartings, and second-team all-league picks Ki-Jana Carter 
at running back, Kyle Brady at tight end, and Brian Gelzheiser at 
linebacker, 

Illinois, 5-6 overall and tied for fourth at 5-3 in league play a year 
ago, could challenge this year. The Illini boast the most returning 
starters in the Big Ten with 18, including all 11 on defense. 

The Illini linebacking quartet of Dana Howard, John Holecek, 
Simeon Rice, and Kevin Hardy is outstanding. Quarterback Johnny 
Johnson has Randall Cunningham-type talents. 

Ohio State coach John Cooper will have to plug a lot of holes for 
the Buckeyes to contend again, 

Gone are 1,000-yard rusher Raymont Harris; outstanding fullback 
Jeff Cothran; All-American defensive tackle Dan Wilkinson, who left 
school early for the NFL; defensive end Jason Simmons, the school’s 
all-time sacks leader; and three starters from the secondary. 

The good news is that the Buckeyes return three players they think 
are as good at their positions as anyone in the nation. 

Ohio State is pushing split end Joey Galloway as a Heisman Trophy 
candidate, after he caught 47 passes for 946 yards and 11 TDs a year 
ago. All-American tackle Korey Stringer is an Outland Trophy and 
Lombardi Award candidate. And middle linebacker Lorenzo Styles, with 
117 tackles in ’93, is a Butkus Award candidate. 

Wisconsin coach Barry Alvarez thinks this year’s team can be bet- 
ter than last year’s, as long as the Badgers can handle success. 

The Badgers seem loaded on offense with the return of tailback 
Brent Moss, quarterback Bevell, wide receiver Lee DeRamus, tight end 
Michael Roan, and four starters in the line. 

Wisconsin is pushing Moss as a Heisman Trophy candidate after 
he led the nation in rushing last season, gaining more than 100 yards 
in each of the final 11 games and finishing with 1,637 yards and 16 
touchdowns. 

Moss will be running behind a veteran line, led by first-team All- 
Big Ten picks Cory Raymer at center and Joe Rudolph at guard. 

Bevell, after serving on a two-year Mormon mission, was a ques- 
tion mark entering the 93 season, but he finished as the nation’s No. 3- 
rated passer, completing 68 percent for 2,390 yards, 19 TDs, and 11 
interceptions. 

His favorite target is back, Last year, DeRamus set Wisconsin 
records with 54 receptions for 920 yards. 

A big question is whether or not the Wisconsin defense can absorb 
some key losses, including All-American Lamark Shackerford and Car- 
los Fowler up front, linebacker and leading tackler Yusef Burgess, and 
second-team all-league defensive back Reggie Holt. 

The Badgers will need a big year from tackle Mike Thompson, a 
starter every game in his career (34); Bryan Jurewicz, a freshman All- 
American who will move from outside linebacker to tackle; Jeff Messen- 
ger, a first-team All-Big Ten selection moving from cornerback to free 
safety; linebacker Eric Unverzagt, with 75 tackles last year; and Chad 
Yocum, trying to return to outside linebacker after missing most of last 
season with a back injury. 

Michigan State has one of the league’s top offensive lines, an out- 
standing running back in Duane Goulbourne, and transfer Tony Banks 
may be the best combination passer-runner the Spartans have had at 
quarterback in years. 
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Iowa, with only four defensive starters, will rely on eight offensive 
starters to key a comeback after two down seasons. 

Purdue is hoping that 16 returning starters, eight on each side of 
the ball, is a sign of improvement, but the young Boilermakers still 
may be a year away. Indiana must replace seven starters from last year’s 
outstanding defense. Minnesota will have to outscore opponents again, 
while Northwestern and Purdue each hopes that 16 returning starters 
split evenly, eight on offense and eight on defense, will be enough to 
avoid another winless Big Ten season. 2

arry Alvarez looks remarkably 
unremarkable. He seems like the 
kind of guy whose ambition as a 
kid was to escape the coal mines 
and steel mills of a small town 
like Burgettstown, Pa. 

In high school, he might be the kid 
who helped his family as a part-time 
butcher in his uncle’s grocery store. As a 
grown up, maybe he would stay home and 
invest some of his hard-earned savings in a 
convenience store, a car wash, or even a 
small mall. 

In fact, that profile fits Barry Alvarez per- 
fectly. All except the part about staying put in 
his rural hometown outside Pittsburgh. 

He is no small-time businessman. He’s 
college football's hottest new executive, the 
savior of a program that couldn’t be saved, 
the University of Wisconsin Badgers. 

In 1993, Alvarez led the Badgers to 
their first Big Ten championship in 31 
years, a school-best 10-1-1 record, their 
first Rose Bowl victory and final rankings of 
No. 5 (CNN/USA Today) and No. 6 (Associ- 
ated Press). 

Wisconsin was ranked for 14 consecu- 
tive weeks, four more than in the previous 
30 seasons combined. 

The Badgers, who averaged under 
42,000 fans per game when Alvarez arrived 
in 1990, set a school record of 75,507. 
Eight Badgers made the All-Big Ten first 
unit, five more than ever before. 

Alvarez, 47, led this revival the same 
way people still succeed in salt-of-the-earth 
corners of America like Burgettstown. 
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“T think a team takes a coach’s person- 
ality over a period of time,” Alvarez said. “I 
don’t think there’s any question. I worked 
in my uncle’s little grocery store, and I saw 
some of the guys going to the mines and 
the steel mills. I still use some of those 
terms that they used. 

“T called last year’s players our Lunch- 
pail Gang. I talked to them about, hey, let’s 
pack your lunch and go to work. I referred 
to them as a blue-collar team with a good 
work ethic.” 

It took four years for Alvarez and his 
staff to hammer championship caliber 
work habits into one of America’s 
losingest programs at one of America’s 
great party colleges. 

In the 90s, the ordinary looking coach 
and his ordinary looking message seem 
quaint to the point of corny. 

The basics work in sleepy Bur- 
gettstown. Alvarez figured the basics could 
work in a hip place like Madison, Wis. 

“Teaching these kids how to win is a 
365-day a year job,” Alvarez said. “We teach 
that every day in the demands we make on 
our kids. We teach them how to go to class, 
how to sit in class, how to act in class. 

“T just have some basic little rules. Be 
prompt. That’s every day. If they have an 
appointment and they're not there, and 
they haven’t contacted those people, they 
have to answer for it. You do it that way, 
and then it carries over. 

“You come into my office, your hat 
comes off. You go indoors, your hat comes 
off. For football, your earrings come off.

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Just to have some discipline and something 
to follow. 

“T go to our training table, with all the 
athletes eating there, and I see girls eating 
with caps on. I see guys in other sports eat- 
ing with caps on. All our guys have caps off. 
No big deal. Just something our guys have 
to sacrifice and this team has to do. 

“Tn the out-of-season workouts, we have 
certain procedures we expect them to follow. 
We ask our kids to say ‘Yes sir’ and ‘No sir,’ 
just little things, just be good people.” 

In places like Burgettstown, folks like 
to believe that good things happen to good 
people. Alvarez, a living cliche, believes in 
this particular one so much that he built 
his staff around it. 

In Alvarez’s last two coaching depots, 
he assisted Lou Holtz on a national cham- 
pion at Notre Dame and Hayden Fry on two 
Rose Bowl teams at Iowa. 

“I was able to bring in guys I had 
worked with,” Alvarez said. “I knew what 
kind of people they were.” 
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That was crucial. 

“We take a little different approach 
than most people,” he said. “One of my 
basic philosophies is really showing that 
you care about your players. You truly care 
about your players as people, not just how 
they play on Saturday or how well they 
practice, but that you really get close to 
your players. 

“And I expect my coaches to do that. I 
knew they could recruit. I knew they'd get 
closer to the players. I knew they could 
motivate players. Plus, they'd been in pro- 
grams that were successful.” 

Hiring a staff is maybe the most impor- 
tant, and least publicized, job facing a new 
head coach. Staff chemistry sets the tone 
for team chemistry. Defensive coordinator 
Dan McCarney and tight ends coach Bernie 
Wyatt worked with Alvarez under Fry at 
Iowa, and receivers coach Jay Norvell was 
an Iowa player then. After 17 straight los- 
ing seasons, Fry & Co. were in the Rose 
Bowl in their third year. 


Offensive coordinator Brad Childress, 
line coach Bill Callahan, and linebackers 
coach Kevin Cosgrove helped Illinois turn 
around under Mike White. 

“T hired a staff that had an excellent 
background in the Big Ten,” Alvarez said. “I 
know that they recruit well, because I 
recruited against some of them at Iowa and 
Notre Dame when my area was Chicago. 

“Guys who worked for Hayden Fry and 
Mike White and Lou Holtz, those guys 
understand hard work. You don’t have to 
give them hours. And the bottom line is, 
they all cared about kids.” 

That touchy-feely philosophy contra- 
dicts the way his mentors, Fry and Holtz, 
conduct business. Both follow the football 
stereotype of detached military commanders 
with a strict chain of command. Alvarez bor- 
rowed organizational tidbits from both men- 
tors and readily acknowledges those debts. 

“But everybody has to coach their own 
way and incorporate their own feelings,” 
Alvarez said. “I just believed in getting 


close to kids and the coaches. My best 
friends are my coaching staff. We hang out 
together. I encourage our staff to go out 
together socially. There are no egos 
involved with our staff, and that starts from 
the head coach.” 

A great team needs a great on-field 
leader, and the people-first concept 
brought one to Wisconsin. 

“To be successful, you have to have a 
solid quarterback,” Alvarez said. “How we 
landed Darrell Bevell was just a backdoor 
thing. Brad Childress had coached him at 
Northern Arizona when he was a redshirt 
freshman. The following year, Darrell went 
on a two-year Mormon mission, and Brad 
just kept track of him.” 

Alvarez concedes that the Badger turn- 
around was helped by improved facilities 
already in place. So were tough academic 
standards, which Alvarez and his staff put 
in a postive light. 

“This is one of the greatest campuses 
in the country. It’s a metropolitan city,” 


eee 
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Alvarez said. “A huge percentage of our stu- 
dents are East Coast and West Coast stu- 
dents. So a person can come in here 
regardless of his background and feel very 
comfortable.” 

And for local recruiting purposes, 
“Chicago is only two hours away. I just felt 
like we could sell the place. Of the 20-some 
guys that we signed that first year, it ended 


up being a real, solid class. Half of our 
starters last season were out of that class. 
There weren't a lot of ‘List’ guys, Top 100 
suys. Just a group of solid kids who bought 
into the program, bought into what we are 


selling, took our work ethic and ran with it.” 


He was selling something that has 
worked for him since he was a Bur- 
settstown teenager. 


“At the time, I knew I didn’t want 
to work in a mine or work ina mill,” he 
reminisced. “And, you read so many 
stories that your ticket out is through 
athletics.” 

For the Wisconsin Badgers, their 
ticket to the big-time was in the hands of 
a hard-working, down to earth man 
named Barry Alvarez.(4 


By all accounts, Darrell Bevel is the heart 
and soul of the Wisconsin Badgers. 

“To be successful,” said Badgers coach 
Barry Alvarez, “you have to have a solid quar- 
terback. So Darrell’s development had a lot to 
do with our success.” 

If Bevell hadn't followed his heart and 
tried to save souls during a two-year Mormon 
mission, the Badgers would never have found 
this leader of men. Last season, Bevell ranked 
third nationally in passing efficiency. He set 
school records for completion percentage 
and touchdowns. And he became the first 
Wisconsin quarterback to make the All-Big 
Ten first team since Ron Vanderkelen in 1962. 

Bevell was not a bom leader when he 
answered the call of his church in 1990. 

“Iwas very shy in high school and before 
my mission,” said Bevell, who is from Scotts- 
dale, Ariz. 

He was also modest, by nature and by 
circumstance. As a ballyhooed high school 
senior off to a fast start, his season ended in 
the third game with a broken finger. 

Although the break mended, major col- 
leges broke off contact. Only Northern Ari- 
zona, a Division |-AA school, came up with a 
half-scholarship offer. After redshirting as a 
freshman, Bevell won the starting job in spring 
practice. Then he stunned his coaches by vol- 
unteering to serve his church. Destination: 
Cleveland, of all places. It was 4 rigorous 
duty, and not just because his day began 
at 6:30 a.m. with two hours of prayer 
study. Dating was out. He had to get spe- 
cial permission to listen to the radio or 
watch TV. Every morning, pairs of Mor- 
mon missionaries hit the streets, charged 
with talking about their religion to anyone 
they met. 

Bevell said, “When you're with a com- 
panion, and he's trying to train you, and 
you knock on doors, and he says, ‘This 
one’s yours,’ if you don’t start talking, 
there's going to be silence. So you over-

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come that shyness pretty quick. And you get 
put in real-life situations.” 

Such as? 

“You have guns pulled on you,” Bevell 
said, “and dogs sicked on you. So football 
doesn't really seem so bad. You're playing in 
front of all those people, but for some rea- 
son, it didn’t make me nervous. 

“Just being in the huddle, | felt more 
comfortable. Mayoe because | was older, | 
didn't feel | had to be shy in front of the guys.” 

Bevell was older — he turned 24 five 
days after playing in the Rose Bowl as a 
sophomore — but he was not an experi- 
enced or physical soecimen. 

Brad Childress, Alvarez’s offensive coor- 
dinator, had worked with Bevell at Northem 
Arizona. 

“He told me he had someone wno could 
fit into the program,” Alvarez said. “But he 
started real slow. He was very weak. He 
didn’t run very well. | can’t say his arm was 
real strong. We had to nurse him through our 
out-of-season workouts with the first string. 
Then he was pressing so much in two-a-days 
we had to drop him back to third string.” 

That's where Bevell watched most of the 
1992 opener, a 27-10 loss to Washington. 

“He got in the game late,” Alvarez said, 
“and he did some things we hadn't szen on 
the practice field. He started the next 10 


games for us. One time, he separated his 
shoulder and came right back the next week. 
He was 5-and-5 as a starter. 

“| just saw improvement. He got much 
stronger that next off-season and he put on 
about 25 good pounds and knocked his 40- 
yard dash time down three-tenths or four- 
tenths of a second.” 

He was carrying 200 pounds on that 
new, improved 6-2 frame “And he’s a coach’s 
son,” Alvarez said. 

Jim Bevell was more than his son’s high 
school coach. 

“He's still coaching me, to this day,” Dar- 
rell said. “It’s fun, and he has a great time with 
it. | talk to my dad all the time. He watches all 
the games. If he can’t get them on TY, I'll try 
to send him a tape. He'll call me up and still 
be coaching me. He asks me questions about 
what I'm doing.” 

Bevell laughed and said, “There's times 
when he sits and screams and yells at you, 
but you let it go in one ear and out the other. | 
really think having my dad as a coach has 
heloed me.” 

He is also close to his mother, Donna, 
and his four sisters and three brothers. 

The family scaled back its Christmas 
shopping last year, choosing to spend it ona 
trip to the Rose Bowl. They got their tickets 
through Arizona State and had to sit in the 
PAC-10 section near one end zone, 
which was rooting for UCLA. 

Bevell, the only married Badger last 
year, also had his inlaws at the game. 
They managed to get seats in the Wiscon- 
sin section at the other end. 

“That was a great experience for me, 
to have my whole family at the game,” 
Bevell said. 

Still just a junior, the heart and soul of 
the Badgers thinks his team has the mus- 
cle for another mission to Pasadena. 

“We're only losing two guys on 
offense,” he said. “Hopefully we can fil 
those spots. And if it all works out well, 
we'll pick up where we left off in the 
Rose Bowl.”

No, Penn State has not decided to put 
decals on its helmets and stripes on its 
pants. The fashion police will still rank 
the Nittany Lions No. 1 on their Most 
Wanted list. The generic uniforms and the 
dull black shoes will stay as long as Joe 
Paterno wears glasses. 

It will be what the people inside those 
uniforms are doing that will be different. 

Basically, they'll be scoring more and 
stopping their opponents less as they head 
into their second season in the Big Ten. 

That’s not the way Paterno likes it, 
but graduation has left him little choice. 
It took eight starters from the unit that 
shut down a high-powered Tennessee 
offense in the Citrus Bowl. 

But that’s not the only thing that has 
changed. 

This year there will be no quarterback 
controversy to disrupt this team. Last 
spring, John Sacca and Wally Richardson 
battled for the starting job while Kerry 
Collins recovered from surgery on a bro- 
ken index finger. That duel carried over 
into the fall as Sacca opened as the 
starter, Collins was behind him, and 
Richardson watched from the third spot 
on the depth chart. 

By the third game of the season, 
Collins had replaced Sacca, who eventu- 
ally left the team, and Richardson sat out 
the entire season, thus preserving his red- 
shirt status. 

Now Collins heads into his final sea- 
son with a firm grip on the starting job 
while Richardson is the clear-cut backup.

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It’s a much healthier situation this time 
around. 

“Kerry is obviously going to be the No. 
1 guy going in,” Paterno said. “But he will 
get pressure from Richardson. It’s a good 
situation. Wally has three more years (of 
eligibility), but we want to get him as 
much experience as we can. He’s capable. 
But right now I would say Kerry is our No. 
1 quarterback.” 

Collins had his problems once he took 
over the starting job from Sacca, but in 
the season finale against Michigan State, 
he turned potential into performance as 
he rallied the Lions from a 20-point deficit 
in the second half to a 38-37 victory.

Collins completed 23 of 42 passes that 
day for 352 yards and three touchdowns. 
Two of those TD strikes came in an explo- 
sion of points that saw the Lions score 
three times in five minutes. He followed 
that with a 15 for 24 effort, good for 162 
yards and two touchdowns in the 31-13 
romp over Tennessee. 

Collins seems ready to become the 
quarterback fans thought they saw when 
he threw for over 400 yards in the Blue- 
White scrimmage in the spring of 1992. 
Which is not to say he can put it on auto- 
matic pilot and coast into the opener at 
Minnesota. 

“Kerry’s got to do a better job with his 
feet,” Paterno said. “He has to get better 
at anticipating reads, when people are 
going to break open. And he’s got to be 
more accurate when he moves around. 

“Those are things that make the dif- 
ference between being a good quarterback 
and being better than good.” 

Still, having a good, experienced 
quarterback is better than having tal- 
ented but green quarterbacks fighting for 
the job. 

It doesn’t hurt that Collins also has a 
certified game-breaking wide receiver to 
throw to this fall. That’s another differ- 
ence from a year ago. 

As they went into the 1993 season, the 
Lions were wondering who would replace 
0.J. McDuffie as the go-to wide receiver. 
Bobby Engram answered that question in 
the first period of the first game when he 
hauled in three touchdown passes. By the 
end of the season he had set a school 
record for touchdown receptions with 13 
and was a first-team All-Big Ten choice. 
He also earned third-team All-American 
honors as a sophomore. 

A group of experienced returnees will 
complement Engram, including Phil 
Collins, Justin Williams, and Freddie

“Going into this year, we'll be better 
off as far as the passing game goes,” 
Paterno observed. “We have the people to 
give us more balance.” 

Adding balance to the passing game 
will be tight end Kyle Brady, a devastating 
blocker who wound up second to Engram 
with 26 receptions for 282 yards. He was 
also an All-Big Ten pick. 

Another change from a 
year ago is that tailback Ki- 
Jana Carter has emerged 
from a three-way dogfight to 
become one of the premier 
running backs in the coun- 
try. Carter and classmates 
Mike Archie and Stephen 
Pitts were neck-and-neck 
coming out of the spring, 
but as the season wore on it 
became obvious that Carter 
was No. 1. He finished the 
year with 1,026 yards and 
seven touchdowns. 

But if Carter was No. 1, 
Archie was No. 1-A, gaining 
766 yards and adding six 
touchdowns. Pitts, who had 
to fight for playing time, 
rolled up 351 yards and 
scored twice to give Penn 
State 2,143 yards and 15 
touchdowns from the tail- 
back spot. 

However, a nagging knee 
injury kept Carter out of the 
heavy work in the spring and 
looms as a potential problem 
this fall. 

“Tt has to be a concern,” 
Paterno said of Carter’s knee. 
“The doctors don’t feel it 


power-I set in short yardage situations, 
are back. 

Back might be the operative word 
there because Milne has a disk problem 
that kept him out of spring drills. If he’s 
recovered by the start of preseason prac- 
tice, the Lions will be solid there. If not, it 
will be worrisome for Paterno because the 
fullback plays a huge role in the Penn 
State running game as a blocker.

needs surgery. They're not 
that concerned. But it has to be a concern 
from a coaching standpoint because he’s 
such an important part of this football 
team.” 

If he’s healthy and is able to duplicate 
his performance from a year ago, Carter 
has a legitimate shot at All-American hon- 
ors this year and would be a serious Heis- 
man Trophy candidate in his senior year. 

But if the knee proves balky, Archie 
and Pitts will be more than adequate 
replacements. 

The fullback situation isn’t quite as 
solid. Brian O'Neal, last year’s starter 
and one of the team leaders, is gone. Jon 
Witman and Brian Milne, whom the 
Lions often used in a three-fullback, 
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“Our running game will be all right if 
the tailbacks stay healthy and Milne is 
OK,” Paterno said. “We didn’t expect to 
have Milne in the spring, but we hope to 
have him back in the fall. If he doesn’t 
come back then, our fullback situation 
won't be as good as we'd like it to be.” 

If Milne is unable to return, incoming 
freshman Curt Enis, who was Mr. Football 
in Ohio last year, might be pressed into 
service sooner than Paterno would like 
him to be. 

The Lions also return an experienced 
unit up front as center Bucky Greely, 
guard Jeff Hartings, and tackles Marco 
Rivera and Andre Johnson are back, 
along with guard Keith Conlin and cen- 


ter Barry Tielsch. Hartings was an All- 
Big Ten choice. 

Overall, it’s an offense that could 
equal, if not surpass last year’s unit that 
averaged 32.4 points per game, best in the 
Big Ten. And it has the potential to take 
its place alongside the most prolific teams 
in the school’s history. 

“Potential is a big word,” Paterno cau- 
tioned. “They have a chance to be a good 
offensive team. But they have 
to stay healthy. We have a lot 
of people back who have had 
some success. We have a 
quarterback who has had suc- 
cess. They have a chance to be 
good. But whether they'll be 
as good as the 1982 (national 
championship team), '78, or 
‘71 teams, I don’t know.” 

If the Lions hope to come 
close to matching last year’s 
10-2 record and No. 7 rank- 
ing, the offense will have to 
come up big because the 
defense is going to be 
greener than new AstroTurf 
in a lot of areas, 

Only nose tackle Eric 
Clair returns up front. There 
will be three new starters in 
the secondary. And the line- 
backing corps will have new- 
comers in two of the four 
spots. 

Compounding the prob- 
lem is that there is virtually 
no proven depth behind the 
projected starters at the 
tackle spots. 

And inside linebacker 
Brian Gelzheiser missed all of 
the spring due to ankle 
surgery, and backup nose 
tackle Vin Stewart underwent 
knee surgery. 

“We have to replace some really good 
people on defense,” Paterno said. “That 
has to be our top priority. I’m concerned 
about our down people. Not only am I 
worried about replacing Lou Benfatti, 
Tyoka (Jackson), and Eric Ravotti (last 
year’s starters across the front), but I just 
wonder if we have enough depth that 
even if we can replace them with people 
who will do an adequate job, we might 
not have any backup people.” 

Jeff Perry and Dave Thomas are the 
projected successors to Jackson and Ben- 
fatti, while Todd Atkins is the probable 
replacement for Ravotti at the outside 
linebacker spot.

oe Paterno’s blueprint for a successful football team has always been to 

build a solid defense first, then make sure your kicking game is in good 

shape, and finally, get the offense stabilized. 

But coming out of spring practice, it was the offense that was solid while 
the kicking game was in limbo and the defense was in pieces. 

Blame it on injuries and graduation. 

Defensive tackle Vin Stewart, inside linebacker Brian Gelzheiser, and 
starting cornerbacks Tony Pittman and Marlon Forbes were all absent from 
spring drills, and graduation had claimed another seven starters off the 
defense. 

But Paterno was not about to scrap his proven format for success. “If we 
want to be competitive in the (Big Ten) conference, it will still depend on how 
good we are on defense,” he said. “When a defense is good it allows the 
offense to take chances. If your defense can’t stop anyone then your offense 
gets out of whack.” 

Among the bright spots of the spring on defense were the play of the 
defensive tackles, where Eric Clair, Chris Mazyck, and Dave Thomas all per- 
formed well. In fact, Mazyck, who was granted a sixth year of eligibility by 
the NCAA after missing two seasons because of gunshot wounds, was 
named the most improved defensive player of the spring. 

“It means a lot to us to have him back,” Paterno said. “We need all the 
help on the inside that we can get.” 

A promising crop of redshirt freshmen linebackers also got a long look

this spring as Paterno searched for depth.” The young linebackers will have to 
get good quick,” he said. 

“In the first couple of scrimmages they got in good position, but they 
weren't ready to tackle backs the caliber of ours. But in the last couple of 
scrimmages they tackled much better. | think they were more comfortable." 

Look for Aaron Collins, Ahmad Collins, and Jim Nelson to show up on 
the depth chart in backup roles this fall. 

The defensive ends will be Jeff Perry and Todd Atkins, both of whom 
missed some practice time in the spring. But behind them looms a pair of 
untested freshmen in Chris Snyder and Matt Fornadel. 

The secondary won't take shape until August, when Pittman and Forbes 
are expected to be ready. “We won't know what kind of shape we're in until 
Pittman and Forbes get a lot of work,” Paterno said. “The secondary is one 
area where we had a problem with injuries. Brian Miller is the only guy (at 
cornerback} who got a lot of work and he did well.” 

The kickoffs and place-kicking are in the hands of sophomore Brett Con- 
way. “He showed he was a big-time kicker last fall,” Paterno said. “We 
didn’t spend a lot of time on that in the spring.” 

The opposite was true of the punting situation where walk-on Darrel Kania 
and wide receiver Joe Jurevicius took turns trying to nail down the job. It might 
eventually go to incoming freshman Scott Stephens, out of Little Rock, Ark. 

"We're still not settled on whether or not our punting is good enough,” 
Paterno said prior to the Blue-White game at the end of the spring. 
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Gelzheiser, who led the team with 113 
tackles at inside linebacker, will be 
expected to anchor the defense with Terry 
Killens moving in alongside him at the 
other inside spot. Phil Yeboah-Kodie, a 
sometime starter a year ago, looms as the 
other outside linebacker. 

Any one of several members of last 
year’s freshman class could show up on the 
depth chart at linebacker, including Ahmad 
Collins, Aaron Collins, and Jim Nelson. 

“There are eight, nine, maybe 10 kids 
in that class who at least could give us 
some backup help,” Paterno said. 

Tony Pittman and Marlon Forbes 
shared the right cornerback job last fall. 
They have the most experience among the 
defensive backs. 

But a corps of young talent is on hand 
to fill the spots vacated by free safety Lee 
Rubin, cornerback Shelly Hammonds, and 
strong safety Derek Bochna. Included in 
the group of prospects are Brian King and 
Cliff Dingle, who will fight for Bochna’s 
spot, Brian Miller and Mark Tate, who will 
be looking to succeed Hammonds, and Josh 
Kroell, who was Rubin’s backup last fall. 

“Pittman and Forbes have both started 
games, and we have others back there who 
have played,” Paterno said. “We played a 
lot of people in the secondary last year, so 
I think we'll be okay. We have eight or 
nine guys who have been in games and 
who will do all right.” 

The kicking game is also going to 
have a different cast of characters this fall. 
Craig Fayak, who set the school scoring 
record, is gone after four years as the 
place-kicker. And V.J. Muscillo, who was 
pressed into service last fall as a punter, is 
also out of eligibility. 

Sophomore Brent Conway, one of two 
freshmen who saw any playing time a 
year ago, is the obvious successor to 
Fayak. He handled the kickoff work last 
fall and will take over on extra points and 
field goals. 

“He’s a good prospect,” Paterno 
decided. “He’ll be fine. He has a stronger 
leg than Craig (Fayak). I feel pretty good 
about him.” 

He’s less certain about the punting 
situation. In the spring, walk-on Darrel 
Kania and Jurevicius took a shot at claim- 
ing the job. But it could fall to incoming 
freshman Scott Stephens, who is from Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark. 

“We have to get a punter,” Paterno 
declared. “It’s hard to tell if he (Stephens) 
will fit in or not.” 

There is no question about the Lions 
being able to fit into the Big Ten, how-

ever, They wound up third last year and 
came within a touchdown from the 6-inch 
line of beating Michigan and going to the 
Rose Bowl. 

Last year, they went into the confer- 
ence not knowing what to expect on their 
maiden voyage. 

Now they're experienced travelers. 

“The intensity of the games may 
have been more than we expected,” 
Paterno acknowledged. “Everyone had 
the attitude that they wanted to see how 
good we were. We learned that we had 


to play at a higher level of intensity 
every week, 

“But we also will spend less time 
doing the hard background work on those 
teams because we have a better feel for 
their personnel.” 

Yet, with all of the changes that have 
taken place around this Penn State team 
in the last year, there is one constant. 

“I’m excited,” Paterno said as he gets 
ready for his 29th season at the helm. 
“T’m always excited when we're starting 
all over again.”

“T was always scared of Hayden Fry,” 
Smith said. “I remember watching him on 
television when Iowa’s 1985 team played 
UCLA in the Rose Bowl. 

“He had his dark glasses on, and was 
wearing a mustache. I remember looking 
at him and thinking, ‘God, he looks mean. 
I don’t like him.” 

Now, here’s Smith — eager to lead the 
team in his first season as a Hawkeye. 

Fry is still Iowa’s coach. The mustache 
is gone, but he still wears the sunglasses. 

“Looking back, it’s really funny,” 
Smith said. “Coach Fry is one of the great- 
est people I’ve ever met. He’s completely 
opposite from what I thought. 

“He’s a competitor and he stays on 
your butt. But he’s not the mean drill 
sergeant guy I thought he was.” 

When Smith was ready to leave South- 
ern California — where his father, Larry, 
had been fired as coach — he said a pleas- 
ant telephone conversation he had with 
Fry put him at ease. 

“He loosened me up,” Smith said. “I 
was living with my ex-fiancee at the time, 
and she answered Coach Fry’s call. 

“When I got on the phone, he said, ‘If 
she’s half as pretty as she sounds, you've 
got quite a girl.’ 

“All I wanted was an opportunity to 
compete for a starting job, and now I have 
it at Iowa.” 

Smith sat out the 1993 season after

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transferring from Southern Cal, where he 
completed two of three passes in 1992. He 
has two years of eligibility remaining with 
the Hawkeyes. 

“I can’t tell you how bad it was sitting 
out last season,” Smith said. “I'd lie in bed 
every night, thinking about how I wished I 
was playing and contributing to the team. 

“T hate sitting out. I hate losing. I hate 
watching.”

I’m not engaged any more. It’s just because 
she wanted to do different things. She’s an 
actress, and I want to be a coach someday, 
It would be hard. It didn’t work out. But we 
still talk, we're still friends. Everything 
happens for a reason.” 

Smith is one of five players who hoped 
to win a wide-open Iowa quarterback job in 
the spring. But Smith doesn’t see himself 
as the Hawkeyes’ savior. 

“Not one bit,” he said. “I think the 
quarterback is a guy that people look to in 
adverse situations. That’s the first guy 
they're going to look to. 

“If he was the savior, he'd be doing 
everything on his own. He’d be blocking, 
he’d be tackling, he’d be catching the ball 
— and he’s not. There can’t be any savior 
on the team. It doesn’t work like that. 
Many guys think they are. A lot of quarter- 
backs think they are. But how far do those 
quarterbacks go? It doesn’t happen.” 

Others in contention to succeed Paul 
Burmeister, who started all 12 games last 
season, were Jefferson Bates, Ryan Driscoll, 
Mike Duprey, and Matt Sherman. 

Although Bates and Driscoll were listed 
1-2 on the depth chart when practice 
began, Fry said Sherman, a freshman from 
St. Ansgar, Iowa., and Smith appeared to 
be in the lead. 

“That’s unless Driscoll can stay 
healthy,” Fry said. 

Driscoll has dislocated his left (non- 
throwing) shoulder five times, and had 
surgery in the spring of 1993. 

There were other injury problems, too. 

“Duprey, who we earlier had listed No. 
1, tore up a shoulder while playing basket- 
ball during spring break,” Fry said. “Bates 
has been hurt ever since he’s been here.

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been injured since he’s been here. But he’s 
healthy now.” 

Fry said Bates will likely need surgery 
on his elbow, but the senior from Irmo, 
S.C., claims that’s not the case. 

“The elbow is doing fine,” he said. 

Bates also said he has recovered from 
the accident in Frankfort, Ky., nearly two 
years ago that left him with a stain- 
less steel plate and eight screws in 
his left arm. 

Bates and Duprey are the only 
quarterbacks with game experi- 
ence, but they played only spar- 
ingly in a 6-6 season in 1993. 

Fry said it will “tickle me to 
death” if one of the younger play- 
ers winds up No. 1. 

“Sherman is a fine prospect,” 
Fry said. “He’s a great young man, 
is strong, and has a good arm. On 
the other hand, Smith is strong 
and very knowledgeable. 

“We're looking for the guy who 
can get the ball into the end zone. 
He’s got to be a winner who gets 
points on the scoreboard.” 

Fry said the 1994 quarterback 
will have some advantages 
Burmeister didn’t in 1993. 

“The new quarterback will 
have a better supporting cast,” he 
explained. “Running backs Ryan 
Terry and Sedrick Shaw and our 
offensive linemen have more expe- 
rience. On the other hand, anytime 
you have an inexperienced quarter- 
back in the Big Ten, you have 
problems. 

“The years we haven't had an 


a winning attitude to the team.” 

Iowa is coming off the strangest season 
in Fry’s previous 15 years as coach. 

After winning their first two games, 
the 1993 Hawkeyes lost their next five, 
then ended the regular season with four 
straight victories. 

The late-season success earned them

So what lies ahead for Fry, a man with 
a 200-153-9 career record, as he enters his 
16th season at Iowa? 

The offense, which obviously needs 
help, lost only three starters. The defense, 
which ranked in the middle of the Big Ten 
statistically, has only four starters back. 

Terry and Shaw are back at running 
back, and Kent Kahl returns at full- 
back. All of the wide receivers and 
most of the offensive line are back. 

Iowa led the Big Ten in pass 
defense last season. Two starters 
and all the reserves from the sec- 
ondary are on hand. 

The biggest loss on defense 
was All-Big Ten tackle Mike Wells. 

As a freshman, Nick Gallery 
gave Iowa its best punting in 11 
years. With a 41.7 average, he was 
just two-tenths of a yard from 
being the Big Ten’s best. 

And, for the first time since 
1988, Iowa didn’t have a punt 
blocked. 

Terry, a senior, and Shaw, a 
sophomore, combined for 1,225 
yards at tailback in 1993. Terry, 
who started 10 games, ran for 664 
yards, Shaw for 561. 

Another candidate at running 
back could be redshirt freshman 
Tavian Banks. But Banks, who 
rushed for 4,292 yards and 74 
touchdowns in his last two seasons 
at Bettendorf (Ia.) High School, 
didn’t play in the spring so he could 
concentrate on classroom work. 

Others held out so they could 
pay attention to academic work in 


experienced quarterback, we might 
have gone to bowl games but we 
didn’t have real strong teams.” 

Smith has seen enough of Iowa to 
know the Hawkeyes can be a pretty good 
team. 

“T’ve been around a lot of college 
teams,” he said. “I watched three of my 
dad’s teams play in the Rose Bowl. They 
were very close-knit groups, and that’s what 
I see here at Iowa. This is a close-knit team.” 

Bates bases his chances of contributing 
to Iowa’s 1994 success on being familiar 
with the offense. 

“T’ma team player, and I feel I could 
bring unity to this team,” he said.

f the 25,568 fans who watched lowa's spring game were looking for a clue to who 

will be the No. 1 quarterback in the fall, they didn’t get it. Most left Kinnick Stadium 

with more questions than answers about the successor to Paul Burmeister, who started 
all 12 games last season. 

Quarterback by committee worked in the 48-minute game, which saw the firstteam 
Black squad roll past the reserve White unit, 34-3. 

But coach Hayden Fry will throw out the committee stuff before the Sept. 3 season 
opener against Central Michigan. 

“No question about it, I'm going to pick our No. 1 quarterback before that game,” 
Fry said after Ryan Driscoll, Matt Sherman, Corby Smith, Mike Duprey, and Jefferson 
Bates took turns guiding the regulars. 

Driscoll, a 6-4, 200-pound sophomore from Cedar Rapids, la., was elevated to the 
No. | job in the final week of practice. He completed nine of 16 passes for 120 yards 
and one touchdown — a 23-yarder to tight end Scott Slutzker with 10 minutes, 29 sec- 
onds left in the third quarter. 

Sherman, a freshman from St. Ansgar, La., connected on touchdown passes on two 
of his first three attempts in the first half — 41 yards to Anthony Dean and 51 yards to 
Sedrick Shaw. Sherman wound up completing nine of 12 passes — seven of nine for the 
reserves — for 139 yards. 

The fourth touchdown pass of the day was a 28-yarder from Bates to Demo Odems 
in the fourth quarter. “| was pleasantly surprised by Sherman," Fry said, “and all of the 
quarterbacks from time to time did a good job. 

“Driscoll started out real good, and Bates threw a nice touchdown pass. Duprey, at 
times, ran the ball well.

“Football is the line.” 

This is easily forgotten by the fans and 
media members who watch from a safe dis- 
tance and marvel at the exploits of so-called 
“skill players.” The long touchdown runs, the 
big pass plays, the timely interceptions, even 
the big football-jarring hits are usually set up 
along the lines. 

Lindy’s identified a half-dozen of Amer- 
ica’s top college linemen, sought their views on 
trench work, and looked at their development. 

“You're not looking for the big play, like 
the running back or receiver,” Brown said. 
“For the lineman, every play is the big play. 
You don’t get the satisfaction like the receiver 
or running back of scoring the touchdown. 
But when you pancake somebody, it’s like a 
slam dunk in basketball. If you pancake some- 
body, you'll have the confidence you can do it 
again. It’s like catching a touchdown pass for 
90 yards. That’s your high. That's what you’re 
looking for.” 

Offensive and defensive lines engage in 
marathon struggles. These heavyweights 
grapple, holler, grunt, stare, claw, chop, slug, 
butt heads, throw forearms, grab jerseys, mow 
down, talk trash, and shed blood. 

“It’s all about who will be the best in the 
end,” Brown said. “You can see it in a guy’s 
eyes, when he is having a good game and he’s 
trying to take advantage of your weaknesses. 


It’s like a cold stare. He 
looks at you like he’s 
going to get your butt. 
That’s what football is 
all about.” 

Ohio State's All- 
American tackle Korey 
Stringer thrives on those 
one-on-one confronta- 
tions in the pit. 

“You look at the guy 
and think, ‘He’s not going 
to beat me. He’s not going 
to make this play,” he 
said. “That brings about 
the intensity we have 
down there.” 

In a battle of wills, 
one often breaks. 

“Tf you consistently 
beat your guy,” Maryland 
tackle Steve Ingram said, 
“he’s going to get it in his 
head that he can’t get 
there. You can get psycho- 
logical games going.” 

Arizona defensive end 
Tedy Bruschi recalled how 
the “Desert Swarm” 
defense had Miami scram- 
bling in the Fiesta Bowl.

“The first series we 
had against Miami, we sacked the quarter- 
back two times,” he said. “There was chaos 
out there.” 

North Carolina defensive tackle Marcus 
Jones plugs into that electricity. 

“You can’t beat the feeling of being on 
the field and playing,” he said. “There just 
isn’t anything like it. I like the physical part of 
it. I like being in on the big hit, just running 
around being physical.” 

Just what is the big hit? 

“You know how the helmet is screwed 
together and makes a seam?” Florida State 


defensive lineman Derrick Alexander said. 
“Well, I want to hit a quarterback and see it 
split. Just fall apart. That’s a perfect hit.” 

Emotions run high in the trenches, but 
offensive linemen cannot lose their grip. 

“On defense, you should be aggressive, 
taking out all your frustrations,” said 
Stringer, a 6-6, 310-pound junior. “An offen- 
sive lineman, he should control that anger. 
You can be beat that way. You have to be 
even-tempered to play the offensive line. You 
have to stand there and take it. It’s something 
you have to accept.” 
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Ingram, a 6-5, 300-pound senior, has 
come to terms with that. 

“You have to stay focused all the time,” 
he said. “You have to remember your 
assignment and know your rules. You have 
to play with emotion, but you have to con- 
trol it always.” 

That isn’t easy when your opponent is 
trying to mess with your head, What fun is it 
to beat a guy if you can’t rub it in? Players 
pound on rival psyches as well as rival bodies. 

“T’ve been known to be one of the more 
vocal linemen around,” Brown said. “That’s 
part of my game. It doesn’t seem like a game 
for me if I don’t make a few smart comments. 
Ihave to run my mouth. I get into the game 
more. You're always trying to get into the 
inner person and hit something deep down 
inside them.” 

Ingram said Maryland discourages trash 
talking, but he hears lots of chatter anyway. 

“Different guys, they talk a lot to get you 
riled up, get at your confidence,” he said. “I 
find myself talking quite a bit. I want to get 
my guys fired up.” 

These guys don't just line up and wail on 
each other. They study and discuss oppo- 
nents, talking more than just trash. While 
preparing for each game, they examine films 
of their opponents to pick up any weaknesses 
or body language that might telegraph an 
offensive play or a defensive scheme. These 
studies can become quite detailed and block- 
ing and tackling becomes more cerebral than 
you might imagine. 

“You're looking for any edge you can 
get,” Ingram said. “How do they set their feet 
when they are calling for a pass rush? Our 
coaches put together little films about their 
tendencies and we watch them.” 

Some of the best skirmishes come during 
spring ball and preseason contact drills as 
team members establish their pecking order. 
Stringer will never forget how the Ohio State 
upperclassmen tried to slam him to the wel- 
come mat. 

“The older players were out to prove to us 
that you can’t come up here and play soft,” he 
said. “I was never worried about how tough I 
was. I knew I could take punishment with the 
best of them. I knew I could dish it out. I 
never let anybody bully me or anything.” 

These monstrous linemen have awesome 
collisions that are fearsome. 

“Thad to go against this guy from Clem- 
son who was 370 pounds,” said Jones, a junior 
who packs 260 pounds on his 6-6 frame. 
“That's a lot of guy to move. It happens to 
everyone, where there is somebody constantly 
on you. But I remember this guy falling on 
me and I’m yelling, ‘Ref, get him off me.’ He 
was huge.” 

With contact on every play, linemen are 
prone to all sorts of injuries— broken thumbs 


and fingers, broken noses, torn knee liga- 
ments, and broken legs to name some of the 
more common ones. 

“That’s part of the game,” said Bruschi, a 
260-pound junior who has suffered a pinched 
nerve in his neck and a broken thumb. “You 
have to play with injuries. But you have to 
know the difference between pain and injury.” 

Ingram found out last year. “I had to play 
the whole season with a broken thumb,” he 
said. “I had to play with a cast on the whole 
year. By the third game of the season, it didn’t 
bother me. You have to play with a lot of pain. 
The difference between pain and injury is if 
it’s just pain, you have to play with it.” 

For all this exertion and sacrifice, there is 
not a whole lot of glamour — especially for 
the unloved offensive linemen. 

“Nobody wants to be an offensive line- 
man,” Stringer said. “When you play offensive 
line, nobody knows you but the coach, your 
mom, and your girlfriend. You don’t get too 
much notice from everybody in the stands. 
You have to feel good about yourself. 

“In high school, you saw 
that nobody wanted to be a 
tackle, guard, or center. Some- 
body has to do it. The offensive 
linemen become a group within 
a group. You can take care of 
one another.” 


Ree BROWN HAS A 
defensive end’s attitude, so 
switching to offensive tackle was 
difficult. He wanted to be on the 
attack every down and the 
prospect of having to back up 
and pass block was distasteful. 

“T came in and played defense first,” 
Brown said. “I was hoping to stay there. When 
they moved me over, I had to learn a lot of 
techniques. Footwork, leverage, balance...it’s 
a tough position. On defense, I was able to get 
away with freelancing a lot. 

“T really hated it. Defensively, you don’t 
have that many rules. I was pretty discour- 
aged at first. I didn’t think I was going to 
make it. To be honest with you, I thought 
about leaving the school, 

“Every offensive lineman hates to pass 
block. I don’t know about the guys in the pros 
or anything like that, but I know a lot of guys 
around here who don’t like to pass block. If 
we could run block on every play, we would, 

“But once I got pass blocking down and 
started doing well, it’s just like run blocking. 
It’s a lot of pride. I take a lot of pride in not 
letting people get to the quarterback, not let- 
ting people beat me.” 

During his time as a Panther, Brown has 
had to mature. He ran into some off-field 
problems that got him suspended from the 
team for a stretch and put on probation. 


“All that stuff is over with,” he said. 
“There were some bad choices made. I wasn’t 
smart about watching out for certain situa- 
tions, but I thought I was being smart.” 

Brown’s development has been spectacu- 
lar. But the team’s development has been 
slow, leaving him short of his biggest goal as a 
collegian—to win. 

“It takes away from what you’ve done,” he 
said. “If you have a great game, it takes away 
from it if you lose. I've got a lot of friends I’ve 
played against in college. They have bragging 
rights over us because we haven't been real 
good since I've been here. This is my last year. 
T hope we can make it good.” 


ARCUS JONES DOES NOT HAVE THE 

personality profile of your classic 
sack-masters. 

He was a soccer player who grew big and 

got shamed into playing football. He was a 
drowsy sort who slept 12 hours a day in high 
school. When he got to North Carolina, he 
had no idea how to talk trash in the trenches. 


He had to train himself not to help quarter- 
backs up after knocking them down. 

“The proper football etiquette is to be 
mean and rough,” Jones said. “I’m trying to 
change my attitude and be meaner, but I’m 
not sure it’s working. I felt bad about not 
helping a guy up.” 

Jones had to learn the nuances of line 
play almost from scratch, 

“Everything I did was from power,” he 
said. “I felt like a little kid at first. Everybody 
else is working on spins, stuff like that, and 
I’m just trying to learn a little part of that. I 
felt kind of stupid at first.” 

And then there is his hobby: Reading 
comic books. He sometimes psychs himself 
for games by reading a big volume of Calvin 
and Hobbes. 

“Off the field, I'm the nicest person you'd 
like to meet,” he said. 

His background may be atypical, but 
his tools make him a defensive prototype. 
He has grown to NFL size and he is quick, 
fast, and agile. Despite his laid-back per- 
sonality, he has always been extremely

formative years. After all, he has always been 
pretty big. 

But at Harding High School in Warren, 
Ohio, Stringer couldn't get away with leaning 
on people. His team went 22-2 his last two 
years, won a state title, and he learned the 
game from coach Phil Annarella. He emerged 
as the top offensive line prospect in the nation 
his senior year. 

“{ think I was at an advantage,” Stringer 
said. “I came out of a good high school pro- 
gram. They made sure your techniques were 
there. A lot of guys come from programs 
where they get you big and strong, but they 
don’t teach you how to block people. I did the 
things our coaches taught us. Sometimes I 
played against guys who were a lot smaller 


lege football. As a true freshman in 1991, 
he was thrown into the fray during a diffi- 
cult 4-7 season. 

“That first year, with all the injuries 
we had, I’d never seen anything like that 
before,” said Bruschi, who came to Tuc- 
son from Roseville (Calif.) High School. 
“One day I’m on the scout team and the 
next day the second team and then the 
first team. I think that devastated the 
program then, 18- and 19-year-olds had 
to play.” 

Bruschi started two games, then saw 
his season end with a broken thumb. “I 
was an 18-year-old kid wrestling around 
with 300-pound guys,” he said. 

He was granted a medical redshirt 
for the year and continued to develop 
with the team. The once-green Wildcats 
are now a defensive menace, the so-called 
“Desert Swarm.” 

Bruschi takes great satisfaction from 
being part of a dominant, well-respected 
unit. “We have the sweatshirts and every- 
thing,” he said. “It’s a nice little gimmick. 
But you sure wouldn’t have a nickname if 
you weren't any good.” 

The team’s defensive personality fits his 
own perfectly. He likes to go for it. 

“T have to have fun,” Bruschi said. “If it

“You have to think primarily of the team 
when you set your goals,” Stringer said. 
“Nothing happens without the offensive line. 
A quarterback, his arm means nothing if he 
doesn’t have time to throw the ball. 

“The defensive lineman thinks he is going 
to make the play, he is going to stop this play. 
That leads to war in the trenches.”

NFL Can’t Wait for 
Bruins’ Do-Everything 
Wide Receiver

own little Psychic Friends Network 
’ @ Soing at UCLA, a two-man game that 
could have the Pac-10 Conference rethink- 
ing the way it plays defense next season. 

“It's weird, and kind of awkward at 
times,” says Stokes, the Bruins’ All-Ameri- 
can split end. “We'll line up for a play and 
I'll see something (open) and kind of look 
at Wayne out of the corner of my eye. 
Somehow he'll just know what I’m gonna 
do. I’ll run a route that’s different from the 
play we called, and when I look up the ball 
will be there, staring me in the face. 

“Sometimes I'll think, ‘What if I didn’t 
turn my head at that exact moment? The 
ball would have hit me in the back of the 
helmet.’ But it’s like I can sense it coming, 
and I turn around just in time to catch it.” 

“Tt’s like I know what he’s gonna do 
before he does it,” adds Cook, the Bruins’ 
senior quarterback. “And it’s like he knows 
when he changes a route, I'll pick up on it 
and wait for him. 

“We had three or four touchdown 
passes last year that were completely dif- 
ferent from the play that was called in the 
huddle or at the line. A lot of times you 
get interceptions that way, but we never 
had a turnover when that happened. It is 
kind of weird.” 


i J. Stokes and Wayne Cook have their

Kind of scary, too, although more so 
for UCLA opponents than for Cook and 
Stokes, who combined for 15 of the school- 
record 17 TD passes Stokes caught in 1993 
during the Bruins’ 8-4 Rose Bowl season. 

Stokes also set school season records 
for receptions (82) and receiving yards 
(1,181), and Rose Bowl records with 14 
catches and 176 yards in the 21-16 loss to 
Wisconsin on New Year's Day. 

All of which helped make Stokes a 
unanimous first-team All-American, the 
Pac-10 Offensive Player of the Year anda 
leading candidate for the 1994 Heisman 
Trophy. He was seventh in the 1993 ballot- 
ing, the highest finish among players 
returning this year, 

The fact Stokes did return for his 
senior season was surprising to some, 
considering how hard it will be to improve 
on last season’s numbers or his NFL mar- 
ket value. 

It seemed as though he was one of the 
few underclassmen who didn’t come out 
this year. Three of his UCLA teammates, 
linebacker Jamir Miller, defensive back 
Marvin Goodwin, and defensive lineman 
Bruce Walker, were among 29 players 
across the country who elected to turn pro. 

“T had set my mind that J.J. was gone,” 
Cook said. “Then right after the Rose Bow! 
(in which UCLA lost 21-16 to Wisconsin), 
he came up to me and said, ‘Don’t worry, 
we'll come back here and get ‘em next 
year.’ That kind of made me think he might 
be coming back.” 

In fact, Stokes insists that, regardless 
of what anyone else thought, he never 
considered entering the draft. He says he 
didn’t even take advantage of an NCAA 
rule that allows an underclassman to 
obtain a pre-draft assessment of his NFL 
market value without compromising his 
college eligibility. 

“I didn’t find out where I might have 
been picked,” he said. “I know I could 
have, and people told me I should have, 
but I just didn’t. Because I knew all along 
I was staying, 

“T decided midway through the season. 
There was a lot of talk right before the Rose 
Bow! that I was thinking about coming out, 
but I honestly never even thought about it. 

“My gut feeling was just to stay.” 

He was predisposed in that direction 
by his parents, John and Annie Stokes of 
San Diego. 

“He comes from a strong family back- 
ground,” said UCLA coach Terry Donahue. 
“His father has a great deal of influence on 
what J.J. thinks.” 

And John Stokes wanted J.J. — the 
youngest of his four children, all boys — to 
get an education above all else. 


Annie provided her own input. 

“My mom told me to enjoy my time in 
college, because it'll never come again,” 
said J.J., who has three older brothers, 
including one (Darryl) who played for the 
USFL’s Chicago Blitz and another (Jon) 
who’s a chef at a four-star hotel in Lucerne, 
Switzerland, 

“I’m enjoying myself at UCLA right 
now, that’s the important thing.” 

If Stokes had any second thoughts, he 
said they were erased in February at the 
Walter Camp Foundation All-American 
Weekend in New Haven, Conn., where he 
hobnobbed with several NFL notables. 

“I spoke with some guys who came 
out early, like Garrison Hearst and 
Michael Haynes,” 
Stokes said. 
“They told me it’s 
a job — get up 
early, watch 
films, practice, 
meetings, come 
home tired, eat, 
go to sleep, then 
wake up early the 
next day and do 
it again. 

“That didn’t 
sound like fun.” 

And he fig- 
ures that, as long 
as he stays 
healthy, the NFL 
will be just as 
interested next 
year in a player 
whose speed, 
pass-catching 
skills, and size 
(6-4 1/2, 214 
pounds) match the 
blueprint specifi- 


ning game going. And when they change to 
defend that, we can go back to J.J.” 

The defensive trend in the Pac-10 the 
last few years has been toward eight-man 
fronts to stop the run and pressure the 
passer. But the very presence of Stokes may 
be changing that. The eight-men-up, 
attack-style defense pretty much requires 
man-to-man secondary coverage, and try- 
ing to single-cover Stokes is a certifiably 
insane act. 

“The last couple years teams have 
been bringing a lot of guys up, blitzing a 
lot,” Stokes said. “But if you're throwing 
quick slant passes against that defense and 
they're going for touchdowns, I’d think 
maybe they would change the way they

cations of the big, 
fast, rangy wide receiver the league seems 
to favor these days. 

“For a while, the NFL was going for 
small, quick receivers, like the Smurfs and 
the Three Amigos,” Cook says. “But now 
they're going back the other way. Michael 
Irvin, Sterling Sharpe — those are big 
guys. It’s a new mold of wide receiver, and 
J.J. fits it perfectly.” 

No one is more grateful than Cook, of 
course, that Stokes will be fitting into the 
UCLA offense for one more season. 

“Guys like him don’t come along very 
often,” Cook says. “It’s almost like you can 
build your whole game plan around him. 
The defense almost has to double- or triple- 
cover him, and if they’re concentrating that 
much on J.J., they'll be vulnerable some- 
where else. That’s when we get our run- 


play defense. When I see a bunch of guys 
on the line and my guy’s man-to-man, I 
just know I’m gonna score, because I 
don’t think any defensive back can stop 
me one-on-one. 

“T expect to see a little more two-deep 
zone this year. That means I might not 
catch quite as many balls as last year. But I 
still expect to score as many touchdowns.” 

Stokes says that when he visualizes his 
typical touchdown catch, “It’s usually on a 
quick slant, where I get a step on my man, 
catch the ball, and the middle is open. 
There’s just a safety back there, and I put a 
move on him and then I’m just running 
and running to the end zone.” 

That describes almost exactly Stokes’ 
95-yard catch-and-sprint TD against Wash- 
ington last year — the longest scrimmage

play in school history and one of four TDs 
he had in a season-turning 39-25 victory. 

‘Down close to the goal line, J.J. has a 
sixth sense for improvising and getting 
open in the end zone,” Cook said. “But in 
the middle of the field he never alters his 
patterns. He runs real precise routes, then 
makes something happen after the catch. 
You just hit him and he adds 60 yards to 
your stats.” 

But while the rest of the world may 
remember Stokes most vividly for his spec- 
tacular long-gainers and huge statistical 
days — like that 10-catch, 190-yard after- 
noon against Washington, and his star- 
making performance in the 1992 USC 
game when he caught six passes for an 
astounding 263 yards (another school 
record) and three TDs — his and Cook's 
fondest memories are of their shorter- 
yardage, extemporaneous goal-line plays. 

That’s where that strange telepathy 
they share really kicks in. 

One play in the third quarter of the 
1993 USC game particularly stands out in 
their minds. 

“We were down pretty close, and the 


coaches called for a slant pass,” Stokes said. 


By deciding not to trade in his senior 
season on a chance to play in the NFL this 
year, J.J. Stokes and Derrick Brooks are 
the place to start when putting together a 
1994 All-American team. 

They won't need the big mail cam- 
paigns to inform members of the college 
football media and TV highlight shows to 
attract attention. They have the kind of 
name recognition that only a spectacular 
junior season — an All-American junior 
season — can produce. 

In the past five years, two-thirds of 
collegiate All-Americans with eligibility 
remaining have leaped to the NFL. Of 
those who have stayed, 90 percent 
became two-time All-Americans. 

Most of the the guys who would have 
been penciled in for college football’s pre- 
season honors — which generally lead to 
post-season plaudits — will be trying to 
earn themselves NFL all-rookie team 
| recognition. 

No 1994 preseason All-American 
team would have excluded the names of 
San Diego State running back Marshall 
Faulk, Alabama wide receiver David 
Palmer, Ohio State defensive tackle Dan 
Wilkinson, Texas A&-M defensive end 
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“Wayne saw something else at the line and 
tugged on his collar, a signal to me that he 
was changing the play to a deeper route 
over the middle. But I didn’t see him make 
that signal. 

“So I ran the original slant pattern, 
and (safety) Reggie Perry and another guy 
are waiting there in the middle. So I com- 
pletely broke off that route and ran a post- 
corner. I got to the corner, turned 
around... and the ball was right there. I 
don’t know how he knew I'd be going 
there, but he did. 

“Tt looked like we planned the whole 
thing, but we didn’t plan any of it. I wasn’t 
surprised, though, because we'd been doing 
it all year.” 

“That was my favorite play of the sea- 
son,” Cook said. “I remember it so well. 
The slant wasn’t there, and the play I 
checked to wasn’t there, either. Basically, 
they had everything covered. 

“I remember dropping back and one of 
their linebackers was running straight at 
me, so | didn’t have any time. But when I 
saw all that traffic inside, somehow I knew 
that J.J. would break it outside. I didn’t 
even see him make his cut, I just threw it 


Sam Adams, UCLA linebacker Jamir 
Miller, and Florida State defensive back 
Corey Sawyer. 

Instead, UCLA receiver Stokes and 
Florida State linebacker Brooks are the 
only returning consensus All-Americans. 
Those other six consensus selections from 
1993 are long gone, along with another 
dozen high-profile players who would 
have been top Heisman and All-American 
candidates for this season; most notably 
Tennessee quarterback Heath Shuler, 
Nebraska running back Calvin Jones, and 
Arizona all-purpose player Charles Levy. 

So when voters look at their list of 
candidates, they’ ll have to look deeper 
than ever. 

Along with Stokes and Brooks, proba- 
bly only Michigan tailback Tyrone Wheat- 
ley is an automatic All-American heading 
into the season. 

Notre Dame cornerback Bobby Tay- 
lor, Illinois linebacker Dana Howard, Ohio 
State offensive tackle Korey Stringer, and 
Boston College tight end Pete Mitchell 
were first-team selections by at least one 
major All-American selection committee 
last season, which means they have a head 
start in name-recognition.J | 


out there. J.J. had two guys on him but he 
caught it anyway. It ended up being one of 
my best passes of the year. 

“Tt was like a schoolyard play. Seven- 
on-seven and you just tell the guy ‘get open’ 
and you throw it. It was pretty amazing.” 

The play went for a 17-yard touchdown 
and a 24-14 UCLA lead — the decisive 
points, it turned out, in the Bruins’ 27-21 
Rose Bowl-clinching victory. 

“It’s pretty special, the way we commu- 
nicate on the field,” said Cook, who has 
played only one full season at UCLA. “I’m 
looking forward to seeing what we can do 
now that we've been playing together for a 
year and know each other better.” 

They might never have gotten to play 
together at all if college scouts had been a 
little more attentive when Jerel Jamal 
Stokes was a senior at Point Loma High 
School in San Diego. 

Because of his size, he wasn’t recruited 
all that heavily. He was a classic “tweener,” 
considered too big and slow to play wide 
receiver and too small to play tight end. 
Some schools wanted him as a tight end. 
J.J. said no way. 

UCLA’s coaches liked him as an athlete 
and said they'd give Stokes a shot at split 
end, That’s about all it took. The Bruins 
beat out Ohio State (he didn’t like the 
weather) and Cal (“too many weirdos 
there,” he said) for his services. 

Said Donahue: “There was no question 
about his hands or his instincts.” 

Or his dedication. Since his arrival at 
UCLA, Stokes has exhibited a fierce devo- 
tion to self-improvement — in his speed, 
strength, endurance, patterns, you name it. 
Last summer he was out at Drake Stadium, 
UCLA’s track facility, at 7 a.m. every day, 
doing speed drills. 

“His work ethic is extraordinary,” Don- 
ahue said. “He's gifted and hard-working. 
He tries to make himself a better receiver 
and he doesn’t get distracted.” 

Stokes plans to do more work before 
this season. “My main objective,” he says, 
“is to get a half-step or full step faster.” 

Just what Pac-10 DBs were hoping to 
hear. Their main objective should be to 
help Stokes get more in touch with his 
softer, away-from-the-game persona, hop- 
ing it carries over into competition. 

“T would describe myself as a very laid- 
back guy,” Stokes says. “I really enjoy relax- 
ing. What I like best is just watching sports 
on TV. If I didn’t have to go to school, if I 
wasn’t a football player, if I was financially 
secure, I swear I'd probably weigh about 
250. I'd be a total couch potato.”

Dunn Plays Homebody Routine Well

bout a half century ago, a wonderful 

old baseball pitcher named Satchel 

Paige warned athletes, “Avoid the 
social ramble.” 

Telling that to Warrick Dunn is like 
preaching to the choir. As a freshman tailback 
last year at Florida State, Dunn took being a 
homebody to a championship level. 

Of course, he had a champion of a role 
model in his senior roommate, Heisman Tro- 
phy winner Charlie Ward. 

Personality and football combined to keep 
Dunn with his own thoughts for most of his 
time away from the practice field and the class- 
room. The youngster from Baton Rouge is shy 
and quiet. 

“When I first got here, all I did was sleep,” 
Dunn said. “I didn’t have any relatives here in 
Florida. I didn’t know anybody, period. So I’d 
go out and do what I had to do during the day, 
and then come back and go to sleep. 

“T didn’t really talk until we got to practice 
time, and Ward just encouraged me. We went 
from there and just spent more time together.” 

At 5-9 and only 170 pounds, Dunn used 
much of his spare time to mend. 

“It’s pretty rough,” said Dunn, after his 
momentous rookie year in the backfield for 
the national champion Seminoles. “I’m sore 
all the time. I get in the whirlpool and rest. 
That’s what I want. Because of my size, one 
little hit can bruise me or injure me for the 
rest of the year. 

“T try to use my quickness to get me 
through. I just protect myself and don’t take 
hits head on.”

That allergy to contact served Dunn and 
the Seminoles well. Even though he had 
wanted to redshirt last season, he was just too 
good to incubate. 

Dunn led the Seminoles with 10 touch- 
downs. He was the team’s No. 2 rusher, even 
though he rushed only 93 times. He ran off 
511 yards, though, for a whopping 7.5 average 
per carry and four of his TDs. 

Dunn also was dangerous on pass routes, 
making 25 catches for 357 yards, a 14.3-yard 
average, and six TDs. 

The little freshman made big plays. His 
79-yard reception broke open the victory over 
archrival Florida, and his 63-yard run broke 
Wake Forest’s back. 

For someone whose actions spoke so 
loudly on the field, Dunn was almost invisible 
off it. He and Ward could have starred in cam- 
pus social circles. Instead, they hunkered down 
in their room and shunned the limelight. 

“We just built up a really good friendship,” 
Dunn said. “It’s like we've been knowing each 
other all our lives.” 

It’s unusual for a senior star to room with 
a freshman rookie. A mutual friend, Louisiana 
native Doug Williams, brought Dunn and Ward 
together. 

“He (Ward) met Doug in the airport one 
day,” Dunn said of the former pro quarterback. 
“Me and Doug were close buddies. They 
became closer, and Doug suggested to him 
that he watch out for me when I got there. So 
Charlie called me a couple of weeks later and 
wanted to know if I'd like to be his roommate.” 

Some rookies might attach themselves 
quickly to a celebrity roommate. Not War- 
rick Dunn. 

“When we came back to the room, I would 
just lay down and watch TV,” he said. “I didn’t 
go anywhere. I didn’t say nothing, But as time 
went on, we got closer and closer and became 
good friends. I guess I just started to open up.” 

Dunn was more contemplative than the 
average college kid for a tragic reason. His 
mother, a Baton Rouge policewoman, was 
gunned down on duty on Jan. 7, 1993. 

A single parent with six children, Betty 
Dunn was working overtime on night patrol to 
support her family. She was killed while dri- 
ving a supermarket manager to a bank to make 
a drive-through deposit. 

The Florida State sports information 
department said Dunn has quit talking pub- 
licly about the worst night of his young life. 

“That's right,” he said softly. “I don’t.” 


She left him with a rock-solid foundation 
of values. And unlike many kids who leave 
home for the first time, his values got stronger. 

“I became more religious when I came 
here,” Dunn said. “I read more. Back home, of 
course, I went to church. But not as often. My 
mom taught me that you didn’t have to go to 
church to worship the Lord. 

“My mom, she always worked Sunday 
mornings. If she didn’t, we'd get up and go to 
church. Fine. Otherwise, we wouldn’t go. Of 
course, we're going Easter Sunday. But she 
would work more hours in the day than a hard- 
working person, a normal person. Normally 
she was very tired.” 

His mother was special. So is Ward. 

“Like everyone else knows, he’s excep- 
tional,” Dunn said. “It’s an honor for me to be 
rooming with him. I’m trying to take advan- 
tage of it.” 

They are homebodies, and proud of it. 

“A great night is watching sports on TV 
and talking on the phone with our girlfriends,” 
Dunn said. “I think there’s a lot of people who 
wish they were like us, but I wouldn't suggest 
that. That’s like changing their lifestyles to 
conduct like ours, and they're not used to it. 

“They may not be comfortable with that, 
because people always talk about us: Do we 
stay in the house too much or lead boring 
lives? 

“We don’t do anything but stay in the 
house all the time. We go out occasionally to 
eat, but other than that, we just live the 
American boring life—what everyone else 
would call it. 

“But we think it’s lots of fun. A couple 
of guys make fun of us, but it doesn’t bother 
no one.” 

While relaxing in the room, Dunn doesn’t 
waste energy creating goals. 

“No, I just let things go, let things hap- 
pen,” he said. “Go with the flow. It’s not how 
many yards I get or how many catches. My 
thing is to stay healthy and just play. And if I 
play, I hope I do well.” 

Ward is moving on to the pros, but Dunn 
does not expect his quiet routine to change. 

“T’m rooming with a guy that we both 
hung around with and really got along with, 
Byron Capers,” Dunn said. “He played a lot as 
a true freshman last year on special teams. We 
all hung out together. It’s like he lived here 
with us, too. He’s always in our room, hang- 
ing out.” 

And so the laid-back tradition continues.

on Japinga’s seven-year old son, 

Matthew, came home from school 

one day and said earnestly to his 
father, “I have to study harder.” Admirable 
stuff, especially from a second-grader. “I 
told him it was a commendable attitude,” 
Japinga says. 

But Japinga wanted more. There had to 
be a reason for the zealous outlook. A test? 
Competition with friends? He asked why his 
son needed to be so diligent in his studies. 

“T have to study hard, so I can go to the 
University of Michigan,” Matthew said. 

Japinga smiled. But it wasn’t the 
warm smile of appreciation. It was the 
kind of smirk that comes after a slap by a 
rival. As a Michigan State alumnus and a 
member of Spartan football teams from 
1963-65, Japinga has spent much of his 
adult life hearing that Michigan was a bet- 
ter academic institution than his alma 
mater. He had seen the bumper stickers 
on the cars of Wolverine fans that read, 
“Moo U,” a haughty reference to Michigan 
State’s agricultural roots. He remembered 
going into Michigan Stadium with his 
Spartan teammates and hearing the U-M 
band strike up “Old McDonald.” Even in 
East Lansing, home of the MSU campus, 
there were thousands of Michigan alums, 
each of whom seemed to have an unend- 
ing supply of Maize-and-Blue wisecracks 
about Japinga’s school. 

He could take the barbs — and deliver 
a few back himself. But Japinga was 
stunned by his son’s proclamation. “One of 
my neighbors must have gotten to him,” 
Japinga says with a slight laugh. “The old 
thing about Michigan State being a cow 
college still lives.” 


CADEMIC PERCEPTIONS 
EPARATE INeSTATE RIVALS 


Everyone TAKES SIDES 


That about cap- 
sulizes the Michi- 
gan-Michigan State 
football rivalry, off 
the field at least. 
The Michigan folks 
consider their alma 
mater a bastion of 
higher academic 
pursuit, replete 
with ivy- covered 
walls, outstanding 
professional 
schools, and a 
tremendous 
national reputation. 
And for the most 
part, they're right. 

About 90 min- 
utes to the north 
lies MSU, which 
used its successful 
football program in 
the 1950s and ’60s 
to build itself from 
an agricultural col- 
lege to a giant, 
40,000-student uni- 
versity. Despite the 
growth and 
increased caliber of 
its programs, State 
remains U-M’s little 
brother, and its gradu- 
ates can’t help but feel 
a little resentment 
over the distinction. 

“When I was being recruited, it became 
obvious to me that one school was consid- 
ering itself elite and aloof and marketed

itself that way,” says Steve Juday, a quarter- 
back at MSU from 1963-65. “The other had 
a sort of aw-shucks attitude.” 
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While MSU has shed its bumpkin per- 
sona in recent years, the perceived acade- 
mic chasm between the two Big Ten teams 
remains. Thanks to Michigan’s recent 
prominence on the field — four Rose Bowls 
in the last five years — that gap seems even 
larger, particularly since Michigan fans 
have focused more of their recent attention 
on nationally-prominent rivals like Notre 
Dame, Ohio State, and Penn State. Beating 
MSU is nice, but it’s almost expected. 

“Michigan plays so many big games — 
too many,” Wolverine coach Gary Moeller 
says. “But Michigan State, because of its 
closeness and the in-state factor has to be 
our number one game. Some of our alumni 
and the people who live in Ohio would like 
me to say Ohio State is, but it’s MSU.” 

And fans statewide choose sides, Neigh- 
borhoods, classrooms, and offices are split 
between Wolverines and Spartans. It’s not 
uncommon to cruise down a street the 
week of the game between the two teams 
and see loyalties proudly dis- 
played. Blue flag. Green flag. 
Blue flag. Green flag. 

“Moms and dads are 
always rooting for one team or 
the other, so the kids get it 
early,” says Michigan State 
coach George Perles, who 
graduated from MSU in 1961 
and played one year with the 
Spartans (1958) before injur- 
ing his knee. “The big majority 
of the recruits know where 
they're going to go long before 
their senior year in high 
school. You can almost feel it 
the minute you go into their 
houses. Their mother or father 
will tell you they went to State 
or U-M and that will tell you 
how you're going to do with 
the recruit.” 

Unlike some in-state rival- 
ries, which thrive on hate and 
animosity, the Michigan-Michi- 
gan State competition is largely 
good-spirited. The teams still 
thirst to whip each other in 
everything from football to the 
annual blood drive that takes 
place the week of their game, 
but when the games end, 
friendships take over. Juday can 
remember seeing small pockets of two or 
three players from the teams mingling 
after each game. They may have played 
high school ball together or against each 
other. Fans and students alike all have 
friends from the other school. They'll trade 
barbs and brag about past successes, but no 
one is after the other’s scalp. 


1969 — Michigan State 23, Michigan 12 

Ina classic example of college football derring-do, wily Michigan State coach Duffy 
Daugherty scrapped the Spartans’ veer offense in favor of an |-formation attack just days before 
the game and surprised the visiting Wolverines. 

The Spartans piled up 253 yards on the ground in the first half, bolting to a 16-3 lead. Two MSU 
players, quarterback Bill Triplett (142 yards, 1 touchdown) and tailback Don Highsmith (129 yards, 2 TDs) 
topped the 100-yard mark on the ground against the startled Wolverines. 

Daugherty’s strategy didn’t bear too much fruit the rest of the year, however, and the Spartans stum- 
bled to a 4-6 record. The Wolverines had much better fortunes in coach Bo Schembechler’s first year, 
upsetting Ohio State and advancing to the Rose Bowl. 


1990 — Michigan State 28, Michigan 27 
Spartan fans will always remember this one for their team’s upset of the top-ranked 
Wolverines. Michigan faithful will never forget “The Trip.” 
With the Wolverines trailing by a point and six seconds remaining, quarterback Elvis 
Grbac tried to hit receiver Desmond Howard with a two-point conversion pass, but the speedy sopho- 
more was tripped in the end zone by a faked-out MSU defensive back and couldn't catch the ball. No 
penalty was called, and the Spartans had pulled a stunning upset. 

The last-second controversy overshadowed an exciting game — particularly the fourth quarter. The 
teams were tied 14-14 after three periods, but broke loose in the fourth, Hyland Hickson gave the Spar- 
tans a 21-14 lead on a 26-yard touchdown run with 6:03 remaining, but Howard tied the score 13 sec- 
onds later on a 95-yard touchdown run. After Tico Duckett scored from nine yards out with 1:59 to play, 
Grbac hit Derrick Alexander with a seven-yard scoring strike to set up the final play. 


1978 — Michigan State 24, Michigan 15 
Ina game made famous more for MSU coach Danyl Rogers’ “Arrogant Asses” assessment of 
the Michigan students and alumni, the Spartans used a balanced attack to shred the Wolverines. 
The Spartans, who were just 1-3 coming into the game, amassed 496 yards in total 
offense, splitting the real estate evenly between the ground and the pass. Michigan, which was a perfect 
4-0 before the loss, was dreadful. Senior passer Rick Leach was just 5 for 15 passing and threw three 
interceptions. Meanwhile, MSU passer Ed Smith (248 yards) was on target all aftemoon to his receivers, 
which included future baseball star Kirk Gioson. 


1970 — Michigan 34, Michigan State 20 
The host Wolverines spotted MSU a 13-7 first-half lead before rioping off 27 consecutive 
points to run away with the win and gain revenge for its 1969 loss. 
Michigan collected 304 yards on the ground, and halfoack Billy Taylor scored three times, 
becoming the first Wolverine to pull the trifecta against the Spartans since Bob Chappius did it in 1947. 
Quarterback Don Moorhead was 12 for 19 for 156 yards and a TD, thrilling the second-largest crowd 
(103,580) ever to see a college game at the time. 


1955 — Michigan 14, Michigan State 7 
Ina defensive struggle that featured few sustained drives and only a combined 53 yards 
in passing offense, Michigan used a 1-yard plunge in the third quarter by Jim Maddock to eam 
. a tight victory over the visiting Spartans — MSU's only loss of the year. 
Michigan could manage only seven first downs in the contest and completed just 1 of 2 passes, but 
its defense was the difference, limiting the Spartans to just 215 yards in total offense. 
Despite the loss, Michigan State still went to the Rose Bowl, thanks to Ohio State’s season-ending 
17-0 win over the Wolverines. 


“Michigan State was my first choice, 
because I had a lot of friends there,” says 
Ron Johnson, a star halfback at Michigan 
from 1966-68. “I used to go up and stay 
with guys at MSU when I was in high 


“A lot of times, your best competition 
comes from friends,” adds John Kolesar, a 
standout receiver at Michigan from 1985- 
88. “But even though it’s a friendly compe- 
tition, you still don’t want to lose.” 


school, and even when I was at Michigan, I 
would go to State, because they had better 
parties than we did.” 


The two teams first played in 1898, and 
Michigan holds a 56-25-5 edge in the 
series, largely due to its excellence during 
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the first half of the century under Fielding 
Yost, Fritz Crisler, and Bennie Oosterbaan. 
Since 1950, however, Michigan holds a 
much slimmer 23-19-2 advantage, with the 
Spartans dominating the 1950s and ’60s 
and the Wolverines taking over since. But 
even though the Wolverines have experi- 
enced more success in recent years, their 
edge over the Spartans in the last 10 years 
is a hardly gaudy 6-4, including last year’s 
17-7 loss in East Lansing. 

“We proved last year that rankings don’t 
mean anything in this game,” Moeller says. 

Michigan State didn’t even become a 
member of the Big Ten until 1953, a reflec- 
tion of its somewhat small-time status as 
Michigan Agricultural College. But during 
the 1950s and ’60s, under coaches Biggie 
Munn and Duffy Daugherty, MSU improved 
its football — and academic — reputation, 
using gridiron success to promote the 
school and pump up enrollment. MSU was 
second in both wire service polls in 1951 
and won the national title in ’52 with a per- 
fect 9-0 mark. Daugherty took over in 1954 
and made the team a perennial Top 10 
power. Particularly impressive was his 1966 


edition, which finished 9-0-1 and tied Notre 
Dame in the “Game of the Century.” 

“Duffy told us that it was wrong to 
hate anybody, because hate was a bad 
word,” Japinga says. “But he told us if we 
could dislike anybody, we should dislike 
Michigan.” 

Johnson was a sophomore at Michigan 
in 1966 and remembers being in the 
Michigan Stadium locker room before the 
game. Though he grew up in Detroit, 
Johnson was unprepared for the intensity 
of the rivalry. 

“T had never been so overwhelmed by 
emotions before,” Johnson says. “I remem- 
ber (coach) Bump Elliott gave a very pas- 
sionate speech before the game, and our 
guys were screaming and yelling. Then, on 
the other side of the wall, I heard the MSU 
guys banging their helmets against the 
wall. I almost messed up my pants.” 

When Bo Schembechler took over at 
Michigan in 1969, the Wolverines began 
their climb to national prominence. But 
that didn’t mean the Spartans would let 
themselves be forgotten. Although the 
Wolverines won eight straight from 1970- 


77, the Spartans did exact some revenge, 
voting in 1973 to send Ohio State to the 
Rose Bowl instead of Michigan, after the 
two teams tied for the Big Ten title. 

MSU broke through in 1978, defeating 
the Wolverines in a game made famous by 
Spartan coach Darryl Rogers’ reference to 
Michigan students and fans as “Arrogant 
Asses,” a play on the school’s Ann Arbor 
location. Since then, the Spartans have 
won every few years, taking games in 1984, 
1987, 1990, and ’93. 

“I remember that 1987 game because 
we lost, 17-11, and (Michigan quarterback) 
Demetrius Brown threw seven intercep- 
tions,” Kolesar says. “Even with all that, we 
still had a chance to win at the end of the 
game. We ran a pattern where I did an out- 
and-up and was wide open. Every time we 
ran the play in practice, he threw me the 
ball. That time, however, he threw it over 
the middle, and it was intercepted.” 

Kolesar is still upset about that one, 
but thousands of green-and-white fans 
remember it fondly. And don’t think they 
won't let their Wolverine neighbors hear 
about it. 


QE Leaver Cuose Pro BAseBALL 


] hen Rick Leach played quarterback for Michigan, he 
was considered the perfect man to run Bo Schembech- 
ler’s conservative option offense. He could run. He 


could throw. He could take a hit. 


And he rarely made the wrong decision. 

That’s why Leach’s choice following his senior 
season to forego the NFL and play major league 
baseball should not have surprised many people. 


Leach was a three-time all-Big Ten performer and an All-Ameri- 
can as a junior. He played nine-plus seasons with Detroit, 
Toronto, Texas, and San Francisco as a part-time first baseman 


and outfielder. 
“] never regretted the decision to play base- 


ball,” Leach says. “I told myself when I was mak- 
ing the choice that whatever decision I made, I 
wasn’t going to look back. I didn’t want to get 


Leach looked at the situation, carefully con- 
sidered the options, and made a choice. 

It was the right one. 

“T knew there would be some ques- 
tions about whether I could make it,” 

Leach says. “I didn’t have great size (6-0), 
and though I didn’t doubt whether I could 
adapt to a pro offense, some other people 
had questions. That didn’t bother me.” 

Instead of selecting Leach in the second 
round, as they had told him before the draft, the 
Denver Broncos used a fifth-round pick to take 
the Wolverine, scared that Leach would choose 
baseball. And after the Detroit Tigers used the 11th 
pick overall to select him, that’s what Leach did. 

It was a good move. Although Leach threw for 
4,284 yards during his career and 48 touchdowns, he 


completed just 46.5 percent of passes and threw 35 interceptions. 


He was a great runner (2,176 yards, 34 TDs), but the questions 
about his ability to play in a dropback offense were warranted. 
On the baseball diamond, however, there were few questions. 
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injured playing pro football, and I liked the 
free agent situation in baseball from a 
. financial standpoint.” 
Michigan fans remember Leach as a 
winner. The Wolverines were 38-7-2 
during his four years as a starter and 
played in three Rose Bowls. Leach 
was 3-1 against Ohio State and 3-1 
against Michigan State. The one 
loss to the Spartans came in 1978, 
his senior season, and is still fresh in 
Leach’s memory. 
“We knew they had great ability in ’78, and 
(MSU coach) Darryl Rogers was the first guy who came 
into the Big Ten and opened things up through the air,” 
Leach says. “They had an outstanding corps of receivers but also 
a great rushing attack. We went in thinking we had to stop the 
run, but we didn’t stop either the run or the pass.” 
The Wolverines and Rick Leach may have been stymied that 
day, but it was a rarity. About the only person who could stop 
Leach on a football field was himself.

DEFENSE THE BIG KEY For MICHIGAN STATE

George Perles sure 
doesn’t sound like a guy 
who could be entering 
r his final season as head 
coach at Michigan 
State. School president 
M. Peter McPherson 
may have issued a thrive-or-don’t- survive 
edict to the veteran Spartan mentor earlier 
this year, but Perles remains the same 
gruff, opinionated guy he always has been. 
As he enters his 12th season in East Lans- 
ing, the old lineman sounds as entrenched 
as ever. 

“T’m not preparing any different this 
season than I have for any other year,” Per- 
les says in his trademark sharp tone. 
“We're going to play them one at a time, 
whether they're home, away, daylight or 
moonlight. We'll play with the cards that 
are dealt to us.” 

Lately, those cards haven't been of the 
four-aces variety. Last year’s 18-7 Liberty 
Bowl loss to Louisville was the team’s first 
post-season appearance since 1990 — the 
school’s last winning season. Though Per- 
les did win a Rose Bowl back in 1988, he 
hasn’t returned to Pasadena since. The rise 
of Wisconsin, the arrival of Penn State, and 
the continued excellence of Michigan have 
put the Spartans in a multi-team logjam 
for the Big Ten’s minor bowl bids. McPher- 
son’s ultimatum may seem a little harsh 
for a coach with a 68-56-4 career record, a 
proven ability to prepare players for the 
NFL, and an unflagging commitment to 
his players and their rights, but that’s col- 
lege sports today. 

Perhaps McPherson was upset by the 
Spartans’ uncharacteristically poor defen- 
sive play last year — they were eighth in 
the Big Ten. Maybe it was the three 
straight losses at the end of the season that 
dropped MSU to 6-6. Whatever the reason, 
it’s clear that the president had forgotten 
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about the early-season win over Michigan 
and decided to see how his coach would do 
under pressure. 

“Tn this business, you had better have a 
sense of urgency all the time,” says MSU 
defensive coordinator Hank Bullough. “But 
I don’t think they should judge a coach 
entirely by his wins and losses. You have to 
judge him on how hard he has been trying 
to get the job done and what he has done 
with the kids.” 

If Bullough’s presence on campus is 
any indication, Perles certainly is commit- 
ted to improving things this season, Bul- 
lough returns to East Lansing after a 
23-year career in the NFL, most recently as

the defensive coordinator of the Detroit 
Lions. Bullough coached under legendary 
Spartan leader Duffy Daugherty from 1961- 
69, before moving to the pro ranks. He 
replaces Norm Parker, who will concen- 
trate on the linebackers. 

Bullough’s job is simple. He must 
retool the Spartan stunt 4-3 configuration, 
which surrendered 373.6 ypg last year and 
was particularly vulnerable in late-season 
losses to Wisconsin and Penn State. 
Though Perles has been cryptic about 
exactly what his new coordinator will do, 
you can expect the Spartans to blitz often, 
use more man-to-man coverage, and try to 
mix up three and four-man fronts. 

“He'll do the things he has had success 
with to this point,” Perles says. “He'll 
incorporate some of the things he has done 
in the NFL. Since most of the defense is 
back — seven starters — I feel good. | 
don’t think any one area is stronger than 
another.” 

Area, no. Person, yes. Linebacker Reg- 
gie Garnett, the Big Ten’s Freshman of the 
Year in 93, returns to the middle of the 
defense with further mayhem on his mind. 
Garnett finished second on the team in 
tackles last year (89) and added a team- 
leading three interceptions. A big-play spe- 
cialist with great speed and adequate size 
(6-2, 220), Garnett will be moved around 
somewhat this season and could end up 
crashing down on enemy passers from an 
outside linebacker location or as a defen- 
sive end, if the Spartans go with a 4-3 look. 

“We're going to make sure we get him 
in the right spot, so that means we will 
give him a look at outside linebacker,”

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Perles says. “We were happy with him as a 
freshman, but we want to make sure we 
use him the right way.” 

Perles would love to see Garnett 
increase his role within the Spartan 
defense, since last year’s second-team All- 
Big Ten Outside Linebacker Rob Frederick- 
son and his 98 tackles have moved on to 
the NFL. If Garnett doesn’t do it, senior 
Matt Christensen will have to. “He’s start- 
ing for his third year, so he should be ready 
to carry a lot of the load,” Perles says. 

When Garnett is inside, expect to see 
quick redshirt freshman Ike Reese outside. 
“He can get to the quarterback,” Perles 
says. Reese will be backed up by senior 
Ricardo Jackson, who saw limited time last 
season. Junior Yakini Allen, who registered 
60 stops and two sacks last year as a defen- 
sive tackle, will flip-flop between that posi- 
tion and the left inside linebacker spot — 
when MSU goes to a 3-4 look. Sophomore 
Delrico Simons will back up on the outside. 

Plenty of experience returns up front, 
although big-play right end Rich Glover 
must be replaced. The other end spot is 
solid, thanks to returning starter Juan 
Hammonds. The senior led the team with 
14 tackles for losses last year, including 
seven QB sacks. He and senior nose tackle 
Aaron Jackson form two-thirds of a solid 
three-man front. Senior Dale Person and 
sophomore Chris Smith will battle for 
Glover’s right end spot. Person had 16 
tackles last year and started at right tackle 
against Central Michigan. 

Although half of the 93 secondary 
starters are gone, Perles and Bullough are 
upbeat about the unit. Senior Damian 
Manson returns to the strong safety posi- 
tion where he had 57 tackles a year ago. 
He’s backed up by sophomore Aldi Henry, 
who could also see time at cornerback 
because of his speed and man-to-man cov- 
ering abilities, 

Senior Stan Callender is back at right 
cornerback, and junior Demetrice Martin 
has the early line on the left spot, with 
sophomore Brian Echols, junior Dan Hack- 
enbracht, and redshirt freshman Octavis 
Long looking for time on the corner. Look 
out for true freshman Anthony “Amp” 
Campbell, a 6-2, 185-pound freshman from 
Sarasota, FL, who could see time there. 
Campbell was named first-team AII-USA by 
USA Today last season and accumulated an 
astonishing 23 touchdowns on punt and 
kick returns during his four years at 
Riverview HS. 

“Campbell can play man-to-man 
defense,” Perles says. “We have some peo- 
ple to choose from in the secondary.” 
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Two other true freshman, Raymond 
Hill and Corey McLane, could find work in 
the secondary this fall, while junior Robert 
Shurelds and senior Anthony Folino will 
fight to replace departed free safety Steve 
Waslyk, an academic All-American and 
team leader last year. 

“We're going to cover man-to-man as 
much as we can do it,” Bullough says. “I 
think man-to-man coverage is all ability. 
It’s a lot harder to 
play zone. It’s not 
just backing up and 
playing the ball. 
You have to think 
to play zone.” 

Perles will be 
interested in what 
coverages oppo- 
nents throw at the 
Spartans, because 
he'll be replacing 
departed standout 
quarterback Jim 
Miller with junior- 
college transfer 
Tony Banks. Miller 
left MSU as the 
school’s all-time 
career completion 
percentage leader 
(62.6%) and threw 
for 2,269 yards last 
season. But despite 
Miller’s accuracy, 
the Spartans lacked 
the big play from 
the passing game 
last season. Miller's 
longest pass was 
only 48 yards, and 
his nine TDs were 
next-to-last among 
Big Ten quarter- 
backs. 

Where Miller 
was a Classic drop- 
back passer, Banks 
is a wild card. The 
6-6, 220-pound 
junior has a big arm and the ability to run 
well. Because he transferred to MSU last 
January from Mesa CC in San Diego, 
Banks was able to take part in spring prac- 
tice and learn the Spartan offense. He is 
being compared to Bobby McAllister, who 
engineered the ’88 Rose Bowl victory over 
USC. 

“Banks is just what the doctor 
ordered,” Perles says. “He has the speed 
and quickness to handle broken plays, he 
has a strong arm, and is 6-6. He’s every- 


thing you could ask for in a college quar- 
terback. I think he picked up the offense 
well in the spring.” 

Banks’ back-ups should be redshirt 
freshmen Todd Shultz and Damien 
Hiram, although untested junior Luke 
Bencie could figure into the mix. Bencie 
backed up Miller last year but spent much 
of the spring working as a tight end and 
H-back on third-down passing situations.

While Banks is an unknown under 
center, the rest of the Spartan offense is 
stable, particularly the offensive line, where 
four senior starters return to comprise 
what could be Perles’s best line ever at 
MSU. Leading the way is senior tackle 
Shane Hannah, a 6-5, 321-pound behe- 
moth who was named second-team All-Big 
Ten last year. 

“He’s a big, strong, country boy,” Per- 
les says. “He reminds you a lot of the guys 
playing on Sunday.”

SPRING UPDATE 


s expected, Tony Banks emerged from spring drills as 

the clear number one passer for the Spartans. “He's 

our starting quarterback,” MSU offensive coordinator 
Morris Watts told the Lansing State Journal. “He's that far 
ahead of everyone else. His presence at the position sets him 
as the No. 1 quarterback. 

“He has so much more experience than our other guys at 
that position. He’s more mature and confident.” 

While Banks was impressive under center, the Spartan 
defense appeared comfortable with its revamped look under 
new coordinator Hank Bullough. Bullough hasn't completely 
scrapped the trademark MSU stunt 4-3 configuration in favor 
of a 3-4 set, but the Spartans will certainly use the three-man 
front often throughout the season. 

Bullough’s influence was also seen in the overall 
demeanor of the defense. Once known for its passive, read- 
and-react ways, the unit was more aggressive, pro-active, and 
vociferous, as it went after its offensive counterpart. 

“My style may ruffle a few feathers, but | feel you should 
practice the way you're going to play,” Bullough says. 
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The switch to the 3-4 has created an interesting situation 
for junior Yakini Allen, who played defensive tackle last sea- 
son, but should be moving to inside linebacker this year. 
Allen, who weighed in at 272 before spring drills, was down 
to 262 in April and expects to play at 252 this fall. “I feel like 
Oprah,” he said, joking about his weight loss. “But the 
pounds are coming off.” 

A March 24 arrest for possession of marijuana with the 
intent to sell put junior tailback Steve Holman’s status in ques- 
tion for the fall. Perles tried Holman at fullback during the 
spring, but decided to return the “Batman” to tailback. If Scott 
Greene doesn’t do the job this fall, however, Holman could be 
back at the fullback spot. 

Chris Salani made some improvement at punter during 
the spring, but sophomore Mitch McKinney was pushing him 
and could take the job with a strong fall. And while the 
Spartans wait for the arrival of freshman Chris Gardner, they 
were happy with the strong leg of redshirt freshman Brad 
Costello, who should handle kickoffs this year. 
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Center Mark Birchmeier is another all- 
league candidate and a potential NFL prod- 
uct. “He has great intelligence to make the 
line calls for us,” Perles says. “He played 
defensive line in high school and still has 
that nasty defensive attitude.” 

Brian DeMarco returns to the right 
tackle spot, with Colin Cronin back at left 
guard. Expect junior Bob Denton to move 
in at left guard, replacing departed Brett 
Lorius. The reserves are young. Redshirt 
freshman Dave Mudge and sophomore 
Dave Kerr will play (sparingly) 
behind Hannah, and redshirt 
freshman Flozell Adams and 
junior Monty Brown back up 
DeMarco. Sophomore Brian 
Mosallam and redshirt fresh- 
man Don Walker fill in behind 
Denton, with sophomore Matt 
Beard the backup center and 
junior Tony Popovski the sec- 
ond-string left guard. 

Joining the experienced 
line is a collection of talented 
skill players, most notably at 
wide receiver. Leading the way 
is senior Mill Coleman, who 
caught 48 passes last year and 
scored three times. The All-Big 
Ten honorable mention choice 
also averaged 8.9 yards per 
punt return and should get the 
chance to run back kickoffs this 
season, too. 

“Coleman is a fine wide 
receiver,” Perles explains, 
“He’s intelligent and knows a 
lot of positions — split end, 
flanker, tailback. He’s very 
valuable, and when he’s done 
playing here, he’ll be in the 
NFL.” 


Joining Coleman ina 
deep group of receivers is 
sophomore Nigea Carter (12 
receptions), junior Napoleon 
Outlaw (23), and sophomore 
Derrick Mason. Dependable 
senior Bob Organ returns at 


“He’s a fine tailback, and we'd like to 
see him carry the mail for us this year,” 
Perles says. 

Perles is also excited about the reserve 
backs. Junior Steve Holman should get 
additional carries, now that Thomas is 
gone, along with his kickoff return duty. 
But a pair of heralded redshirt freshmen 


will push him. Marc Renaud, a highly- 


touted Parade All-American in 1992, and 
Antwain Patrick are fast and ready to con- 
tribute. “They'll both play in our first game

a big uncertainty. Sophomore Brad Costello 
handled the placements during the spring 
following the graduation of erratic (11-for- 
21 FG) Bill Stoyanovich, but a freshman, 
Chris Gardner of Plantation, FL, should be 
the number one man come fall. Junior 
Chris Salani returns to handle the punting, 
but he averaged only 31.8 net yards per kick 
last year and was quite erratic. 

“We got a little better punting the ball 
this spring, but we're still way below par,” 
Perles says. 

The kicking game remains 
the only glaring weakness on 
the Michigan State team, but 
that doesn’t mean Perles and 
McPherson will be fox-trotting 
at midfield in Pasadena in Jan- 
uary. MSU has enough strength 
and experience up front to trig- 
ger Perles’ preferred method of 
ball movement — the ground 
game, and there are enough 
talented backs to get upfield. 
But Banks is a question mark, 
and no matter how well the 
Spartans run the ball, they 
need someone who can create 
big plays through the air. 
Banks has some weapons, but 
he needs to produce quickly. 

Bullough’s steady hand 
should help the defense imme- 
diately, particularly when it 
comes to devising schemes that 
will exploit an opponent’s 
weakness. But the Spartans are 
undersized and must rely on 
quickness and some gambling 
to improve on last year’s dismal 
defensive performance. Their 
blitzing and man-to-man cov- 
erages will fluster some teams, 
but they could help others 
break off big plays. Finding the 
right match will be Bullough’s 
challenge — one he should be 
able to meet. 

The schedule doesn’t help 
much. The Spartans open at 


tight end and combines solid 
pass-catching skills (33 receptions) with 
a 265-pound frame that complements 
the offensive line nicely. 

Organ’s blocking prowess will again 
help tailback Duane Goulbourne join the 
league’s top rushers. Though he split time 
with Craig Thomas last year, Goulbourne 
rushed for 973 yards, scored eight TDs, 
and averaged 5.0 yards per carry. The 5-9, 
181-pound junior is durable and has 
breakaway speed. 
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this season,” Perles promises. Freshman 
Tyrone Crenshaw, a 1993 Parade pick, 
could move into the picture this fall. 

Junior Scott Greene, who saw time on 
third down situations last year, catching 26 
passes and scoring four times, will take 
over for hulking ’93 starter Brice Adams at 
fullback. He’ll be backed up by senior 
Corey Baker. 

While the backfield is settled and poten- 
tially explosive, the Spartan kicking game is

Big Ten FINDING SUCCESS 
Oursine THE CONFERENCE

With Penn State joirfing in the battle for the Big Ten 
football championship last year, 1993 was guaranteed to be a 
historic season in conference annals. 

And it became an even better year when the conference 
teams had one of the best seasons in recent years in non- 
conference competition. 

Topped off by a 4-3 record in bowl games, the Big Ten 
finished the ’93 season with an overall record of 27-13 in 
action against non-league teams. That’s the best since 1985’s 
27-9 performance. 

With Wisconsin winning the Rose Bowl, Penn State the 
Citrus Bowl, Michigan the Hall of Fame Bowl, and Ohio 
State the Holiday Bowl, the Big Ten had only its fourth win- 
ning bowl season since 1975, the year the league allowed its 
teams to play in other bowl games besides the Granddaddy 
in Pasadena. 

The last time the Big Ten had a winning record in bowl 
games was 1987 (3-1). Before that the only other times were 
in 1980 and 1982. 

Not including Penn State, the Big Ten has an overall 56- 
60-1 bowl record. Add the Nittany Lions’ 18-10-2 post-sea- 
son mark and the league’s bowl record is 74-70-3. 

Wisconsin’s 21-16 victory over UCLA, coupled with 
Michigan’s 38-31 victory over Washington the year before 
that, was the first time the Big Ten posted consecutive Rose 
Bowl victories since 1987 (Michigan State) and 1988 (Michi- 
gan). Before that, you have to go all the way back to 1963 
(Illinois) and 1964 (Michigan) to find two straight Big Ten 
victories in the Rose Bowl. 


11993 was a good year, so might be 994 — especially 
with many of the Big Ten’s top players returning. 


Of the players voted first-team all-conference last season, 
one team by the league’s coaches and the other by the 
media, 12 return on offense and seven are back on defense. 

The offensive players returning are Wisconsin quarter- 
back Darrell Bevell, running backs Brent Moss of Wisconsin 
and Tyrone Wheatley of Michigan, Wisconsin center Cory 
Raymer, guards Jeff Hartings of Penn State and Joe Rudolph 
of Wisconsin, Ohio State tackle Korey Stringer, tight ends 
Kyle Brady of Penn State and Michael Roan of Wisconsin, 
and Indiana place-kicker Bill Manolopolous. 

The defensive players back are linebackers Simeon 
Rice, Dana Howard, and John Holecek of Illinois, and 
Lorenzo Styles of Ohio State, defensive backs Ty Law of 
Michigan and Jeff Messenger of Wisconsin, and Indiana 
punter Jim DiGuilio. 

Plus, there are seven players from the second-team 
offense and four from the defense back in ’94. 

In addition, statistically, eight of the top 10 ball carriers 
from a year ago return, six of the top 10 receivers, the four 
top quarterbacks, seven of the top 10 tacklers, and six of the 
top 10 interceptors. 

Three 1,000-yard rushers are back — Moss (1,637), 
Wheatley (1,129), and Penn State’s Ki-Jana Carter (1,119). 

The top four quarterbacks, in terms of passing efficiency, 
returning are Bevell, Michigan’s Todd Collins, Minnesota’s 
Scott Eckers, and Ohio State’s Bob Hoying. 

Last year, seven league teams welcomed their starting 
QBs back. This year, eight starters return — the above four, 
plus Penn State’s Kerry Collins, Indiana’s John Paci, Illinois’ 
Johnny Johnson, and Purdue’s Rick Trefzger. 

The top three wide receivers — Minnesota’s Omar Dou- 
glas, Northwestern’s Lee Gissendaner, and Indiana’s Thomas 
Lewis, who turned pro after his junior season, are gone. But 
the next six are back, led by Penn State’s Bobby Engram (55 
catches, 980 yards, 14 TDs), Ohio State’s Joey Galloway (47- 
946-11), and Wisconsin’s Lee DeRamus (54-920-6). 
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Howard, a first-team All-American who decided to skip 
the pros and return for his senior season, led the Big Ten 
with 123 tackles. The other Top 10 returning tacklers are 
Penn State’s Brian Gelzheiser, Ohio State’s Styles, North- 
western’s William Bennett, Illinois’ Holecek, Indiana’s 
Alfonzo Thurman, and Purdue’s Aaron Hall. 

The top three interceptors are back — Messenger with 
seven, Law with six, and Penn State’s Tony Pittman with five. 


Wolverines Have To. Start Over 


With Wisconsin and Ohio State tying for the Big Ten 
championship last season, Michigan’s string of five consecu- 
tive league titles was snapped. 

The Wolverines had won four titles outright and shared 
another during that span. If they had won or shared the 
1993 crown, it would have tied the record of six in a row by 
Ohio State (1972-77). 

Until last year, the last time Michigan did not win the 
title was in 1987 when Michigan State finished first. 

Michigan and Ohio State have dominated the league 
since 1968, winning or sharing the title 22 times, including 
15 years in a row from 1968-82. 

In fact, last year Wisconsin became only the fourth Big 
Ten team other than Michigan or Ohio State to grab at 
least a share of the championship since 1968. The others 
have been Michigan State, Iowa, and Illinois. 

Michigan still has a huge lead in all-time Big Ten cham- 
pionships won outright or shared, with 37, followed by Ohio 
State’s 26, Minnesota’s 18, Illinois’ 14, Iowa’s and Wiscon- 
sin’s nine each, Purdue’s seven, Michigan State’s six, North- 
western’s five, and Indiana’s two.

It would appear, on paper at least, that Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, and Minnesota are the winners. The losers would seem 
to be Michigan, Michigan State, and Ohio State. Each of 
those three teams must play the top three finishers from a 
year ago. 

Heading into the season, the key conference games for 
the five Big Ten teams with winning overall records last sea- 
son (Wisconsin 10-1-1, Ohio State 10-1-1, Penn State 10-2, 
Michigan 8-4, Indiana 8-4) appear to be:

Penn State may not have won the title in its first year to 
compete in Big Ten football, but it certainly made a quick 
impact. Not only did the Nittany Lions finish only a half- 
game out of first place in the standings, Penn State finished 
second in the attendance derby. Michigan, as usual, led the 
way with an average crowd of 105,651 in Michigan Stadium. 
But Penn State edged usual runner-up Ohio State for the 
No. 2 spot. The Nittany Lions averaged 94,031 fans a game 
in Beaver Stadium, while the Buckeyes averaged 93,114 in 
Ohio Stadium. Not surprisingly, Wisconsin received a big 
boost at the gate and was next with a 75,507 average in 
Camp Randall Stadium. Michigan was the only team to sell 
out each of its seven home games. Wisconsin had sellouts in 
four of five home games, and Ohio State and Penn State in 
four of six. 

Indiana broke ground this spring on a new $6 million- 
plus indoor practice facility. The building will be named 
after famous rock’n roller John Mellencamp, who lives on 


the outskirts of Bloomington and donated $1.5 million for 
the project. 

For the second year in a row, there were no head coach- 
ing changes in the Big Ten. Iowa’s Hayden Fry, who’s begin- 
ning his 16th season with the Hawkeyes, is the dean of 
conference coaches, followed by Michigan State’s George 
Perles, 12 seasons; Indiana’s Bill Mallory, 11; Ohio State’s 
John Cooper, seven; Michigan’s Gary Moeller and Wiscon- 
sin’s Barry Alvarez, four; Purdue’s Jim Colletto, three; IIli- 
nois’ Lou Tepper, Minnesota’s Jim Wacker, and 
Northwestern’s Gary Barnett, 2. Penn State’s Joe Paterno is 
beginning his 29th season overall but only his second in the 
Big Ten.

FIGHTING IRISH 


Hoitz AGAIN Plays IT Coy

Ona clear day in 
OW te South Bend, Lou Holtz 
still can spot a rain 
CAS cloud on the horizon. 
THE FIGHTING If he were a wine 
IRISH connoisseur, he may 


think the finest vintage 
tastes tart on his tongue. 

If he were a groundskeeper, he may 
accuse Augusta National of growing too 
much crabgrass. 

Some observers call Holtz a grumpy 
old man. 

Others call him a perfectionist. 

Regardless of what people call him, 
Holtz remains one of the hardest coaches 
in college football to please, whether the 
cupboard of talent at Notre Dame is barren 
or bountiful. 

In eight seasons as boss of the Irish, 
Holtz often has predicted gloom and doom 
and ended up with glory and praise. To 
Holtz, each fall Navy looks unsinkable; 
Purdue looks unbeatable; and foes like 
Florida State are taboo topics. 

Before last season, for instance, the 56- 
year-old Holtz repeatedly joked that he had 
players who didn’t know if they could play 
for the Irish, but thought they could. 

His audiences laughed, as they often 
do. But Holtz again proved to be a better 
comic than a prophet. 

All those inexperienced, overconfident 
athletes did was nudge Notre Dame within 
41 yards — the distance of David Gordon’s 
last-second field goal Nov. 20 that gave 
Boston College a 41-39 victory in South 
Bend — of a national title. 

Guys like quarterback Kevin McDou- 
gal, offensive tackle Todd Norman, defen- 
sive tackle Jim Flanigan, and linebacker 
Peter Bercich emerged. Guys who 
grabbed hold of their potential before 
grabbing their diplomas. Guys whom, 
before last season, Holtz had counted on 
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as often as he had counted on the shot- 
gun offense. 

Guys carrying a football resume as reg- 
ular as the ones carried by several of this 
fall’s Fighting Irish starters. 

“We can’t assume that some of these 
players we are going to have to play this 
season are going to be good, solid perform- 
ers,” Holtz said during practice last spring. 
“And I guess we can’t assume they won't be 
good. But it’s different this year. You can’t 
take anything for granted. We'll have to see 
how the pieces fit.” 

Like past puzzles, he predictably can’t 
see them fitting together to form a con- 
tender for the national championship. 
Holtz felt lonely as he scanned the prac- 
tice field last spring. Bryant Young wasn’t 
chasing quarterbacks. Jeff Burris wasn’t 
deflecting down-and-outs. Lake Dawson

wasn’t making one-handed catches. Kevin 
Pendergast wasn’t kicking field goals. And 
Aaron Taylor and Tim Ruddy were 
nowhere to be found. 

“T have real concerns with our leader- 
ship,” Holtz said. “We just don’t have 
enough of it.” 

The position group where Holtz usu- 
ally finds his leaders spent the spring try- 
ing to establish a unit consistency more 
than a team identity. The Notre Dame 
offensive line, a chassis that has powered 
Notre Dame to seven straight New Year's 
Day bowl games, must replace some of its 
most efficient parts ever. Taylor, Ruddy, 
and Norman will now make grunts and 
cause groans on Sundays. The trio left 
behind holes bigger than the ones they cre- 
ated for running backs. 

The most experienced lineman of the 
bunch — senior left guard Mark Zataveski 
— nearly lost his job last spring to 
untested junior Dusty Zeigler and eventu- 
ally may lose it this fall. Two other pro- 
jected starters — senior right tackle Ryan 
Leahy and junior right guard Jeremy Akers 
— never have played an entire season with- 
out injury. Center Will Lyell never hiked 
the ball before last April. And starting left 
tackle Mike Doughty’s next game action 
will be his first. 

“We just don’t have that established 
two-year starter who has played and won,” 
Holtz said. “This is one of the few times we 
have not had an experienced center here. I 
have some big concerns.” 

And some small expectations. 

“T think by 96,” Holtz quipped, “we'll 
be real solid.” 

By that time, his quarterback may be 
real famous. Most college football fans

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already recognize the name Ron Powlus, 
and recall that the 6-2, 218-pounder left 
Berwick (Pa.) High in 1993 considered 
one of the best quarterbacks in Pennsylva- 
nia’s proud prep football history. He chose 
Notre Dame, and had it not been for a 
freak practice accident last 
August when he broke his 
right clavicle, it would have 
been Powlus, and not McDou- 
gal, who took the season’s 
first snap. 

But he didn’t, and the 
phenom with the powerful 
and precise right arm instead 
learned patience. Powlus re- 
broke the same bone in a 
comeback attempt late last 
fall, shelving him for the sea- 
son and sparking doubts 
about his durability. 

But nobody from South 
Bend to Miami to Los Angeles 
doubts his ability. If they do, 
Holtz bets they won’t after a 
few fall Saturdays. 

“He is not your average 
run-of-the-mill quarterback,” 
said Holtz, who will begin his 
25th season as a head coach 
this fall. “That sucker must be 
able to see through people. He 
sees things that I don’t see.” 

Powlus saw his receivers 
a little easier last spring than 
he will this fall because no 
Notre Dame pass rusher was 
allowed to hit him in prac- 
tice. Holtz, concerned about 
the player around whom he 
will build his offense, deemed 


refusal on every play called, quality targets 
return for Powlus if the Irish decide to 
loosen up defenses with an occasional pass. 
Junior Derrick Mayes, a big-game 
receiver, enjoyed his finest spring. He and 
Powlus possess the potential to be one of

Powlus off-limits. The sopho- 

more ran the first-team offense, wore a 
bright yellow No. 3 jersey and made the 
Irish secondary red-faced with his passes. 
If Powlus is gun-shy from last season’s 
injuries, opposing coaches may wish 
their quarterbacks would be so bashful. 

“There’s no reason to think I won’t be 
100 percent,” Powlus said. “I’ve heard all 
those same questions. I don’t worry about 
them. There’s nothing I can do about 
them. I’m just the same person I was 
before I got hurt. That's the only way I 
know how to act and the only way I know 
how to play football.” 

The combination of Powlus and new 
offensive coordinator Dave Roberts, former 
head coach at pass-oriented Northeast 
Louisiana, suggests Notre Dame may 
revamp its passing game. And though 
handoff-happy Holtz maintains the right of 
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the country’s most dangerous connections. 
Speedster Michael Miller should divert 
opposing secondaries’ attention enough to 
free Mayes. Miller, one of Notre Dame’s 
fastest players, never has been able to catch 
up to the immense expectations held for 
him since he came to South Bend as the 
nation’s No. 1 recruit four seasons ago. He 
gives the Irish the deep threat to comple- 
ment Mayes. 

If either weapon becomes injured, or if 
Powlus goes down again, the offense 
becomes predictable, but remains potent. 

Facing a short-yardage dilemma? Full- 
backs Ray Zellars and Marc Edwards trip 
and fall forward three yards. Trying to get 
outside? Toss it to Randy Kinder and watch 
him turn on the speed that made him an 
All-American sprinter during the indoor 
track season. Looking for ball control? Lest 


anyone forget Lee Becton, perhaps the one 
runner in the country who does the most 
with the least. 

Becton gained 1,044 yards in 1993 
and each one seemed to hurt. The pro- 
gram lists Becton as weighing 191 
pounds, but shirtless he looks 
more like someone who would 
deliver a forehand rather than 
a forearm. Yet in the same way 
Becton overcame childhood 
asthma and allergies, he has 
overcome his lack of speed and 
strength with style and savvy. 

“Lee Becton is the slowest 
big-play runner I’ve ever seen,” 
Holtz likes to say about the 93 
Doak Walker Finalist. 

Whether Holtz needs to eat 
the clock or electrify his 
offense, Becton will be the first 
running back asked. 

How reliant Notre Dame 
becomes on the ground game 
again depends on its defense. 
History has repeated itself often 
in the last few seasons in South 
Bend: The ultimate fate of the 
Irish has been decided by how 
many points they surrender. 
What possibly may have gone 
down in the blue-and-gold 
annals as one of the most excit- 
ing defensive seasons Touch- 
down Jesus had ever witnessed 
was forever tainted last Nov. 20. 

More than Gordon’s field 
goal, more than the last- 
minute drive engineered so 
skillfully by Boston College, the 
effortless manner in which the 
Eagles pecked away for yardage 
and poured on 41 points at Notre Dame 
Stadium on the last week of the season 
against a unit defending the No. 1 ranking 
in the country inscribed an indelible scar. 

“I may never get over that (loss),” 
Holtz said last spring, “but it’s over.” 

The Irish have tried hard to sweep any 
memories under the Astroturf. No more 
talk about the national championship that 
wasn’t. No more breaking down the game 
film to detect the breakdowns. No more 
regret. Forgetting became easier when 
three defensive coaches off last year’s staff 
left for new jobs. 

Like Mitch Williams leaving the 
Philadelphia Phillies for the Houston 
Astros after a woeful World Series, defen- 
sive coordinator Rick Minter (now head 
coach at the University of Cincinnati), sec- 
ondary coach Joe Wessel (now an assistant

FIGHTING IRISH UPDATE 


efense dominated spring football practice at Notre Dame. Almost as 

much as change did. New defensive coordinator Bob Davie’s unit dis- 

rupted offenses with an assortment of stunts and blitzes. A different 
cast also emerged during the 15 workouts. The newness made it obvious to 
coach Lou Holtz and others that the similarities between last fall’s second- 
ranked team and next fall's team will be almost nil. 

For instance, Notre Dame's center in ‘93 — Tim Ruddy, one of 10 play- 
ers drafted in April by the NFL — made snapping the ball as involuntary as 
breathing. Last spring, Notre Dame centers once botched the exchange with 
the quarterback four times during a 60-minute scrimmage. 

After several auditions, it appears senior Mark Zataveski will head into 
August as the No. | snapper. 

And, of course, the No. 1 receiver of the snap will be quarterback Ron 
Powlus, the phenom who wore a yellow jersey to protect his twice-broken col- 
larbone from contact. On Powlus’ first play in front of an audience at the 
annual Blue-Gold game, he fired a 26-yard touchdown pass, raising expecta- 
tions another orbit. 

‘There's no doubt whatever that Ron Powlus is the No. 1 quarterback com- 
ing back next fall,” Holtz said, as relieved as the most rabid fan that Powlus 
will return next August in one piece. He also dubbed Powlus the No. 1 punter. 

Though frustrated by his limited participation, the 6-2, 218-pound 
Powlus picked up the necessary subtleties in the Irish offense. 

“I'm glad | just got to do anything,” he said. “After | got hurt the second 
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time, Coach Holtz said | wouldn't do anything in the spring, so it's been a plus.” 

It would help his progress if senior flanker Michael Miller returned, but 
that seemed unlikely after spring practice. Miller and cornerback Tracy Gro- 
ham were targets of an investigation into stolen merchandise that was found 
at their offcampus apartment. Though the St. Joseph County prosecutor chose 
not to press charges, the university's office of student affairs has the final say 
on the students’ eligibility. Their status may not be clear until the first day of 
two-a-day practices in August. 

Without Miller as a deep threat, the Irish will rely even more heavily on 
the running game. Each of Notre Dame’s running backs enjoyed stellar 
springs, especially senior Heisman hopeful Lee Becton, but the holes closed 
quicker than they did last fall. 

The offensive line needs a leader, but it first needs good health. Injuries 
and inexperience combined to make Notre Dame's first taste of life without 
Aaron Taylor a sour one. 

Tackle Ryan Leahy, coming off arthroscopic knee surgery, will be asked 
to assume a greater leadership role for guys like sophomore Mike Doughty, 
the promising starter at left tackle without a second of game experience. 

Speaking of promise, the Irish defense provided plenty. The freer 3-4 
scheme agrees with the young, hungry, talent that didn’t accept the cerebral 
style under Rick Minter. 

The interior three — Brian Hamilton, Germaine Holden, and Oliver Gib- 
son — each performed better than ever, Holtz believed. 
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with the Cincinnati Bengals), and Keith 
Armstrong (an assistant with the Atlanta 
Falcons), changed addresses in hopes their 
memories would follow suit. 

Enter Bob Davie, Notre Dame’s new 
defensive coordinator from Texas AGM. 
With the Aggies, Davie liked his players fast 
and physical, and his taste in tacklers 
hasn’t changed in South Bend. 

“As far as a football player goes, there 
are two things,” Davie explained. “The 
ability to make plays; he has to be a play- 
maker. The second thing is always speed 
over size.” 

Immediately, Notre Dame defenders 
began learning a 3-4 scheme instead of 
the old 4-3. Two of the interior three 
return from last season — burly Brian 
Hamilton and Oliver Gibson. The duo will 
free Davie up to focus on the four line- 
backers, a unit that must wreak havoc on 
quarterbacks and roam sideline-to-side- 
line for running backs. 

Inside linebacker Justin Goheen led 
the Irish in tackles last season as a junior. 
He will be joined inside either by converted 
safety Kinnon Tatum or senior Jeremy 
Sample. Flanking them will be outside 


linebackers Bert Berry, a freshman starter 

in 93, and Renaldo Wynn, both coached by 
newly hired assistant Kirk Doll — another 

former Texas A&M aide. 

That young players like Melvin Dansby, 
Lyron Cobbins, and Alton Maiden will com- 
pete for a spot along the front seven excites 
Davie more than it worries him. 

“The best players will play,” he said. “I 
don’t have any concern with youth. Our 
scheme will be simple enough that we'll 
get the best players on the field.” 

That approach comes as welcome 
news in the secondary. Simplicity will be 
stressed — and embraced. The Irish 
defense became so complex in the last two 
seasons that players wore wristbands with 
the coverages typed on a card to help 
make calls. 

Discarding the “cheat-sheets” also 
will enable some players to discard some 
tentativeness, fifth-year senior safety 
LeShane Saddler believes. Saddler, play- 
ing for his third defensive coordinator, 
will battle Travis Davis for the starting 
spot at strong safety. 

“Last year, we said we would ‘Attack, 
attack, attack,’ and then we would play a 


thinking man’s defense,” Saddler said. 
“This year, we will have an attacking style 
and just line up and play.” 

That suits Bobby Taylor, who lines up 
and plays as well as any defensive back in 
America. A Thorpe Award Finalist last sea- 
son as a sophomore cornerback, Taylor will 
be switched to free safety to take advantage 
of his outstanding speed and range. 

“He is the eraser,” Holtz stated. 

Some mistakes from inexperienced 
cornerbacks may need erasing. Last spring, 
LaRon Moore, who missed "93 because of 
academics, and Brian Magee, who spent ’93 
as a safety, won the starting jobs. 

“Cornerback may be an area where we 
need some help from a freshman,” Holtz 
said. He has two of the country’s best prep 
defensive backs arriving in August — Jarvis 
Edison and Ivory Covington. 

Still, Holtz hates to count on fresh- 
men. Actually, it isn’t his nature to count 
on anything positive before the first block 
or tackle. He prefers a degree of pessimism. 

“You just can’t take anything for 
granted this year,” Holtz said,

figure in Wisconsin football history. He averaged a healthy six 
yards per carry and had four 100-yard games. 

He enters his senior season seventh on the school’s career rushing 
list. Now here’s the catch: He’s a backup. For every carry Fletcher had 
last season for the Badgers, teammate Brent Moss had two. 

“We had a really fortunate situation at Wisconsin where we had 
two really good backs,” Fletcher said. “Unfortunately, there was only 
one football out there.” : 

One football proved to be plenty for the Badgers. They finished a 
dream season with a 10-1-1 record and a Rose Bowl victory over UCLA. 
Like most smash hits, a sequel is in the making. Moss and Fletcher are 
back this season — with a potent supporting cast. 

Their presence in the same backfield typifies the wealth of runners 
in the Big Ten. Call it the Year of the Running Back. 

OK, just about every year is the Year of the Running Back in the 
Big Ten. But this season more so than most. Moss and Michigan's 
Tyrone Wheatley are legitimate Heisman Trophy candidates. You may 
not have heard much about Penn State’s Ki-Jana Carter, but you will. 
He’s just a junior. 

And at Purdue, the Boilermakers have a John Riggins play-a-like 
in junior fullback Mike Alstott. And let's not forget the speedy 
Fletcher, who plays second fiddle in Madison like a symphony maestro. 

Barring injury, it will take a calculator — or two — to tally this 
group’s yardage. Chain-gang crews will wear holes in their shoes 
marking off first downs. Linebackers will be subject to cruel and 
unusual punishment. 

Carter and Wheatley combine speed and power. Fletcher is a nifty 
slasher. Moss has only two directions on his compass — north and 
south. Alstott is built like a tank, but can catch the ball, too. 

All five runners could have futures in the NFL. And in an interest- 
ing twist, all five are from the Midwest. Alstott is from Illinois, Carter 
is from Ohio, Fletcher from Missouri, Moss from Wisconsin, and 
Wheatley from Michigan. So much for the theory that the Big Ten 
must import speed from the south and west to stay competitive. 

Here’s a closer look:

Alstott was one of the few brights spots last season for the 1-10 
Boilermakers. After rushing for 816 yards and 12 touchdowns and 
catching 30 passes for 407 yards and two TDs, he became the first Pur- 
due sophomore since 1945 to be named team MVP. 

“He’s a serious power runner,” Fletcher said. “You talk about 
power to the utmost. He puts his head down and he runs through 
tackles almost as if they’re not there.” 

Just ask Minnesota. The 6-0, 235-pound Alstott shredded the 
Gophers for 171 yards rushing, 84 yards in receptions, and five touch- 
downs last fall. 

“T was just on a roll,” Alstott said. “Every time I touched the ball it 
was 20-yard gains, touchdowns, and everything.”

Everything but a victory. Minnesota won a wild one — 59-56. 

Nonetheless, the game showcased Alstott’s skills. Not even when 
he was starring at Joliet (IIl.) Catholic High had Alstott ever scored five 
touchdowns in a game. The Parade All-American chose Purdue in 
large part because the Boilermakers employed a two-back offense that 
kept the fullback busy. 

Not that Alstott wouldn’t mind more work. Despite the heroics 
against the Golden Gophers, Alstott averaged a modest 14 carries a 
game last season. 

“Moss, he got it 30 times a game almost,” Alstott said. “If got it 
that many times a game, I wonder what I could do.” 

Despite his impressive high school credentials, there was little 
reason to expect Alstott to do much last season given his injury- 
plagued freshman year. He started seven times as a true freshman in 
’92, but suffered a broken fibula against Michigan State. Not only did 
he need surgery, an eight-inch metal plate was placed into his right 
leg. So were eight screws. 

Note: He has yet to set off an airport metal detector. 

As if the leg injury wasn’t bad enough, a few months later Alstott 
suffered a broken hand a couple of days into spring practice. However, 
it didn’t keep him out of spring drills. 

“[ just take some aspirins here and there,” Alstott said. 

It’s the kind of attitude Riggins would love. And yes, Riggins is 
Alstott’s favorite running back. 

“He was always my idol,” Alstott said. “I just like his running — 
his hard style.” 
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KI-JANA CARTER 


Carter doesn’t have to make a name for himself. His mother took 
care of that long ago. 

“| was named Kenneth after my dad, but then he and my mom 
had problems,” Carter said. “He left when I was born. So my mom 
gave me another name. She saw an African movie and Ki-Jana, | think, 
was one of the characters.” 

It’s pronounced Key-John-Uh. Loosely translated, we believe Ki- 
Jana stands for swift (Nittany) Lion. 

“I guess I have a blend of speed and power,” Carter said. “Some 
people say I run like a bigger Barry Sanders. Find the hole, sort it out, 
and then take off.”

It worked like a charm last season. Carter, 5-10, 215, rushed for 
1,026 yards during the regular season, making him Penn State's first 
1,000-yard rusher since Blair Thomas in 1989. His 6.6 yards per carry 
made him the first Nittany Lion running back to average six a carry 
since Curt Warner in 1981. Pretty good company all the way around. 
The most surprising part is that Carter accomplished all this even 
though he came off the bench his first two games, and missed the final 
two games and most of a third with a knee injury suffered against IIli- 


nois. The knee didn’t require surgery. 

“If I would have stayed injury-free, there’s no telling how well I 
could have done last year,” Carter said. 

Truth be told, Lydell Mitchell’s school rushing record of 1,567 
yards might have been in jeopardy. 

“I think I can improve my whole game and do better this year,” 
Carter said. “You never can rely on what you did last year for the next 
year.” 

Carter began 93 in a dead heat with teammates Mike Archie and 
Stephen Pitts for the starting tailback job. But the job was his after 
logging 120 yards against Minnesota and 104 against Southern Cal off 
the bench. Among his 100-yard outings was a 24-carry, 123-yard day 
at Ohio State. We mention this because Carter, from suburban Colum- 
bus, somehow eluded Buckeyes recruiters coming out of Westerville, 
Ohio. 

“T lived in Columbus all my life,” Carter said. 

So why Penn State? 

“] thought maybe I could branch out, try to grow up on my own 
and mature a little bit,” he said. 

This was not welcome news in Columbus. 

“I got a lot of flak from a lot of people,” Carter said. 

One reason Carter said “Goodbye, Columbus” was uncertainty 
over the job status of coach John Cooper after the 1990 season. 

“A lot of people were bad-mouthing him because of how they 
weren’t winning the big games,” Carter said. “I wanted to go to a pro- 
gram that had an established coach. I didn’t want to have my head 
coach change in-between seasons.” 

This made the folks in Happy Valley really happy. 


MOSS & FLETCHER 


Take it from Carter. He calls Moss and Fletcher “one of the best 1- 
2 combos in the country.” 

Not to mention one of the best 1-2 combinations in Big Ten his- 
tory. Moss, the nation’s leading returning rusher, finished with a 
school-record 1,637 yards in 93. Had Fletcher come up with four 
more yards, the Badgers’ duo would have become only the fourth in 
Big Ten history to produce 1,000 yards apiece in the same season. 

The others: 

¢ Michigan’s Gordon Bell and Rob Lytle in 1975. 

© Ohio State’s Archie Griffin and Pete Johnson in 1975. 

° Michigan State’s Tico Duckett and Hyland Hickson in 1990. 

A combination like this deserves a catchy nickname. Cash & 
Carry, Nickel & Dime, Hit & Run, Pete & Repeat have all been men- 
tioned as possibilities. None strikes Fletcher's fancy. 

“Not really,” he said, “Me and Brent, we just go out and play ball. 
If they pick a name for us, I guess we'll just have to take it. But it’s not 
like we're aiming to try to get a name for ourselves.” 

They've already done that on the field. 

Moss is 5-9, 205, hits the hole hard and runs low. He topped 100 
yards in Wisconsin's final 11 games, becoming the first Badger since 
Billy Marek in 1974 to lead the Big Ten in rushing. Although he didn’t 
average 30 carries a game as Alstott suggested, he was a workhorse, 
carrying the ball 25 times or more in nine of Wisconsin’s 12 games. 
Included in that category was a Rose Bowl-MVP performance against 
UCLA: 36 carries for 158 yards and two touchdowns in a 21-16 Wis- 
consin victory. 

Fletcher is almost the same size — 5-9, 195 — but has an entirely 
different running style. 

“Brent tends to be a more physically dominant running back,” 
Fletcher said. “I kind of like to do the moves — the wheel and deal — 
make the crowd go ‘Ooohh! Aaahh!” 

Still, Fletcher said he has learned a lot watching Moss and 
vice versa. 
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“Between our freshman year and last year, Brent and I have 
taken a whole lot from each other’s game,” Fletcher said. “We get 
along perfectly.” 

Not that they fraternize much off the field. 

“Brent has different responsibilities outside of football than I do,” 
Fletcher said. “He has a child, so his free time has to be used a little 
differently than mine.” 

Moss considered turning pro after last season, but Fletcher said 
the thought never crossed his mind. 

“Tm very close to graduating,” Fletcher said. “I still think another 
year of college football can help me out tremendously.” 

Which can’t be welcome news across the Big Ten. 


TYRONE WHEATLEY 


Neither was Wheatley’s decision to return to Michigan for his 
senior season. In the tradition-laden history of Michigan football, 
there might be no bigger upset than the one that occurred on Jan. 10. 

On that day, Wheatley called a press conference and informed 
everyone that he was ... drumroll please. .. staying put! 

“What I think is best for me is to stay here at Michigan,” Wheatley 
said in his opening statement. 

The crowd gasped. The Wolverines did everything but break into a 
chorus of Hail Victors. 

Wheatley told reporters at the press conference that he was doing 
this for nobody but himself. He cited unfinished business, both on the 
field and in the classroom. 

“There's a lot of other things in life besides money,” Wheatley 
said. “The NFL will be there next year.” 


But what about injury? 

“If I was worried about blowing out a knee, I wouldn’t have cho- 
sen to play football. I would have run track,” he said. 

Had he turned pro, Wheatley probably would have been a top five 
pick. He and San Diego State’s Marshall Faulk were the cream of the 
crop at running back. His return to Ann Arbor should once again make 
the Wolverines leading contenders for the Big Ten title — and more. 

He means that much to the Michigan offense. Just ask his peers. 

e “Excellent speed. Unbelievable strength in his legs,” Alstott said. 

* “He’s an extraordinary back like everybody's been saying,” 
Carter said. “He’s the only guy I can see who’s about 6-2, 230 and 
can run a 4.2. You don’t see that in an average runner — even ina 
superb runner.” 

e “Tyrone Wheatley is probably the most unique combination in a 
running back you're going to find,” Fletcher said. “He has the size 
where he can be a power runner when he needs to, and quite obvi- 
ously, he has the speed where he can break away.” 

Fletcher was as surprised as anybody when Wheatley announced 
he was coming back, 

“With his talent, I don’t know if I would have made that choice,” 
he said. 

Besides any team goals, Wheatley should rewrite the record book 
for Michigan running backs this season. His first touchdown will 
break a tie with Anthony Carter for most career touchdowns, with 41. 
With 1,360 yards, he will become the school’s all-time leading rusher. 

So here he is. Tyrone Wheatley. Now playing at a Big Ten theater 
near you. Why not become one of the greatest running backs in college 
history, Wheatley said, and then go on to become a great NFL back? 

Sounds good in theory. 
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BADGERS Pick THEIR Routes To THE Top

When Barry Alvarez 
accepted the Wisconsin 
football head coaching 
job, some friends told 
the former Iowa and 
Notre Dame assistant 
coach that it would lead him down a dead 
end street. 

Can’t win there, they contended. 

Four years later, Alvarez is coming off 
a 10-1-1 season as the Badgers skyrock- 
eted from worst to first in the Big Ten and 
made their first Rose Bowl appearance in 
31 years. 

Dead end street? 

Barry Alvarez has turned the corner at 
Wisconsin. 

Last February, in a neighboring Madi- 
son, Wis., community, they went so far as 
to rename a street in Alvarez’s honor. 

Alvarez Avenue — in the Town of 
Blooming Grove — is a testament to 
what he has contended all along. “We can 
win here,” he preached. And he proved it 
in 1993. 

Now, Alvarez knows that the Badgers 
must prove themselves all over again in 
1994, But with 15 starters returning from 
a team that set a school record for victo- 
ries, he feels good about the prospects. 

“We have more people coming back 
with another year of experience, another 
year of maturing. Why shouldn’t we be bet- 
ter?” he asked. 

“There's no doubt in my mind that we 
should be a better football team. Whether 
we are or not remains to be seen. Injuries 
will play a factor. Chemistry will play a fac- 
tor. Attitude will play a factor. 

“But most of these kids have been 
there. And I think we've kept them hungry.

¢ Senior tailback Brent Moss — The 
Most Valuable Player in the Big Ten and 
the Rose Bowl and the nation’s No. 1 
returning rusher.

Moss gained more than 100 yards in 
1] straight games last fall. Overall, he 
had 312 carries for 1,637 yards (136.4), 
all school records. His 16 touchdowns 
and 96 points were the second-most in 
school history. 

Moss had 41 carries of more than 10 
yards and 87 of his runs were for first 
downs. Speaking of which, on first down, 
Moss averaged 5.8 yards. 

¢ Senior tailback Terrell Fletcher — A 
big-play threat who rushed for 996 yards 
despite getting just 27 per cent of the 
team’s carries, The Badgers are 7-0 in his 
career when he gains over 100 yards. 

Moss and Fletcher became the top 
rushing tandem in Big Ten history last sea- 
son, combining for 2,633 yards (5.51 per 
carry, 219.4 per game) and 25 touchdowns. 

To take advantage of their skills, the 
Badgers are planning to utilize Moss and 
Fletcher in the same backfield this season 
at times. 

“We have to look at the threat of hav- 
ing those two kids on the field at the same 
time,” said offensive coordinator Brad Chil- 
dress. “Certainly, then, one will have to 
block for the other and vice versa. But you 
have two home run threats there.” 

¢ Junior quarterback Darrell Bevell —

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time. And it was a matter of being at the 
right place at the right time. 

“Tt just happened that it was in the 
biggest game of my life, the biggest in 
school history. And I was just grateful to 
make the play.” 

¢ Senior wide receiver Lee DeRamus 
— The second-leading receiver in school 
history and the leading returning receiver 
in the Big Ten; aiming to become the first 
player to lead the Badgers in receiving all 
four years. 

¢ Senior tight end Mike Roan —A first 
team All-Big Ten pick who has started 30 
straight games and caught at least one pass 
in 29 of 34 games. Half of his receptions 
gained first downs last season. 

¢ The offensive line — Four starters 
return, including first-team All-Big Ten 
picks center Cory Raymer and left guard 
Joe Rudolph. 

That’s the cast. 

The supporting cast ain’t bad, either. 

For starters, Carl McCullough, the No. 
3 tailback behind Moss and Fletcher, could 
start for many teams. 

But McCullough, a sophomore, saw 
limited playing time last season as the 
backup to the backup (Fletcher). Still, he 
showed flashes of his potential. He aver- 
aged 5.2 yards per carry. 

“Carl is still facing the same problem 
he faced last year if those two guys (Moss 
and Fletcher) stay healthy,” said backfield 
coach Jim Hueber. 

“That's a helluva one-two punch ahead 
of him. But Carl has set some goals and he 
wants to put himself in a position to be the 
‘The Guy’ when it's his turn.” 

Hueber is still looking for the right guy 
to replace Mark Montgomery at fullback. 

In 1993, the Badgers outrushed all 
12 opponents — by an average of 120.2 
yards per game — improving their 
record to 18-5-1 when they have won the 
ground game the past four seasons under 
Alvarez. 

Montgomery was a key component in 
the success with his blocking. He also 
chipped in with some timely running and 
pass receiving. 

Hueber has no shortage of candidates 
for the fullback position headed by redshirt 
freshman Royce Roberson, a converted tail- 
back; junior Ron Johnson, another con- 
verted tailback; and sophomore Azree 
Commander, a converted linebacker. 

Roberson is the most intriguing possi- 
bility because of his size (6-1, 225) and 
speed. Nicknamed “The Rocket” as a prep, 
he was a Parade All-American at East 
Chicago, Ind. 
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“Big body, great athlete,” Hueber said 
of Roberson. “Great running skills. It’s just 
a matter of whether he can adapt to as 
many blocking assignments as we have. He 
has always been a ball-carrier.” 

It’s conceivable that junior Matt 
Nyquist could also wind up at fullback 
again. Last season, Nyquist made the tran- 
sition from fullback to tight end where he 
was Roan’s backup until he suffered a late- 
season foot injury. 

The addition of junior college transfer 
Darrell Larsen 
has improved the 
depth at tight 
end. In a short 
time, Larsen has 
become very tight 
with Bevell. 

Both are Mor- 
mons. Both are 
married. Both are 
24. Both have two 
years of eligibility 
remaining. 
Larsen spent his 
two-year mission 
in Ireland. Bevell 
spent his in 
Cleveland. And it 
only seemed like 
four years. So 
there are differ- 
ences. 

The biggest 
difference in Bev- 
ell this season 
may be his inde- 
pendence. Bevell 
will be given 
more opportuni- 
ties to change 
plays at the line 
of scrimmage.

“Tt’s impor- 
tant to give him (Bevell) more flexibility in 
our automatic game,” said Childress, 
“because (defenses) are jumping eight peo- 
ple up there to stop the run. We'll put the 
trump in the quarterback’s hand, so if he 
doesn’t have the right look, he doesn’t have 
to run the play that was called from the 
sideline.” 

Which is where you will find senior Jay 
Macias, once again, as Bevell’s understudy. 
Last season, Bevell silenced his critics with 
his remarkable accuracy, setting Big Ten 
marks for completion percentage in a game 
(.944, 17 of 18 against Northwestern) and 
season (.687, 125-182). 

In becoming the first UW quarterback 
since Ron Vander Kelen (1962) to earn 


won the Big Ten long jump and high hur- 
dles during the indoor track season.

n unexpected storm dumped over seven inches of snow and slush on 

Camp Randall Stadium, putting a winter damper on the annual 

spring game. Despite the horrible weather conditions, which turned 
the turf into a skating rink, the best team still won. And the game ended in a 
fitting manner for a Wisconsin spring — with a snowball fight. 

Featuring the No. 1 offense and defense, the Cardinals dominated the 
White squad 27-0 as senior tailbacks Brent Moss and Terrell Fletcher each 
rushed for 84 yards and combined for three touchdowns. 

"| saw the whole offense take it to another level this spring,” observed 
defensive back Jeff Messenger. “They just kept building. It was like they 
hadn't had three months off since the Rose Bowl. Instead, it was like the 
offense jumped right back into it and kept improving.” 

Promising sophomore tailback Carl McCullough didn’t even play in the 
spring game because of an ankle injury. But after watching wide receiver 
Reggie Torian in action, Messenger believes the offense has added another 
weapon to its arsenal. Torian is a redshirt freshman from Markham, Ill. 

"He (Torian) is definitely a deep threat, a legitimate deep threat,” said 
Messenger. “Whenever he's on the field, a defense is going to have to worry 
about the long ball, which means the corners will need to give him some 
extra cushion. He’s going to be scary in another three years. With his tools, 
he could be as good as there is in the country. It’s just a matter of channeling 
his skills and making sure he works hard on every snap.” 

It’s also a matter of finding some playing time for Torian and Tony Sim- 
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mons, another redshirt freshman and speedster. The Badgers are blessed 
with talented wideouts. Seniors lee DeRamus and J.C. Dawkins rank among 
the best in the Big Ten. Based on his spring performance, however, Torian 
may have pushed his way into the rotation, which would then allow the 
coaching staff to redshirt Michael London. 

“Reggie has probably improved as much as anyone this spring,” said 
receivers coach Jay Norvell. “He's an extremely talented athlete and a very 
aggressive kid on the football field, which is what you're looking for as far as 
an athlete who also runs track. He got an awful lot of work during spring 
ball. | think he learned an awful lot, too.” 

Coach Barry Alvarez learned that the fullback position still needs some 
development. Ron Johnson has moved ahead of Royce Roberson and Azree 
Commander. But Matt Nyquist, the No. 2 tight end, could also take some 
turns in the backfield, if necessary. Nyquist is a former fullback. 

"We're not where | wanted to be totally at fullback,” Alvarez conceded, 
“although | think we're getting closer with Ron (Johnson). We'll be fine there 
(in the fall).” 

Alvarez was generally pleased with the spring results."Especially with 
the way we progressed defensively,” he said. “This will be by far the quickest 
defense we've had since we've been here.” 

The Badgers will have four senior captains for the 1994 season: Moss, 
Messenger, offensive guard Joe Rudolph and defensive tackle Mike Thomp- 
son.

After redshirting as a freshman in 
1990, Thompson will enter the 1994 season 
with 34 consecutive starts. A year ago, 
Thompson led the Big Ten in quarterback 
sacks with 10, but five came in one game 
against Northwestern. 

“Thompson can become as good a 
defensive lineman as there is in the Big 
Ten,” said McCarney.

TEPPER CONCENTRATES ON OFFENSE

As a guy who 
has spent most of 
his adult life think- 
ing defense, 
defense, defense, it 
is strange to see Illi- 
nois coach Lou 
Tepper hanging 
around with the quarterbacks. 

Yet all through spring practice, and 
heading into a very promising fall, Tepper 
purposely fixed his attention on an offense 
that needs maturity, consistency, and 
attention to detail. He barked at the run- 
ning backs. He quickly corralled receivers 
who ran improper routes. He slammed his 
whistle between his lips whenever a player 
lined up in the wrong formation. The nor- 
mally soft-spoken Tepper even unleashed a 
wicked tongue-lashing to a startled tight 
end who took instructions too lightly. 

Seeing Tepper interact with the offense 
was a bit like watching the ringmaster pick 
up the whip and march into the lion’s cage. 
This was Tepper cast in a whole new role. 
In the past, the attention he paid to the off- 
season was minimal at best. But in prepa- 
ration for this season he has joined with 
offensive coordinator Greg Landry to ride 
herd over the offense, positive that 
progress there holds the key to what could 
be Illinois’ most successful season since 
the 1989 team went 10-2. 

Tepper can divert his attention away 
from the defense because that unit is 
stacked thick with talent and experience. 
All 11 starters return, including what Tep- 
per believes could be the premier quartet 
of linebackers in the country. 

A simplified version of the Illini 1994 
game plan suggests that the defense will 
take care of itself. And if the offense comes 
along, great things could await. With 18 of 
22 starters returning, with seven home 
games on the schedule, and coming off the 
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first season since 1987 that did not include 
the reward of a bow! game, Illinois is hun- 
gry to seize this opportunity. 

Yes, expectations are high in Cham- 
paign. 

“J don’t mind the pressure of people 
expecting us to win games or expecting us 
to be a contender in the Big Ten,” Tepper 
said. “I’d much rather have that kind of 
pressure than I would trying to explain 
why I think we can only win two or three 
games.” 

And while offensive advancement is

crucial, stout defense should be this team’s 
calling card. 

As always, Tepper is seeking defensive 
improvement as well. 

“There is the thought that we have 
arrived defensively,” he said. “But there is 
a good attitude among the defensive play- 
ers that we must improve to achieve loftier 
goals. We're looking to improve funda- 
mentally with the basics of our defense 
and we’re looking to develop depth behind 
our regulars.” 

The heart and soul of the Illini defense 
rests with that quartet of linebackers — 
Dana Howard, John Holecek, Simeon Rice, 
and Kevin Hardy. 

“Tt’s a once-in-a-lifetime group of line- 
backers, perhaps the best Illinois has ever 
had,” Tepper said. “I'd line up this unit 
against any other in college football.” 

The centerpiece of that group is 
Howard, the bone-crunching 240-pound 
senior All-American. Howard was the Big 
Ten defensive Player of the Year last sea- 
son, despite recording the lowest tackle 
total (123) in any of his three years. He 
contemplated going pro, then decided to 
make a final stand. No one could be hap- 
pier with that decision than Tepper. 

“In my 27 years in the coaching pro- 
fession, Dana Howard is one of the finest 
linebackers with whom I've been associ- 
ated. I think he'll be a very motivated 
player in 1994.” 

One of Howard’s goals is to finish his 
career as Illinois’ all-time leading tackler. 
He enters the season with 420 career tack- 
les, fourth behind John Sullivan (501), 
Darrick Brownlow (483), and John Gillen 
(440). Howard’s inside linebacking mate is

“He’s a thinking man’s linebacker with 
an attitude,” said assistant coach Chris 
Cosh, who nicknamed Holocek “Nitschke” 
after the all-time great Illini linebacker. 

Rice’s attitude as the team’s premier 
pass rusher is Nitschke-nasty, too. Rice was 
the 1992 Big Ten Freshman of the 
Year as a true freshman and has 
recorded 17 quarterback sacks in 
two seasons. 

“This winter he has really 
worked at improving his strength 
and his production as a first-down 
player,” Tepper said. 

The under-appreciated one is 
Hardy, whose quickness and pass- 
coverage ability make him the 
complete package. 

Up front, the pleasant surprise 
last season was the emergence of 
Mikki Johnson at nose tackle. Sev- 
enteen times he made tackles for 
losses, second best in the Big Ten. 

“IT would compare him very 
favorably with Moe Gardner after 
his sophomore season,” Tepper 
said, referring to the former All- 
American and current Atlanta Fal- 
con. 
Tackles Tim McCloud and 
Chad Copher return to join John- 
son on the front line. 

The experienced secondary 
includes cornerbacks Rod Boykin 
and Robert Crumpton as well as 
safeties Tyrone Washington and 
Antwoine Patton. Those safeties 
are the kind of “fly-to-the-ball” 
bullets Tepper loves. And senior 
Big Ten track sprint standout Scott 
Turner has emerged as a competent and 
badly needed backup at cornerback. 

The defense includes the team’s top 13 
tacklers from a year ago. No wonder Tepper 
felt he could zero in on the offensive side of 
the ball. 

Unlike last year, when four players 
were locked in a heated quarterback derby, 
junior starter Johnny Johnson returns to 
spearhead the drive toward consistency. 

“The biggest change for this year is 
that everybody kind of has a handle on 
what to expect from our offense,” Landry 
said. “I think a lot of that happened in the 
off-season. The kids really worked hard. 
There was a great improvement in our 
weightlifting and workout program in the 
off-season. 

“T think the players really like the 
offense that I brought here to Illinois. They 
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like playing it. And I think they see where 
last year there was a lot of indecision 
because it was their third offense and they 


didn’t know what to expect, now they know 


what to expect. I think they have a lot of 
confidence.” 
Three years ago Illinois tried to perfect 


the offense of former coach John Mackovic.

By the end of the season with all the fresh- 
men we played, I thought we performed 
pretty well offensively, considering where 
we started from. 

“I told the players this year, the big dif- 
ference now is the understanding we have of 
the offense. There were times last year when 
Coach Tepper would watch us and say we 
have to spend more attention to 
detail. That's easy to say the second 
year, but it’s a lot harder to say pay 
attention to detail the first year 
when the kids don’t know what ‘Ace 
Right’ means; they don’t even know 
what the formations are. 

“This year as a coaching staff 
we knew we could spend more 
attention on details because the 
kids have an understanding of the 
offense. Now we can spend more 
attention on fundamentals. That 
should help our offense.” 

Johnson, a quick, durable, 
junior, talks like a guy bent on 
upgrading his personal perfor- 
mance while pulling the entire 
offense along with him. 

“Tm happy about things. I 
know there is room for improve- 
ment and that’s what I am looking 
for, to get better,” he said. “I found 
out I had a hard time throwing to 
my left last year. When I dropped 
back I would turn my shoulders 
too far and I couldn’t see over to 
the left side of the field. 

“Now that I know what I’m 
doing, I can concentrate on drop- 
ping back and making sure my 
shoulders are more parallel to the 
line of scrimmage. Coach Landry 


Then came a new system installed by one- 
year offensive coordinator Tom Beck. Then 
Landry arrived last season with yet another 
approach. No wonder the Illini offense 
sputtered at times last season, six times 
scoring 14 points or less. 

Even so, Landry found some of the 
criticism misdirected. 

“There are a couple things I get mad 
about from last year,” Landry said. “Look 
and see where we came from at the begin- 
ning of the year.

his much was decided in Illinois’ annual spring game: Defense is king. 

Illinois’ No. 1 defensive unit pitched a convincing shutout in the Blue 

team's 27-0 victory over the White squad. That was no surprise, as 
the top defensive players bullied their way past offensive reserves. 

"That's the first of many shutouts,” predicted All-American linebacker 
Dana Howard. 

And the No. 1 offense generally had its way against the defensive 
backups with quarterback Johnny Johnson completing 13 of 21 passes 
for 163 yards. No. 2 Scott Weaver connected on 8 of 14 for 100 yards 
while third-string freshman Jeff Hecklinski struggled, completing 6 of 17 
for 67 yards. 

"| was happy with the entire spring,” Illini coach Lou Tepper said. 
“We know our weaknesses and we know our strengths right now. That's a 
large part of what spring is all about.” 

The strength is defense, where all 11 starters return. No defensive 
reserve was able to block speed-rusher Simeon Rice, who has bulked up to 
250 pounds and set high goals for himself and his teammates. 

"We want to come out in the very first game and establish ourselves 
across the country as the No. 1 defense,” Rice said. 

Howard is pumped up, too. 

"| think we're the team to beat in the Big Ten,” he said. “We talk 
about the Big Ten championship a lot around here, but we're preaching 
national championship, too. That's another goal.” 
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SPRING UPDATE 


Three players received “most improved” awards at the conclusion of 
spring drills. 

On offense it was Ken Blackman, who has successfully made the tran- 
sition from defensive line to starting left tackle. 

“We are very pleased with Ken's progress,” Tepper said. “He really 
came through for us.” 

Most improved on defense was backup cornerback Scott Turner, who 
is a standout sprinter for the Illini track team. In fact, his improvement there 
has allowed Tepper to experiment with cornerback Rod Boykin, auditioning 
him at safety in case of an injury elsewhere in the defensive backfield. 

On special teams, the most improved player was Marquis Mosely, 
who has won the job returning punts. What remains a mystery is the Illini 
running game. The top two returning backs — Ty Douthard and Damien 
Platt — did not participate in the spring game. Douthard was withheld as a 
safety precaution following shoulder surgery, while Platt attended to some 
academic work. 

Offensive coordinator Greg Landry featured mostly one-back sets, 
often using two tight ends and two wide receivers. 

Tight ends Matt Cushing (six receptions), Lashon Ludington (five), Ken 
Dilger (three), and Chris Stelter (two) combined for 16 receptions worth 
157 yards. 

What Landry did not show was a no-huddle offense, something he 
installed in the spring and said he plans to use periodically this fall.

“I want to put a little more touch on 
my ball and make sure I am filling the lead- 
ership role like I should.” 

Johnson ran hot and cold last year and 
needs to improve on his 47 percent com- 
pletion accuracy. 

But Landry has bigger worries than 
quarterback. “We still have a lot of ques- 
tions on offense,” he said. “We graduated a 
good center, a good tackle, and a good 
tight end. We need to find replacements for 
them. And our running back situation has 
been limited.” 

Start with the running backs. Ty 
Douthard became Illinois’ first freshman to 
lead the team in rushing in 49 years when 
he racked up 599 yards while also leading 
the team with 43 receptions. He had off- 
season shoulder surgery, saw limited 
action in the spring, but is expected to be 
100 percent this fall. Douthard was at his 
best in Illinois’ 24-21 victory at Michigan, 
rushing for 123 yards and a touchdown. 

“He was the heartbeat of our offense a 
year ago,” Tepper said. “I expect him to be 
a real special back this fall.” 

The question is, who will join 
Douthard when Illinois features a two-back 
set? Slippery sophomore Damien Platt is a 
good possibility, as is senior Kevin Jackson, 
who continues to battle injuries. 

But five freshman running back 
recruits arriving in the fall were to get a 
long look with Mack Jacobs of Evansville, 
Ind., and Wilbert Smith of Panorama, 
Calif., (2,504 yards and 41 touchdowns in 
10 games last season) given a solid chance 
of earning early playing time. 

The inexperience factor hurt Illinois at 
wide receiver last year. But players like 
Jason Dulick, Toriano Woods, Jasper 
Strong, and Marquis Mosely look more con- 
fident heading into this season. And don’t 
forget 5-10, 150-pound senior Jim Klein, 
who caught the dramatic game-winning TD 
pass last season to topple Michigan. 

Ken Dilger returns for his senior sea- 
son at tight end, and veterans on the offen- 
sive line include right guard Jon Kerr and 
left guard Derek Allen. Sophomore Chris 
Koerwitz, a 305-pounder, appears to be the 
new starter at center, replacing Greg 
Engel. Mike Suarez looked to have the 
inside track at right tackle, and 6-5, 300- 
pound Ken Blackman was winning the bat- 
tle at left tackle. 

As for special teams play, Tepper felt 
Illinois enjoyed one of its best efforts last 
season. Place-kicker Chris Richardson 
underwent knee surgery in the winter but 
should be in top form for his senior year. 
Punter Brett Larsen returns as well.

MAttory's No-NoNsENSE APPROACH Works

Bill Mallory’s imme- 
diate predecessors as 
Indiana football coach 
were gimmick people. 
Lee Corso’s first IU 
game saw him take his 
team to another field in 
Bloomington to warm 
up. Then he brought the Hoosiers into 
Memorial Stadium in a London-type bus 
only seconds before the kickoff. 

Sam Wyche, Corso’s successor, 
changed the team logo and dressed his 
players in honest-to-goodness school col- 
ors. The crimson jerseys were OK, but the 
cream pants still are the subject of jokes. 

Ten years ago, however, Indiana 
changed its image by hiring a no-nonsense 
coach out of Northern Illinois. Bob Knight 
made the first call, and Mallory bit off one of 
the toughest coaching jobs in the Big Ten. 

“The thing I heard often about Indiana 
was its poor commitment to football, that 
it was so committed to basketball and 
never gave football a chance,” Mallory said, 
looking back on a decade in which his 
teams have gone 57-56 after an 0-11 start 
in 1984. “What I wanted to know when I 
came aboard was, ‘Are you serious? Are you 
going to make a commitment?” 

Despite some negative advice, Mallory 
became convinced he could win in Bloom- 
ington. The university built a new football 
complex and is working on an indoor prac- 
tice facility, which every other school in 
the Big Ten has. But the biggest change 
was Mallory’s ability to bring in quality 
players such as Anthony Thompson and 
Vaughn Dunbar and, more important, 
improve his lesser talents until they could 
compete in the Big Ten.

Before Mallory arrived, the Hoosiers 
had been to bow! games only twice. John 
Pont’s Cinderella team in 1967 made the 
Rose Bowl, and Corso took the 1979 club 
to the Holiday Bowl. But after going 4-18 
in his first two seasons, Mallory has had 
Indiana in six bowl games. 

Indiana's 8-3 regular season record in 
1993 exceeded most expectations, but the 
Hoosiers stunk up the Independence Bowl 
with a 45-20 loss to Virginia Tech. Indi- 
ana’s chances of making another bowl will 
depend upon whether nine defensive 
starters can be replaced. 

Lamar Mills and Bernard Whittington 
were among the best defensive ends in the

conference last season, so good that 
Charles Beauchamp was moved to line- 
backer. Beauchamp had been a candidate 
for All-Big Ten in 1992, but was lost for the 
season during the second game. Consid- 
ered an underachiever, Mills stepped in and 
improved enough that he and Whittington 
combined for 19 tackles for losses in ’93. 

Finding new ends was a major task dur- 
ing spring practice, but former fullback 
Louis Pinnock, sophomore Nathan Davis, 
and Roger Murray were among the candi- 
dates. Tackle John Hammerstein, brother of 
former Michigan stars Mike and Mark Ham- 
merstein, was tried out at end, but probably 
will remain at tackle. He excelled there 
while supporting Hurvin McCormack, the 
Hoosiers’ best lineman last season. 

“T like Pinnock at end. He’s a kid who 
can surface like Bernard and Lamar did as 
juniors,” Mallory said. “He’s strong. He’s 
tough. He's quick.” 

Davis, a former Indiana high school 
shot put champion, will receive strong 
consideration at the other end. A cousin of 
Cincinnati Reds shortstop Barry Larkin, 
the 265-pound defender still is flirting with 
his vast potential. 

“If he decides he wants to be a player 
here, then the sky’s the limit for him,” Mal- 
lory said. 

Tackle Troy Drake joins linebacker 
Alfonzo Thurman as Indiana’s only full- 
time starters back on defense. The 273- 
pound senior had 10 tackles for losses and 
came on strong late in the season. 

“He’s going to be one of our hubs,” 
Mallory said. 

Indiana had one of its better recruiting 
classes, headed by high school All-Ameri- 
can tackle Bo Barzilauskas. A hometown 
boy whose father, Carl, played profession- 
ally, Barzilauskas could contribute imme- 
diately on either offense or defense, but 
probably will be redshirted.

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Eli Rasheed, a 280-pound junior, and 
260-pound junior Jason Kaylor also figure 
to play extensively in the line. 

Thurman, the Hoosiers’ leading tack- 
ler, is a steady middle linebacker who was 
flanked last season by Beauchamp and Jay 
Davis, a 200-pounder who was great 
against the pass, but sometimes too 
small to stop the run. The new corps 
of linebackers includes Derrick Ter- 
rell, Jamie Baisley, Trevor Wilmot, 
Jon Pilch, and Matt Surface. Wilmot, 
a great athlete but inconsistent, 
made two starts. 

The Hoosiers lost four starters 
from their secondary, although 
Lance Brown made six starts and 
has 11 in his career, Although 
Brown has been mostly a nickel 
back, Mallory believes the 203- 
pound senior can be one of the bet- 
ter defensive backs in the 
conference. 

“We haven't had a DB here 
who’s got any more ability than 
Lance has,” he said. 

Brown made four of Indiana’s 
14 interceptions in ’93. 

Eric Smedley stood out on kick 
coverage and his coaches think he 
can translate that success into play- 
ing cornerback. 

‘T’'m looking for him to step to 
the forefront and be a good player 
for us,” Mallory said of the 193- 
pound junior. “It’s just a matter of 
him taking his game to the next 
level. He’s at the stage where he 
needs to come into his own, and 
with some of the older heads 
leaving, he certainly has the

of eligibility remaining. Lewis had 55 
catches for 1,058 yards and had a 99-yard 
touchdown catch and 285 yards in recep- 
tions against Penn State. 

Lewis’ abrupt departure within a week 
after the bowl game leaves the Hoosiers 
with only one experienced receiver — 
Eddie Baety, who had 26 catches 
and is a tough downfield blocker. 
Tight ends Ross Hales and Dan 
Thompson departed, leaving only 
freshmen Ben Klausmeyer and Pat 
Kerin at the position. That induced 
Mallory to try 6-6, 300-pound tackle 
Tom McKinnon at tight end. The 
senior started nine games at offen- 
sive tackle last season. 

“He's pretty athletic for a big 
guy,” said Mallory, indicating that 
McKinnon must shed at least 20 
pounds to fill the role. 

“We've got the two young pups. 
We just need to give them time and 
they'll be good backup people. But we 
need an older head in there to take 
the bull by the horns and go with it,” 
the coach said. “If you can get him 
down to between 270 and 280, then I 
think you could have a pretty good 
tight end.” 

Except for Baety, Eric Matthews 
is the most experienced of the wide 
receivers. He had seven catches last 
season and saw extensive service 
returning kickoffs. Lewis’ speed will 
be equally missed returning punts 
and kickoffs. Redshirt freshman 
Brian Bruner may get a quick 

chance to play at wideout and 
Ajamu Stoner, Nathan Rabideau, 
and Rich Kearney could see ser- 


opportunity.” 

The most intriguing of several position 
changes involves Brett Law, who was 
switched to cornerback after two seasons at 
tailback. Law, who scored 66 high school 
touchdowns in 1988, ran for 240 yards 
against Missouri in 1992 for the third- 
highest total in school history. He also ran 
for 140 yards against Iowa last year but 
became lost in a tailback shuffle and gained 
only 205 yards during the season. 

“This is just a matter of him getting a 
handle on it,” Mallory said. “He’s a good 
heady kid and he’s got pretty good speed.” 

Also vying for a cornerback spot will 
be Kris Mucci, who excelled on kick cov- 
erage; Craig Goode, son of former St. 
Louis Cardinals star Irv Goode; and 
Aaron Warnecke, a walk-on freshman. 
Mallory has had outstanding success with 
walk-on players.

Former defensive backfield coach Bob 
Morris left a long-time relationship with 
Mallory in an unprecedented move. Morris 
became Jim Colletto’s defensive coordina- 
tor at Purdue, IU’s archrival. 

Indiana retains All-Big Ten place- 
kicker Bill Manolopoulos and Jim DiGuilio, 
twice an all-conference punter. 
Manolopoulos was 16 of 22 on field goals 
and perfect on 29 extra-point attempts as a 
freshman. DiGuilio set a school record by 
averaging 44.3 yards in 1992 and he carried 
a 42.6 average last season. 

However, DiGuilio must now make the 
pooch kicks handled last season by Shan- 
non Rutledge. Mallory considers the two 
among the nation’s best tandems. The 
Hoosiers’ offensive chemistry took a nose- 
dive when wide receiver Thomas Lewis 
decided to turn professional with a season 


vice. 

Jermaine Chaney, who made seven 
starts, and Michael Batts, who began the 
season No. 1, provide experience at tail- 
back, but their domain is being threatened 
by redshirt freshman Alex Smith. Smith 
was the state’s first Mr. Football. 

The Hoosiers plan to use 235-pound 
Steve Lee and 222-pound Darin Ward at 
fullback with incumbent Sean Glover mov- 
ing to tailback. Glover averaged 3.0 yards a 
carry last season and his 27 pass receptions 
were second on the team. 

Tailbacks Shane Thomas and Kenyetta 
Williams transferred to Cincinnati and Mis- 
souri, respectively. Williams made one start 
and Thomas was on the second unit at sea- 
son's end, 

“We're going to run the football better. 
If we don’t, I’m going to be really disap- 
pointed,” Mallory said.

unprecedented in Indiana University history. Lewis’ 55 receptions last sea- 

son were exceeded only by the 66 that All-American Ernie Jones grabbed 
in 1987. Lewis’ average of 19.2 yards per catch matched Jones’ mark, and 
Lewis followed Jones as the second IU receiver to gain more than 1,000 pass- 
ing yards in a season, 

With two proven quarterbacks still around, the Hoosiers looked to have a 
potent aerial game. But then Lewis, a former Proposition 48 victim, decided to 
bypass his senior season and it was hard to find a recognizable receiver in camp. 

However, the situation appeared a lot less bleak for Bill Mallory after 
spring drills. Two receivers who have yet to make a collegiate catch had out- 
standing springs, so good that for a brief time Ajamu Stoner and Brian Bruner 
were listed ahead of veteran Eddie Baety on the depth chart. Stoner had four 
catches in the Cream and Crimson game that closed Indiana practices and 
was termed “perhaps the most improved player” in camp by Mallory. Bruner, a 
redshirt freshman who played on two state championship teams at Indianapolis 
Ben Davis High, also had a great spring. 

Certainly, Baety will be the Hoosiers’ prime receiver after totaling 87 
catches over the past three years, but even he likes the newcomers. 

“We thought Ajamu could play last year but he had to wait his turn. 
He’s really stepping up and doing the job for us inside,” Baety said. “There 
was a lot of hype about Thomas Lewis leaving, but | think we'll still be strong 
at receiver.” 

Mallory shared those thoughts, saying, “I've been real pleased with Ajamu. 
It takes a while for a young man to develop and come into his own, to get a

good feel for everything. Ajamu is getting a good handle on his play and feels 
good about himself. We've seen him come of age. And we thought Brian Bruner 
made good progress, especially in the latter stages of the spring.” 

Because of conflicts with track, the Hoosiers had limited use of Eric 
Matthews, but believe he will be one of their primary deep threats. 

“| would have liked to have had him out there more because he carries an 
important role since we lost Thomas Lewis,” Mallory said. 

Although the Hoosiers had decent depth at tailback, the performance of 
redshirt freshman Alex Smith was the talk of the camp. The state of Indiana's 
first Mr. Football, Smith had looked good on the scout team, but when he ran 
for 197 yards in 20 carries during one scrimmage, he became No. | on the 
varsity, Incumbent Jermaine Chaney missed some practices because of track 
and sickness. 

“Alex made our other backs play harder. We saw some pretty good runs 
from all our backs,” Mallory said. “I thought Michael Batts made good 
progress and | was pleased with Sean Glover (the starting fullback in 1993). 
We've skinnied him down and got him running at tailback and | think he fits in 
that position better.” 

Mallory said he expects incumbent John Paci and sophomore Chris Dittoe 
to share time at quarterback, but Paci’s shoulder surgery allowed Dittoe to 
work with both the first and second units. Quarterbacking for both teams, Dit- 
toe completed 25 of 38 passes in the spring game. 

“IF we were going to start tomorrow, I'd probably start with Paci, but cer- 
tainly would change up with Dittoe. But | look at both of them as good quality 
quarterbacks,” Mallory said. 
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The Hoosiers will be doubly blessed at 
quarterback, where John Paci gave them a 
blend of running and passing and where, 
when Paci became too hobbled to play, 
freshman Chris Dittoe stepped in like a vet- 
eran. Paci threw for 379 yards against Penn 
State, who completed 133 of 258 passes. 
Dittoe made his first start at Ohio State 
and completed 16 of 30 in a 23-17 loss. 

Paci, who endured foot and then 
shoulder injuries last year, underwent 
reconstructive surgery on his right shoul- 
der in the off-season. Third-string quar- 
terback Adam Greenlee had similar 
surgery, leaving Dittoe to take most of the 
snaps in spring practice. 

Although some expect a quarterback 
battle to ensue this fall, Dittoe doesn’t 
believe it will become a bitter confrontation. 

“T don’t think so because we’re really 
good friends,” he said. “I don’t want to be 
competitive with him because then we 
would tend to become enemies. We get 
along great and we'll make sure it stays 
that way.” 

Indiana won seven of its first eight 
with Paci at the helm. 

Indiana should field a solid offensive 
line, headed by returning tackles Clay 
Williams and Chris Smith. Jay Seib 
appears set at center with Jason Boyd as 
his backup. Tom Lukawski and Andrew 
Greene should be the starting guards with 
310-pound Ghaton Ross, Michael Mihelic, 
and Mike Stumpf in reserve. Boyd, who 
has played a number of positions, was 
given a look at tight end. 

“But he’s not quite athletic enough 
out there,” Mallory said. 

The Hoosiers benefited from seven 
home games in 1993, but home atten- 
dance probably took a dip because of that. 
Indiana’s first four games were at home 
and three of those drew fewer than 35,000 
in a 52,354-seat stadium. Even Purdue’s 
appearance drew only 48,429. 

The highlights of the 1993 season 
probably were a 24-8 win over Kentucky, 
in which IU held its SEC rival to 33 yards 
rushing, and a 10-0 win over Michigan 
State, which was limited to 41 yards on 
the ground. Indiana lost a 38-31 donny- 
brook at Penn State in which the 
Hoosiers twice came back from 14-point 
deficits, and Indiana lost a 23-17 thriller 
at Ohio State. 

Former Indiana coach Bob Hicks 
made an astute observation after the regu- 
lar season when he said, “People don’t 
realize it, but this year is the first year 
that we were in all 11 ballgames right up 
into the fourth quarter.”

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backer. Two promising sophomores, Mike 
Burchfield and Craig Williams, are bat- 
tling at right end. 

“We have some pretty solid players up 
front,” Morris said. “And I'd like to rotate 
them. Because they’re not big enough to 
play 50 plays, but they can play 25, full 
bore, and be pretty good. 

“Our guys up front, I don’t think we 
can just sit there and expect those guys to 
sit in the gap and be good players. We've 
got to move those guys. And I think they 
can do that, I think it'll make them all 
better players.” 

The linebackers feature three out- 
standing starters and good depth. 

Starting in the middle will be junior 
Bart Conley, a junior who has had 192 
tackles the past two years — 99 as a fresh- 
man and a team-leading 93 last season 
when injuries kept him out of the starting 
lineup for one game and forced him to 
play hurt in a few others. 

Flanking him will be junior Aaron 
Hall and sophomore Joe Hagins. Hall 
trailed only Conley last season with 85 
tackles, when he, too, didn’t start in one 
game and was less than 100 percent for 
part of the season. 

Hagins is a fierce hitter who was 
impressive as a freshman when he started 
five games, including the last four, and 
finished with 44 tackles. He played out of 
position as an end-safety, and he should 
benefit as much as anybody from the new 
defense. 

Colletto thinks his starting lineback- 
ers could develop into one of the better 
units in the Big Ten. 

“They've got a chance,” he said. 
“There’s good ones at Illinois, and others 
in this league. All three of them have 
played now. It'll be Conley’s and Hall's 
third year, Hagins’ second. And they've all 
done good jobs. You’d expect them to be 
one of the better groups. 

“Bart’s not the greatest foot-speed 
guy, but he’s real good from tackle to 
tackle and he’s improved his pass defense. 
And Hall and Hagins can really run.” 

There’s concern in the secondary, 
with the loss of three-year starters Jimmy 
Young at cornerback and Pat Johnson at 
free safety. Young was a two-time, first- 
team All-Big Ten pick who tied the Pur- 
due career record for interceptions (11) 
and finished second in number of passes 
broken up (33). 

Three probable starters this season 
were part-time starters a year ago. 

Junior John Jackson started the first 
eight games in '93 but struggled and was 
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replaced in the final three games by junior 
college transfer Kevin Nolan. And junior 
Brian Lohman started three games at free 
safety for an injured Johnson, 

In ’94, Jackson figures to return to 
corner, with Nolan moving to free safety 
and Lohman to strong safety, and senior 
Brian Thurman at the other corner. 

Colletto liked what he saw of the sec- 
ondary in the spring. 

“We intercepted more passes and 
knocked more passes down the first six or 
seven days of spring than anytime during

the last three years,” he said. “They're 
playing aggressively.” 

Morris said the goal of Purdue’s new 
defense in '94 is simple — create more 
negative plays for opponents’ offenses. 

Last season, the Boilermakers had 
only 14 sacks and 54 tackles for a loss, 
Plus, Purdue was 10th in the Big Ten with 
only eight interceptions and last in the 
league in turnover margin. 

“Last year the three top teams in tack- 
les for losses were Indiana (90), Minnesota 
(89), Ohio State (87),” Morris said. “Those 
were the three teams in the league that 
played the 4-3 defense exclusively. Sack- 
wise, Penn State was first and Indiana was 
second, with 39 and 37.” 

Colletto mentions another basic area 
that Purdue’s defense must improve if the 
Boilermakers are to make a dent in the 
win column: Fewer points allowed. 

Last season Purdue was 10th in total 
defense (400.9 yards) and ninth in scoring 
defense (29.6). 

“We need to cut our defensive point 
total close to half in points given up,” Col- 
letto said. “In this league, if you're giving 
up between 15 and 19 points a game, 
you're going to win a lot of games. We 
have got to up our ability to sack the 


quarterback, and I think our new style of 
play is going to help that. And we have to 
get the ball more on turnovers.” 

And turn it over less on offense. 

Last season, Purdue lost 17 fumbles 
and was intercepted 13 times, for 30 
turnovers, the second most in the Big Ten. 

Turnovers were the major reason the 
Boilermakers ran only 710 offensive plays, 
last in the league and 53 fewer than the 
next lowest team. 

The concerns on offense in ’94 are at 
replacing wide receiver and at developing 
depth in the line. 

The only losses on offense were lead- 
ing receivers Jeff Hill (35 catches, 559 
yards, 4 touchdowns) and Jermaine Ross 
(31-493-3), and guard Elvin Caldwell. 

Senior Burt Thornton (23-345-1) is the 
leading returning wideout. The other can- 
didates are unproven, but the coaches are 
hopeful that junior college transfer Craig 
Allen, injury-plagued junior Kirk Oli- 
vadotti, senior Terry Samuel, and redshirt 
freshman Brian Alford can be effective. 

“We'll be alright at wideout, once 
Craig Allen gets more comfortable with 
what’s going on,” Colletto said. “He was a 
very impressive-looking wide receiver in 
the spring. Brian Alford is showing signs 
of being the kind of player we thought he 
could be. Olivadotti has improved dramat- 
ically strength-wise.” 

Four of five starters return to the line 
— guard Chris Sedoris, tackles Ryan 
Grigson and Alfie Hill, and center Emmet 
Zitelli. 

Sedoris and Mark Secrist missed 
spring work after coming off shoulder 
surgery, but both should be ready to go in 
the fall. 

And for the first time in Colletto’s 
tenure, there’s depth up front with senior 
Mike Cardona, juniors Mike Szany and 
Steve Powell, and sophomore Damon 
Lewis. 

But Colletto says both Lewis, impres- 
sive as a freshman last season, and Hill 
need to lose weight to increase their sta- 
mina and playing time. Hill is listed at 
300 pounds and Lewis at 340, but both 
are much heavier. Lewis played last sea- 
son at 360 and was at least that heavy in 
the spring. 

Purdue figures to have a solid one-two 
punch on the ground with fullback Mike 
Alstott and tailback Corey Rogers. 

Last year, Alstott became the first 
sophomore to win Purdue MVP honors 
since 1945, and Boilermaker coaches 
thought he was slighted when he received 
only honorable mention All-Big Ten.

pring practice is usually considered a success if a team can escape 
serious injury. Purdue came out of spring workouts with only one new 
major injury, to sophomore running back Dartanian Sanders, who had 
knee surgery after tearing an anterior cruciate ligament. Sanders is a walk-on 
who had impressed coaches so much he had moved up to No. 2 on the 
depth chart. He’s expected to be ready for the 1994 season, but Coach Jim 
Colletto said that redshirt freshman Ken Mathews will begin fall practice as 
the No. 2 tailback. Mathews was academically ineligible for spring practice. 

Also rejoining the Boilermakers in the fall will be junior Chris Sedoris, 
scheduled to start at quick guard, who missed spring drills because of off-sea- 
son shoulder surgery. 

Colletto was pleased with several position switches in the spring — Bill 
Wleklinski and Jay Wittig from tight end to defensive end, redshirt freshman 
Leo Perez from nose tackle to the offensive line, redshirt freshman Brandon 
Jewell from the offensive line to the defensive line, and senior Mike Ander- 
son, a former fullback, back to that spot from linebacker. 

Three new coaches joined Colletto’s staff for spring practice — defen- 
sive coordinator Bob Morris, former secondary coach at Indiana; wide 
receiver coach Randy Fichtner, former Purdue player and wide receiver 
coach at Memphis State; and secondary coach Rick Smith, former Boiler- 
maker defensive back and graduate assistant. 

Ironically, all three are coaching areas of concern for the ‘94 season — 
the wide receivers and defensive backs. Gone are the top two wideouts, Jeff 
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Hill and Jermaine Ross, and top two defensive backs, cornerback Jimmy 
Young and free safety Pat Johnson. 

But the concerns were lessened somewhat in the spring by strong perfor- 
mances from senior Burt Thornton, the leading returning wideout, and junior 
college transfer Craig Allen. 

The starting unit in the secondary is pretty much set, with seniors John 
Jackson and Brian Thurman at the corners, senior Kevin Nolan at free safety 
and junior Brian Lohman at strong safety. Jackson and Nolan split starting 
time last year at the corner opposite Young, Lohman started three games at 
free safety when Johnson was injured, and Thurman started one game at 
strong safety. 

“| think the first group's going to be fine; it’s the backup crew we have 
to find out about,” Colletto said. 

Good news or bad news? Colletto, 8-24 in his first three seasons at Purdue, 
including 1-10 in ‘93, lost only 10 seniors from last year’s team. And most of the 
players returning for the ‘94 season will be back again next year. Of the Boiler- 
makers’ top 44 players coming out of spring practice, only 15 are seniors. 

But Colletto will begin his fourth season with the Boilermakers with his 
third starting quarterback. Eric Hunter was the starter two years ago. Junior 
Matt Pike was No.1 last year until injuring his shoulder at midseason, and 
was replaced by redshirt freshman Rick Trefzger. After coming back from his 
injury, Pike couldn't dislodge Trefzger, who held on to the No. 1 job during 
spring practice and will begin fall workouts as the starter. 
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“You do not often come across kids in 
your coaching career who you probably 
never have to say a word to, in terms of 
effort in anything he does,” Colletto said. 

“From games to practice to weight 
lifting. He comes to practice every day. 
He plays through injuries, he’s tough, 
he’s smart, he’s as physical a player as 
you're ever going to see, and he seems to 
enjoy everything about it. 

“You never get a bad grade report on 
him, you never have an attendance prob- 
lem. You’d be shocked if anything goes 
wrong. You just take him for granted, 
because he’s there. If you had 22 of those 
guys, you’d probably win a national cham- 
pionship. That's the kind of guy he is.” 

At 6-0, 240 pounds, Alstott is the 
proverbial bowling ball or fire plug. A 
powerful runner and excellent receiver, 
he rushed for 816 yards (5.3-yard aver- 
age) and 12 touchdowns and caught 30 
passes for 407 yards and two more scores. 

“For two years, I’ve touted him all 
along as the best fullback in the country,” 
said Bobby Turner, Purdue’s offensive 
coordinator who also coaches the run- 
ning backs. “And now he’s even better. 
He’s quicker and he’s faster than he was. 
He’s better overall than he was last year.” 

And so is Rogers, the Big Ten’s 1991 
Freshman of the Year. Academics side- 
lined him in ’92, but he came back strong 
last year. 

He became the starter in the fourth 
game after Arlee Conners suffered a 
career-ending ankle injury, and he 
rushed for 746 yards (4.9-yard average) 
and four TDs. He also caught 22 passes 
for 173 yards. 

“For the first time, and I’ve told him 
this, he’s at the top of his game,” Turner 
said. “He’s running his routes, his reads, 
he’s quicker, he’s faster, and he’s 
stronger.” : 

With place-kicker Brad Bobich and 
punter Rob Deignan (40.7-yard average) 
both returning, the final piece of the puz- 
zle is at quarterback, where left-hander 
Rick Trefzger was impressive last year as a 
redshirt freshman. 

Trefzger took over for injured Matt 
Pike and started the final five games. For 
the season, he completed 90 of 154 passes 
(58.4 percent) for 1,247 yards, seven TDs 
and six interceptions. 

Trefzger hasn’t been an impressive 
practice player, so the coaches were 
surprised at how well he performed on 
Saturdays. 

The problem is, in Colletto’s years at 
Purdue, no quarterback has been able to

stake claim to the starting job. The first 
two years, Eric Hunter and Pike shared 
the duties, and last year it was Pike and 
Trefzger. 

Pike, a senior who completed 71 of 
139 passes (51.1 percent) for 997 yards, 
four TDs and seven interceptions last year, 
will pressure Trefzger in ’94. 

“By finishing the season the way Rick 
did, success breeds confidence,” Turner 
said. “He’s very confident. 

“But on the other hand, he didn’t 
have anything to lose last year. The expec- 


tations weren’t that high. Now there’s 
more pressure, because now it’s 
expected.” 

And so, too, is improvement in the 
won-loss record this year. 

The Boilermakers are tired of waiting 
‘til next year. 

Which is why every day in practice, 
they don T-shirts with their motto for 
1994, 

On the front they read “WIN!!!” 

And on the back they say “RIGHT

GOLDEN GOPHERS 


GopuHers FACE BIG CHALLENGES

It sounds like Jim 
Wacker is auditioning 
for the lead role in “The 
Yogi Berra Story” when 
the Minnesota head 
coach describes his formula for resurrecting 
the struggling Gopher program. 

“We gotta get better than they get bet- 
ter,” Wacker says. 

Syntax like that may put Wacker on the 
short list of candidates to play the famous 
Yankee malapropist, but his meaning is 
clear. With the Big Ten Conference moving 
out of its early-1990s doldrums, the Gophers 
find more challenges on their way to com- 
petitiveness. Seven Big Ten schools played in 
bowl! games last year, and five teams enter 
1994 as solid post-season candidates, putting 
the Gophers amidst a crowded group of 
hopefuls. 

Though last year’s 4-7 record was an 
improvement on Wacker’s 2-9 debut, Min- 
nesota needs to make considerable strides 
to even think about playing in a bow! 
game. 

“I've been in the game long enough to 
know that the bottom line is your record, 
and I have to understand that,” Wacker says. 
“But it’s going to take three or four years to 
get where we really want to be. How many 
wins is that this year? I don’t care, as long as 
we keep improving.” 

Wacker’s boss, Minnesota AD McKinley 
Boston, sure cares about wins. As a member 
of the school’s last Rose Bowl team (1962), 
Boston wants a good football team quickly. 
That’s why he hired Wacker in the first 
place. Anybody who can turn Texas Christ- 
ian from 1-8-2 Southwest Conference 
laughingstocks to 7-4 contenders is a good 
candidate to get the Golden Gophers going 
again. But the TCU transformation took 
time, and the Minnesota Project will require 
equal patience, especially when the rest of 
the Big Ten is surging. 
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Wisconsin’s recent rise, the perennially 
solid play by Iowa, Illinois, and Michigan 
State, the traditional excellence of Michigan, 
Ohio State, and Penn State, and the expected 
94 contention of Illinois, doesn’t leave much 
room for Minnesota. With such a traffic jam 
in front of the Gophers, Wacker almost has 
to measure success in ways other than wins 
— especially when this season’s schedule fea- 
tures six 1993 bowl performers. 

“T think we'll keep making improve- 
ments,” Wacker says. “We're going in the 
right direction. We won't be in the top 10 in 
the nation, but we'll be a competitive team in 
the best conference in the country.” 

The real work starts on defense, where 
Minnesota was last in the Big Ten in 1993. 
The Gophers surrendered 443.0 yards per 
game last year and allowed opponents to

score 32.9 ppg. Any team which surrenders 
56 points and 559 yards to Purdue is a candi- 
date for some sort of special dispensation. By 
the time Michigan rattled the Gophers for 58 
points in the next-to-last week of the season, 
few in the league would have minded if Min- 
nesota were using 13 players on defense. It 
might not have mattered. You can just imag- 
ine how upset Wisconsin's players were after 
they blew an undefeated season with a 28-21 
loss at the Metrodome last October. 

To many teams, the loss of seven defen- 
sive starters from 1993 might be a bad thing. 
At Minnesota, it is a reason for optimism. 
Wacker can now insert more of the players he 
and his staff have recruited into the unit and 
emphasize the speed necessary to compete 
with teams like Michigan and Penn State. 

That quickness will manifest itself most 
dramatically in the secondary, where the 
Gophers will have the depth they've lacked 
for years. “We finally have four corner- 
backs,” Wacker says. One is returning 
starter Juan Hunter, a senior who registered 
53 tackles and a team-high four intercep- 
tions last year. Hunter will be a fixture on 
the left side. Expect sophomore Rodney 
Heath, whom Wacker says had a great 
spring, to start on the right side. He'll be 
pushed by fellow sophomore Terrance 
Blayne. Sophomore Joe Justice, who missed 
last year because of Proposition 48, will fill 
in on both sides. 

Junior Justin Conzemius returns at 
strong safety after picking off three passes 
and making 68 tackles a year ago. “We feel 
pretty good with him there,” Wacker says. 
Senior Moses Taylor has the inside track to 
the vacant free safety spot, but he'll be 
pushed by sophomores Don Williams and 
Vincent Hypolite and redshirt freshman 
Crawford Jordan, who brings more speed to 
the position than any of the other candidates. 
Whoever plays there will find it difficult to 
duplicate the four interceptions — two for 
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TDs — by "93 starter and All-Big Ten honor- 
able mention recipient Jeff Rosga. Even so, 
Wacker is encouraged. 

“This is the best group of defensive 
backs we've had,” Wacker says. “It’s been a 
long wait.” 

While Wacker has big hopes for the sec- 
ondary, he assesses the linebacking situation 
with some trepidation. The loss 
of '93 starters Andy Veit and 
Russ Heath, the team’s two top 
tacklers, leaves some holes. 
Junior Craig Sauer returns at 
weakside linebacker and brings 
speed, if not size (6-2, 218) to 
the position. 

“Thank goodness Sauer is 
back,” Wacker says. “He runs 
really good and is a good hitter. 
He's an instinctive player who 
reacts well.” 

Senior Todd Wolkow sur- 
prised the Gopher staff during 
spring drills and now appears 
entrenched in the middle, 
while juniors Peter Hiestand 
and Dan Li Santi enter fall 
practice in a fight for the 
strong side spot. Both run well 
and give the Gophers speed at 
the linebacking position they 
haven’t had under Wacker. 
Sophomore Ben Langford (6-2, 
210) and redshirt freshman 
Chris Smith (6-1, 196) bring 
more quickness to the outside, 
but neither has the size to han- 
dle the league’s trademark 
hulking offensive linemen. 

That will be left to the four 
men up front, particularly 
hulking (6-2, 311) senior cap- 
tain Ed Hawthorne, who made

offense (297.9 ypg) for the second straight 
year in Wacker’s one and no-back sets, 
Gopher passers threw 27 interceptions — 
against 22 TDs. While the aerial attack alter- 
nately soared and sputtered, the ground 
game was anemic, generating only 113.6 ypg 
and accounting for only seven TDs. By com-

61 stops last season from his 

right tackle position. He’s entrenched there, 
but senior Doyle Cockrell may see his posi- 
tion taken away by sophomore Kevin 
Holmes. Junior Ralph Green is a top reserve 
at tackle. 

The end picture was shaken up during 
the spring by some position moves and the 
emergence of redshirt freshman Lamanze 
Williams, who impressed Wacker with his 
pass-rushing skills. He and sophomores 
Jerome Davis and Ogun Akbar and senior 
Trevor Walker give the Gophers good speed 
outside. 

While the Gophers attach their hopes for 
an improved defense on youth and speed, 
they hope the 1994 offensive profile will 
include judicious decisions by their quarter- 
backs and stronger offensive line play. 
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parison, Wisconsin running back Brent Moss 
averaged 136.4 ypg. 

“We need to make the quantum jump to 
better run-blocking,” Wacker says. 

The Gopher line surrendered only 19 
sacks last year, a reflection of the quarter- 
backs’ ability to operate under pressure, 
not brilliant pass protection. Wacker feels 
the middle of the line is pretty stable, 
thanks to junior center Todd Jesewitz and 
senior guards Chris Fowlkes —a starter at 
tackle last year — and Rick Thome. Junior 
Mike Giovinetti will play right tackle, and 
returning starter David Vertin is solid on 
the left side. 

Redshirt freshmen Gregg James and 
James Elizondo back up Jesewitz at center, 
while junior Toby Anderson and redshirt 


frosh Gann Brooks are reserve guards. 
Expect to see a pair of redshirt freshmen, 
Luke Glime and Jeff Baldauf competing for 
time at tackle. 

If the line improves as Wacker hopes, 
that leaves the quarterback position as the 
biggest question on the Gopher ledger. It’s 
not like holdover seniors Tim Schade and 
Scott Eckers can’t throw the 
ball, it’s just a question of to 
whom they will throw it. 

“We got to be able to 
throw the ball a ton, but we 
have to get it to the good 
guys, not the bad guys,” 
Wacker says. 

Schade, who followed 
Wacker to Minnesota from 
Texas Christian, began the 
year under center against 
Penn State, throwing for 478 
yards, two TDs — and four 
interceptions, a harbinger of 
things to come. Schade fin- 
ished the season completing 
135-of-286 passes for 1,648 
yards, eight TDs and 13 inter- 
ceptions. Eckers, who engi- 
neered the upset win over 
Wisconsin and led the 
Gophers to a three-game mid- 
season winning streak, com- 
pleted 119-of-206 for 1,564 
yards, 14 TDs and 14 inter- 
ceptions. 

Though Eckers entered 
the spring first on the depth 
chart, Wacker is not ready to 
anoint him the starter. 

“We have two starting 
quarterbacks,” Wacker says. “I 
probably won't determine who 
will be number one until the 
day before the Penn State 
game (Sept. 3). Tim has a stronger arm, and 
Scott is a touch passer, but both have had 
their days in the sun. 

“Both need consistency and to cut 
down on their interceptions for us to be 
successful.” 

Though Eckers and Schade appear to 
have a lock on the quarterback position for 
this season, redshirt freshman Cory Saute 
was impressive in spring drills and should be 
a capable and exciting starter in ’95. 

Whoever emerges as the top passer will 
have to function without departed wide 
receiver Omar Douglas, a 1993 all-Big Ten 
honorable mention selection who caught 60 
passes for 880 yards and 11 TDs.

Aaron Osterman (32 rec.) and Lewis Garrison 
(28) return after starting last season, but nei- 
ther is a breakaway threat like Douglas. 
Wacker is eager to see how slotbacks Tony 
Levine, a junior, and Rishon Early, a sopho- 
more, do as featured performers in the 
offense. He is also high on juco import 
Johnny Woodson, a 6-2, 180-pounder with 
excellent speed, and redshirt freshman Ryan 
Hubbard. 

“Woodson is the best of the receivers 
running with the ball,” Wacker says. “He 
caught the ball as well as anyone during 
spring drills.” 

When the Gophers do use a tight end, 
expect to see a change in philosophy. While 
returning starter Eric Dalen rested his 
injured knee this spring, Wacker took a look 
at three prospects. Sophomores Mark Tangen 
(6-2, 238) and Paul Kratochvil (6-4, 239) and 
junior Matt Reem (6-6, 266), a converted 
defensive tackle, all have more bulk than the 
210-pound Dalen. For a team looking to 
improve its running attack, that’s good news. 

“We're much better at tight end because 
of the increased size,” Wacker says. “Eric

any weight. If he doesn’t get bigger, he won't 
play.” 

You can bet junior running back Chris 
Dakins is happy to see some bigger guys in 
front of him. The team’s leading rusher last 
year (610 yards), Darkins averaged 4.9 yards 
per carry in 1993 and has the opportunity to 
star in the Big Ten, if his line improves and 
he gets enough carries in Wacker’s pass-first 
offense. A speedster who covered 100 meters 
in 10.5 seconds while a prepster, Darkins ran 
some indoor track for the Gophers and could 
develop into a breakaway threat. 

“He has size (6-1, 207), and his speed is 
legitimate,” Wacker says. “He could be a 
great one if he stays healthy, and the offen- 
sive line plays well.” 

Joining Darkins in the running back 
mix is versatile senior Chuck Rios, who 
could line up at any number of positions, 
from H-back, to tight end, to wide receiver 
— in addition to running back. Though he 
ran for only 11 yards his first year, he was 
second on the team with 48 receptions. 
Should Rios or Darkins falter, sophomore 
Tom Watson and redshirt freshman Javon 
Jackson have potential. 


When Wacker says that the Gophers are 
going to “go for it on fourth down” this sea- 
son, he may be joking. But there was nothing 
funny about the Minnesota kicking game last 
year. Junior Mike Kimbell averaged just 33.8 
yards per kick while grappling with a sore 
knee and could lose his job to juco import 
Garrison Harmann if he doesn’t rebound. 
Meanwhile, kicker Mike Chalberg, a junior, 
must improve on his 8-for-14 field goal per- 
formance last season. 

“He has a strong leg, but he has to 
improve his accuracy and gain some consis- 
tency,” Wacker says. 

Don't expect to see the Gophers ina 
bowl this year, although a favorable early 
schedule could give them a little momen- 
tum. Just remember what Wacker said about 
measuring success in ways other than the 
won-loss record, That will come in handy 
when the snow starts to fall in Minnesota. 

“We'll be better than we were last year,” 
Wacker promises. “I'll be disappointed if we 
don’t have a winning season. That gives you a 
shot at a bowl in this league. That’s not a 
pipe dream.” 

No, but it could be a year or two away.

an offensive performance as I've ever seen in spring 
football,” Gopher coach Jim Wacker was able to relax some 
when the stop troops came up big in the annual Minnesota 
spring game. 

Sophomore cornerback Rodney Heath put o hammer- 
lock on the starting right cornerback job by intercepting wo 
passes and keying an overall defensive effort that allowed only 
two TDs in the game. 

“Rodney Heath is going to be a great player,” Wacker 
said after the game. “He's the best cover guy we've got.” 

Heath wasn’t the only youngster to impress Wacker dur- 
ing the spring. Redshirt freshmen Lamanzer Williams, Raymond 
Baylor, and Jon Jellu all stepped forward along the defensive 
line and gave Wacker hope that Minnesota may be stingier 
against the run this season. Williams’ performance at right end 
pushed sophomore Jerome Davi over to the left side. 

Another surprise came from redshirt freshman defensive 
back Joe Justice, who missed 1993 because of Proposition 48. 
The Gopher coaches love his 4.4 speed, and Justice could find 
himself playing in nickel situations this season. 

No verdict was available on the continued development 
of froniline running backs Chris Darkins and Chuck Rios, not 
that they were fighting for their jobs. Darkins missed all of 
spring practice while rehabilitating a surgically-repaired wrist, 
while Rios nursed a sore knee during most of the practices. 
Their absences allowed Wacker to learn more about durable 


A: watching his defense surrender nine touchdowns in 
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Tom Watson and speedy Javon Jackson. He liked what he saw 
in both. Watson was particularly effective, scoring twice in the 
big early scrimmage explosion and another time during the 
spring game 

The spring produced little good news on the kicking 
front Although kicker Mike Chalberg did drill field goals 
from 52 and 39 yards during the spring game, he missed 
two others. Juco transfer Garrison Harmann didn’t impress 
his new bosses, averaging just 31 yards on four low punts 
during the spring game. Incumbent punter Mike Kimbell (33- 

ard average) oulperformed him throughout the spring, 
Heke a good omen. 

Although Wacker continues to leave the starting quarter- 
back job open, it appears that Scott Eckers will be the man, 
Eckers completed 1 4-of-28 passes for 150 yards in the spring 
game and generally outpertormed the shaky Tim Schade.

QUARTERBACK QUESTIONS FILL THE AIR

Fifth-year senior Matt 
O'Dwyer says he is fed up. 
Head coach Gary Bar- 
nett says he is starved. 
There hasn’t been a 
winning football team at 
Northwestern University 
since 1971. When Barnett was hired in 
1992, he made it clear with his “Expect Vic- 
tory” slogan that Northwestern will no 
longer stomach defeat. Unfortunately, the 
menu for Northwestern’s football team 
annually ranks among the top three sched- 
ules in the nation. There’s rarely any 
chopped liver, and 1994 offers no change. 
In addition to their steady diet of Big Ten 
competition, the Wildcats start the year 
with Notre Dame, Stanford, and Air Force 
as appetizers. 

“This team has done more in the off- 
season than any other team since I’ve been 
here,” says Barnett. “There’s already better 
chemistry among the players. The enthusi- 
asm the younger kids have brought in has 
caught on and inspired the older guys to 
take on leadership roles they may have 
turned down before.” 

Northwestern got a big taste of success 
in 1992, Barnett’s first year at the helm of 
the Wildcats. Their three Big Ten victories 
were the most by a Northwestern team 
since 1973. 

Feeding off their big finish in ’92, a 27- 
25 victory over Wisconsin, the Wildcats 
opened last season with a gallant 27-12 
defeat at Notre Dame. Then came the 
shocking 22-21 upset of Boston College and 
a 26-14 triumph over Wake Forest. Not 
only were the Cats 2-1, but votes in the 
national polls were starting to trickle in and 
people were starting to realize there was a 
college football program north of Chicago. 

But what the outsiders didn’t see at 
first was the heavy price the Cats paid for 
those two victories. The offensive line, per- 
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haps the thinnest area on the depth chart 
at the start of the season, had been riddled 
with injuries. Sophomores were being 
called on to replace their fallen comrades. 

Against Boston College, starting guard 
Todd Pawlowski went down for the year 
with a torn anterior cruciate ligament, 
while starting guard Ryan Padgett and cen- 
ter Rob Johnson had to play the remainder 
of the season with torn medial collateral 
ligaments. O'Dwyer, an All-American hope- 
ful at tackle, tore his medial collateral liga- 
ment against Wake Forest. 

The injuries to Northwestern’s offen- 
sive linemen set the table for Ohio State 
and Wisconsin, and they had quite a feast 
at the Cats’ expense. The Buckeyes pum- 
meled Northwestern 51-3 and the Badgers 
followed suit with a 53-14 trashing. 

And the medical report got even worse 
at Ohio State when Dennis Lundy, the 
Cats’ leading rusher for the past three sea- 
sons, went down with a broken scapula. 
For the next three games, Northwestern 
would become strictly a passing team.

Then came Minnesota, the game that 
set the tone for the rest of the season. 
Eight trips inside the 20-yard line only pro- 
duced 16 points. Then the officials ruled 
time had run out on a last-second field goal 
attempt and Northwestern fell 28-26. The 
Cats would wind up losing four Big Ten 
games by a total of 15 points. 

“After the loss to Minnesota, we made 
no progress as a football team,” says Bar- 
nett. “We were deflated after those losses to 
Ohio State and Wisconsin, but came back 
to fight hard against Minnesota. To come 
up short the way we did just took our 
stinger away for the rest of the season. 

“You have to grow into winning. Los- 
ing four games by 15 points, you look at it 
and say how much would it take to have 
won those games. Now we have to set our 
goals to do that much more. It’s a couple 
of plays each game, but you still have to 
make them.” 

Last year’s weaknesses will be the 
building blocks for success in 1994. The 
offensive line returns intact and last year’s 
injuries mean the backups also learned 
from their battle scars. 

The big change on the line during 
spring practice was moving the 6-5, 295- 
pound O'Dwyer, a three-year starter at 
tackle, to the strong side guard position. 
He will line up between junior Rob John- 
son (6-2, 272), a two-year starter at center, 
and three-year letterman Todd Baczek (6-3, 
285) at tackle with junior Shane Graham 
(6-6, 254), a two-year veteran, anchoring 
the one side at tight end. Like O'Dwyer, 
Baczek is also a fifth-year senior. 

“That side of the line will be really solid 
for us,” says Barnett. “We wanted to run 
the ball better, so that’s why we moved 
O'Dwyer. He'll give us a dominant guard 
on the strong side of the line.” 

With the move of O’Dwyer, Barnett fig- 
ures some of the fiercest competition this

year will come at the tight guard position. 
Padgett (6-3, 280), a starter in all 11 games 
last year, now moves over to lock horns 
with Pawlowski (6-5, 280), a senior, and 
junior Chad Pugh (6-3, 280). Juniors Justin 
Chabot (6-6, 263) and Brian Kardos (6-5, 
277) are entrenched at split tackle. 

“At this point, the offensive line is our 
strong suit,” says Barnett. “Other than cen- 
ter, the strong guard is probably the tough- 
est position on the team to learn. Matt has 
a big job ahead of him, but I’m convinced 
he can do it.” 

“T think this is going to be a good move 
for me,” says O'Dwyer. “I'll play anywhere 
for this team. It’s going to be nice to line 
up alongside Rob (Johnson) and Todd 
(Baczek), I think we’re going to open some 
holes for Dennis.” 

Lundy just hopes O’Dwyer and Co. can 
show him the way to the end zone. A three- 
year starter, Lundy (5-9, 185) rushed for 
617 yards and six touchdowns while miss- 
ing three games last year. He stands fifth 
on Northwestern’s all-time rushing chart 
with 1,873 yards. 

“Dennis should be one of the top three 
or four backs in this league,” says Barnett. 
“He didn’t have a great year last year and 
we hope we've taken the necessary steps to 
make him more of an impact player.” 

In addition to moving O’Dwyer, 
another one of those steps is providing 
Lundy with a bigger blocking back in the 
backfield. Senior Luther Morris (6-4, 235), 
a starter at tight end, has been moved to 
fullback. And just a week before the start of 
spring practice, senior Bobby Jackson (6-2, 
236) elected to pass up graduation and 
come back for a fifth season. 

“They're big players, but everyone else 
in the conference is playing with the same 
size in their backfield,” says Barnett. 
“Luther is a little small for a tight end and 
a little big for a wide receiver. We'll use 
him much the same way the Denver Bron- 
cos use Shannon Sharpe and develop our 
offense around his ability.” 

Barnett’s No. 1 concern offensively is 
the lack of depth at running back. After 
Lundy, the only player experienced in car- 
rying the ball is senior Chuck Robinson, 
who had just 105 yards rushing in seven 
games last season. 

“Robinson is one of five players we'll 
look at in spring ball and two of them are 
players from other positions,” says Bar- 
nett. “We also have three freshmen com- 
ing in who will get a good look during 
summer camp.” 

Len Williams, who was the Cats’ 
starting quarterback in 43 of 44 games, is 
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gone, but Barnett isn’t as concerned 
about a replacement as most people 
might think. Junior Steve Schnur earned 
the starting job in spring practice. And 
there is still the unknown factor of 
incoming freshman Lloyd Abramson, one 
of the most highly-recruited 


he wants to battle it out in the trenches 
this fall. 

“We'll feature more of a running game 
this year because of our inexperienced 
quarterback, the experience of our offensive 
line, and the need to put more yardage on 


quarterbacks in the nation. 

When Williams left the 
Michigan State game with a 
rib injury, Schnur rallied the 
Cats from a 31-21 deficit 
before falling 31-29. He played 
the entire game against Iowa, 
when Northwestern fell 23-19. 
He wound up completing 20 of 
43 passes for the season for 
289 yards with two touch- 
downs and four interceptions. 

“We all have confidence 
in Steve and our job in spring 
practice was to find out who 
the No. 2 quarterback might 
be,” said Barnett. “I’m anx- 
ious to see if Steve can lead us 
into the end zone. In order to 
move the team, he has to play 
within himself.” 

Barnett knows he has a 
quality recruit in Abramson, 
a 6-3, 215-pounder from 
Bloomfield, Mich. He threw 
for 3,599 yards and 35 
touchdowns during his high 
school career. 

“Lloyd has the size and is 
a real talent,” Barnett says. 
“We just have to get him to 
the point where he can use 
that superb talent within our 
system.” _

The winner of the quarterback derby 
will have an excellent choice of receivers. 
Even with the graduation of all-every- 
thing Lee Gissendaner, Barnett sees this 
corps of receivers as even better than last 
year’s group. 

The cast is led by fifth-year seniors 
Michael Senters (27 receptions, 364 yards) 
and Chris Gamble (25, 304). Added into the 
mix will be junior Dave Beazley, who aver- 
aged an incredible 35.2 yards on six recep- 
tions, and sophomores Brian Musso and 
Eric Scott. And don’t forget Graham (14, 
161) at tight end. 

“We've got versatility and breakaway 
speed with our receivers,” says Barnett. 
“And I couldn’t be happier with the devel- 
opment of Graham at his position, both as 
a blocker and receiver.” 

Although much has been made of 
Barnett’s aerial game at Northwestern, 


the board,” he says. “Even with a good pass- 
ing attack, you still strive for a 55-45 bal- 
ance between run and pass. The injury to 
Lundy forced us into a 40-60 situation and 
the opposing defenses just teed off on us.” 

Defensively, Barnett hopes the Cats 
can make the same kind of strides they 
made last year. In one season, Northwest- 
ern moved from 106th to 54th in the 
national rankings. 

“When I look at the overall picture, it 
was disappointing our offense didn’t stay 
up with the progress of our defense, but 
the injuries were a big problem,” he said. 
Although 10 starters return on offense and 
eight are back on defense, the biggest grad- 
uation loss to overcome will be outside 
linebacker Steve Shine, the Cats’ most 
valuable player last year.

also have to do a much better job of rush- 
ing the passer,” says Barnett. “Shine’s loss 
hurts us more than Williams or Gissen- 
daner because no one is standing there 
ready to step in.” 

Finding the replacement for Shine may 
have to wait until summer camp. North- 
western was down to four outside lineback- 
ers in spring drills, and two of them were 
freshmen. Senior Mike Warren (6-5, 246), a 
starter in seven games, was held out of 
spring drills because of a shoulder injury, 
and Mike Giometti (6-3, 227) was still 
rehabbing from knee surgery. That left 
senior starter Geoff Shein (6-2, 220) as the 
only experienced player in camp. 

Fifth-year senior Hugh Williams (6-0, 
245) and junior Danny Sutter (6-2, 235) 
will be counted on to cover a lot of ground 
at inside linebacker. And Barnett also 
believes sophomores Pat Fitzgerald (6-4, 
230) and Tim Scharf (6- 2, 223) will be big 
contributors. Williams was third on the 
team with 110 tackles last season. 

Barnett is happy about the depth on the 
defensive line, but he is still waiting to find 
out who the productive linemen will be. 
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“They're all making progress, but there 
isn’t a lot of separation between seven to 
nine players,” he says. “They're all in the 
same mold, 6-3 to 6-4 and 260-265 pounds. 
At least we'll be able to rest them, and 
they're all young.” 

The only returning starters on the line 
are nose tackles Nick Walker (5-10, 262) 
and Bill Koziel (6-1, 265). However, sopho- 
more Matt Rice (6-3, 245) was voted North- 
western’s top defensive newcomer last year 
while juniors Larry Curry (6-4, 263) and 
Joe Reiff (6-4, 260) are both returning let- 
termen. Northwestern’s entire starting 
defensive backfield returns and should rate 
as one of the best in the Big Ten. Junior 
free safety William Bennett, second on the 
team with 116 tackles last year, leads a very 
physical cast. Senior Rodney Ray switched 
from running back to cornerback last year 
and led the team with three interceptions. 
Senior strong safety Korey Singleton and 
junior cornerback Chris Martin, a con- 
verted wide receiver, chipped in with 69 
and 68 tackles, respectively. 

And there’s experienced backups for 
the secondary. Senior B.J. Winfield made 


one start last fall and senior Dwight Brown 
is a two-year letterman. 

“Bennett is a potential star in the 
league,” says Barnett. “I would be hard- 
pressed to name a better free safety. Ray 
and Martin have made progress every game 
since they made the switch.” 

Junior Paul Burton (39.7-yard aver- 
age) has the punting job nailed down 
again while senior Sam Valenzisi was still 
the Cats’ No. 1 kicker after spring drills. 
However, freshman recruit Brian Gowins 
of Birmingham, Ala., may have something 
to say about that when he reports to sum- 
mer camp. 

Barnett readily admits everyone 
around Northwestern is hungry for suc- 
cess. But is 1994 their time to finally serve 
up a winner? 

“All I know is I’m tired of going back 
home and hearing about how your 
friends have gone on and played in bowl 
games,” acknowledges O'Dwyer. “It’s a 
pride thing and I’m hungry right now.

SPRING UPDATE 


f the annual spring game is any indication, Northwestern's start- 
ing quarterback for the season opener against Notre Dame 
may have yet to take a snap from center in a Wildcat uniform. 

After playing a half in temperatures in the 30s and a 
driving rain, which sometimes turned to sleet, the Wildcats are 
hoping the spring game is not a sign of things to come next 
fall. Coach Gary Barnett called a conclusion to the contest at 
halftime, with the White team (second and third units) dominat- 
ing the Purple/Black (alums and first team), 23-0. 

“The conditions were too dangerous for the alums. If 
you don’t have to be out there in this kind of weather, then 
don’t go out,” said Barnett. “Remember, this is just a spring 
game.” Weather conditions played havoc with the Wildcats’ 
practices throughout the spring, 

Barnett is very concerned about who is going to fill the 
graduation loss of Len Williams at quarterback. Junior Steve 
Schnur filled in for Williams in spot duty last fall and was 
handed the starting job coming into spring camp. But Schnur 
had a very shaky spring. 

In his one quarter of action in the spring game, Schnur 
led the Black team to just one first down and completed three of 
seven passes for 19 yards, He had one pass picked off by 
sophomore outside linebacker Casey Dailey, whose 34-yard 
return set up a White touchdown. One week earlier, Schnur 
wos intercepted three times in a scrimmage against the first- 
team defense. 

“Steve's still our No. 1 quarterback, based on experi- 
ence,” Barnett said, hardly sounding like he was giving Schnur o 
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vote of confidence. “We were hoping he would develop, but he 
has stumbled a few times this spring. We haven't completed the 
passes we should have, and Steve hasn't progressed and made 
the plays he needs to make for us to have confidence in him.” 

The gap between Schnur and backups Glenn Winship, 
a junior, and Chris Hamdorf, a sophomore, closed consider- 
ably. Winship, who broke 1990 Heisman Trophy winner Ty 
Detmer's high schoo! passing marks, threw touchdown passes 
of 18 yards to wide receiver Eric Scott (against the alums) and 
10 yards to Darren Drexler (against the first-team defense). 

While the Wildcats employ a complex offensive system, 
Barnett won't rule out the possibility of a freshman taking the 
first snap in that Sept. 3 opener against the Fighting lish. The

The two conferences that had the 
best football recruiting efforts over the 
winter were the Big Ten and the SEC. 

In the G&W Recruiting Report's final 
wrap-up printed in March, the Big Ten 
had nine schools finish among the 
report’s top 50 recruiting classes. Michi- 
gan (4th), Ohio State (5th), and Penn 
State (8th) finished in the Top 10. They 
were followed by Illinois (15th), Iowa 
(26th), Wisconsin (40th), Michigan State 
(41st), Northwestern (44th), and Indiana 
(50th). The only Big Ten schools that did 
not make the report's top 50 were Min- 
nesota and Purdue. 

The biggest reason for Michigan’s, 
Ohio State’s, and Penn State’s success this 
past winter was the remarkable job each 
school did recruiting its home state’s blue 
chip football talent. The Nittany Lions 
were able to land nine of Pennsylvania’s 
top 10 prospects. 

What follows is an analysis of each 
Big Ten team’s 1994 football recruiting 
efforts. 


MICHIGAN 


Next to Florida State, Michigan has 
done the best recruiting over the past five 
years. Gary Moeller did a terrific job of 
keeping the home-grown talent in Michi- 
gan and bringing it to Ann Arbor. In all, 
the Wolverines signed eight players from 
Michigan. Topping the Michigan talent 
was All-American running back Chris 
Floyd from Detroit. Floyd is the country’s 
top fullback prospect. Other Michigan All- 
Americans included tight end-defensive 
end Mark Campbell, linebacker Clint 
Copenhaver, linebacker-defensive end Tim 
Laws, whom they stole from Notre Dame, 
linebacker Chris Singletary, and line- 
backer Sam Sword. The Michigan contin- 
gent is filled out with defensive back 
Andre Weathers, defensive lineman Nate 
Miller, and tight end Jon Jansen. 

The Wolverines success wasn’t just 
limited to Michigan. Also coming on 
board was All-American defensive end 
Rasheed Simmons (N.J.), All-American 
running back Chris Howard (La.), All- 
American wide receiver-defensive back

John Cooper did a marvelous job of 
landing 10 of the top 12 prospects in Ohio. 
The only two that got away were Curtis 
Enis (running back) and Mike Buzin 
(defensive lineman) to Penn State. Twelve 
of the Buckeyes’ 20 signees came from 
Ohio. In All-American wide receiver Dee 
Miller, the Buckeyes signed Ohio’s top 
wide receiver and one of the country’s top 
three wide receiver prospects. Ohio State 
signed the best group of offensive lineman 
in country. Juco All-American Jamie 
Sumner, and prep All-Americans Eric 
Gohlstin (Ohio), Orlando Pace (Ohio), and 
Winfield Garnett (Ill.), and Ohio all-stater 
Brooks Burris will all play at Ohio State 
at 300 or more pounds. The Buckeyes 
almost did as good on the defensive line. 
All-American Marcus Spriggs (Wash. 
D.C.), and all-staters Calvin Brown (Ohio), 
Jeff Wilson (Florida), and Dan Gibbons 
(Michigan) provide Cooper with four blue 
chip defensive linemen. Recruiting run- 
ning backs, next to offensive linemen, was 
Ohio State’s top priority. With All-Ameri- 
cans Joe Montgomery (IIl.), Pepe Pearson 
(Ohio), Ohio all-stater Jermon Jackson, 
and Archie Griffin’s nephew Kevin Griffin 
(Wash.), OSU got the four it wanted the 
most. All-American tight end John Lump- 
kin was Ohio’s top tight end prospect. 
Cooper signed Ohio’s top two defensive 
backs, Che Bryant and Damon Moore. The 
lone negative is the six Buckeyes (Brown, 
Bryant, Roedell Dupree, Gohlstin, Spriggs, 
and Montgomery) who haven't qualified. 
All-American linebacker Dupree (N.J.) is 
the one with the toughest task ahead of

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him. This class puts 
Ohio State up there with 
Michigan and Penn State 
as tops in the Big Ten. This 
class has the potential to put the 
Buckeyes in Pasadena. 


PENN STATE 


The secret to Penn State’s top 10 
ranking was its total control of the state of 
Pennsylvania. The Nittany Lions signed 
nine of the state’s top 10 prospects and all 
10 of its Pennsylvania recruits were 
named to the Big 33 team. All-American 
defensive lineman Floyd Wedderburn (6-7, 
325) headed the Pennsylvania class that 
included All-American linebacker Brad 
Scioli, All-American linebacker-defensive 
end Clint Seace, All-American defensive 
back Shawn Lee, all-state offensive line- 
man Dan Drogan, All-American offensive 
lineman Ryan Fagan, All-American defen- 
sive end Jamaal Edwards, All-American 
tight end Doug Ostrosky, All-American 
wide receiver Joe Nastasi, and all-state 
running back-linebacker Darren Oswald. 
From Ohio, came All-American run- 
ning back Curtis Enis and All-American 
defensive lineman Mike Buzin. Coming 
from New Jersey were all-state defensive 
back Damon Troy, all-state tight end 
Justin O’Connor, and all-South Jersey 
running back-defensive back Chris Eberly. 
Maryland All-American wide receiver 
Dwight Banks (24.6 ypc and 4.4 speed) 
could be another Bobby Engram. Wide 
receiver Brad Johnson (W.Va.) also has 
4.4 speed. The sleepers of this class are 
Virginia defensive lineman David Van 
Dyke (6-4, 276) and Arkansas punter- 
place-kicker Scott Stephens (45.6 ypp). 


ILLINOIS 


If Michigan, Ohio State, and Penn 
State hadn’t recruited such outstanding 
classes, Illinois would have been the toast 
of the Big Ten. Illinois did a solid job of 
keeping most of the top in-state talent at 
home, and the Illini combined that effort 
by going into California and Arizona and 
signing some exciting skill position talent 
on offense. All-American running back 
Terrance Marable (III.) heads a running 
back class that might be the best in the 
Big Ten. Besides Marable, All-American 
Mack Jacobs (Ind.), All-American Robert 
Holcombe (Ariz.), and California all-stater 
Wilbert Smith give Illinois four top 25 
tailbacks. Other top offensive talent 
includes Arkansas all-state tight end Con- 
rad Adams, Illinois all-state wide receiver 


Kevin Trimble, Michigan quarterback 
Mark Hoekstra, and Illinois offensive line- 
man Ryan Schau. Help at linebacker 
comes with Illinois all-stater Famous Hul- 
bert, All-American Garrett Johnson (IIl.), 
and juco All-American Maurice Lawrence 
(Mesa J.C., Ariz.). All-American strong 
safety Steven Willis (Mo.), All-American 
cornerback Trevor Starghill, and Calif. 
defensive back George McDonald give the 
Illini three top defensive backs. Lineman 
Ola Ali (Chicago, Ill.) is this class’ sleeper. 


lOW4 


The final day of the recruiting year 
was the biggest day for the Hawkeyes. On 
Feb. 2, All-American linebacker Vernon 
Rollins (N.J.) picked Iowa over Georgia 
Tech and All-American defensive back 
Eric Thigpen (IIl.) selected the Hawkeyes 
over Wisconsin and Michigan. 

All-state offensive linemen Mike Goff 
(Ill.), Jeremy McKinney (Colo,), Matt Red- 
man (Calif.), Derek Rose (IIl.), and Aron 
Klein (Wisc.) were most of the talk of the 
class. All-American running back Tim 
Dwight (Iowa City) headed an in-state 
haul that included defensive-tight end 
Jared DeVries, defensive end Chris Knip- 
per, wide receiver Mike Burger, and defen- 
sive end Jared Kerkoff. Canada was also a 
popular venue for the Hawkeyes, with 
defensive lineman Chris Zdzienicki, run- 
ning back Trevor Bollers, and linebacker 
Tony Stratchopoulos signing. Just two 
juco players, All-American linebacker 
Scott Vander Ahe and linebacker Renaldo 
Spaulding, were signed. Spaulding was a 
juco All-American at W. Los Angeles J.C. 


WISCONSIN 


The Badgers never really had a legiti- 
mate chance to be ranked among the top 
five classes in the Big Ten because coach 
Barry Alvarez had just 13 scholarships to 
offer this winter. In order to get some 
immediate help on defense, the Badgers 
signed juco All-American defensive line- 
man Al Jackson and juco All-American 
defensive back Giscard Bernard from Nas- 
sau C.C. in New York. Wisconsin had just 
seven legitimate Division I-A prospects 
this year and the Badgers signed the 
state’s top two in all-state wide receiver 
Donald Hayes (Madison) and all-state run- 
ning back Aaron Stecker (Green Bay). 
Help at tight end comes from juco All- 
American Darrell Larson (Dixie J.C., Utah) 
and New York all-state tight end Brandon 
Williams (Buffalo), The Badgers signed 
two of Indiana’s top 10 prospects, running 


back Brandon Cantrell and defensive back 
Leonard Taylor. Philadelphia quarterback 
Mike Samuel and Strath Haven defensive 
back Lamar Campbell made the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer's All-SE Pennsylvania team. 
Defensive end-tight end Ryan Sundrop 
was an all-state Colorado pick and wide 
receiver Kevin Huntley (Freemont, Ohio) 
was named to Ohio Big 33 team. Illinois 
linebacker Cecil Martin (Evanston) picked 
the Badgers over Iowa.

Michigan State landed the quarterback 
it wanted in juco All-American Tony Banks 
(6-6, 220) from Mesa J.C., Calif. California 
running back Tyrone Crenshaw (Slymar) 
was one of that state's top five-rated tail- 
backs. Michigan all-state defensive back 
Ray Hill (Detroit) chose the Spartans over 
Wisconsin and Iowa, and he can team with 
1992 Texas all-state defensive back Corey 
McLane (6-2, 195) to give Michigan State 
speed it desperately needs in its secondary, 
Offensive linemen Greg Reid (IIl.), Alex 
Santos (Fla.), Jayson Strayhorn (Ind.), and 
Josh Kuer (Mich.) give the Spartans four 
solid offensive line prospects. Indiana all- 
stater defensive lineman Kelton Davis and 
Michigan all-state defensive lineman Nick 
Kallas give Perles two defensive ends per- 
fectly suited for his “stunt” 4-3 defense. 
Additional help comes from defensive end 
Dante Hardy (Ohio), who signed last year 
but also didn’t qualify, plus linebacker Carl 
Reaves (Michigan), who signed with Michi- 
gan last year, but didn’t qualify. Florida 
wide receiver Paschal Rucker has 4.4 
speed, but a 14 on his ACT may keep him 
out of action this fall.

Linebacker 
Brady Shields (Bloomington) lacked 
any recognition because of his team- 
mate Barzilaukas. The sleeper of this 
class is defensive end Aaron Williams 
from Ontario, Canada, one of five play- 
ers from Canada who signed with Big 
Ten teams this winter. 


MINNESOT4 


This was not a particularly good 
year for talent in Minnesota, but 
Golden Gopher coach Jim Wacker did 
land the state’s No. 1 rated prospect in 
tight end Troy Duerr (6-4, 230) from 
Buffalo. The Gophers’ other three Min- 
nesota recruits were linebacker-run- 
ning back Pare Williams from 
Zumbrota, offensive lineman Jim Gail 
(6-6, 290) from Albany, and linebacker 
Dave Watson (6-5, 210) from Bloom- 
ington. Minnesota did land two Wiscon- 
sin all-state players in linebacker Mark 
Cross (6-3, 230) from Milwaukee, and 
offensive lineman Tim Socha (6-6, 305) 
from Green Bay. Maybe their best suc- 
cess came in Texas with running back 
Lee Hutton (LaMarque), running back 
teammate Byron Evans (LaMarque), 
defensive lineman Antoine Richard 
(Alief-Elisk), linebacker Deon White 
(Sugarland), and defensive back Craig 
Scruggs (Dallas). llinois all-state offen- 
sive lineman John Albrecht (6-5, 230) 
and Ohio all-state wide receiver Keith 
Dimmy (Columbus) are capable of play- 
ing as freshman. 


PURDUE 


The one area where Purdue met a 
need with this recruiting class was 
speed. Michigan running back-defen- 
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sive back Edwin Watson (Pontiac), 
Florida running back Lee Johnson 
(Palatka), Florida wide receiver Willie 
Tillman (Satellite Beach), Florida defen- 
sive back Willie Burroughs (Punta 
Gorda), juco defensive back Bobby 
Owens (Fresno J.C., Calif.), Pa. defensive 
back Isaac Jones (Strath Haven), Ga. 
running back Arvia Cooper, and Florida 
defensive back Derrick Brown (Fort 
Lauderdale) are all reported to have 4.55 


or better speed. Indi- 
ana offensive lineman 
Pete Vanderweele (Fort 
Wayne) was an all-state 
player, as was Ohio running 
back Eric Haddad (Cleveland). 
Quarterback John Reaves (Bradenton, 
Fla.) is the son of a former NFL quarter- 
back.
